Nixon Signs Military Aid; Ignores Viet Date 
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MILITARY SEIZES 
THAILAND POWER 


Field Marshal Thanom At Helm; Action 
Follows Cabinet Bickering Over Memoirs 


BANGKOK (UPI) — Field Marshal Thanom 
Kittikachorn, who already was prime minister, 
seized full power in Thailand tonight with the 
backing of the military, Radio Thailand an­ 
nounced. 
The broadcast said the gov­ 
ernment was now in the hands 
of a new Revolutionary Party 
headed by Thanom, that the 
constitution was suspended, 
Parliament and the cabinet 
abolished and martial Jaw im­ 
posed. 
The action appeared to have 
been triggered by a dispute 
within the cabinet over whether 
Economic Affairs Minister Bun- 
chana Atfhakor should be 
forced to resign because of his 
recently published memoirs 
criticizing members of the gov­ 
ernment. 
• Thailand, considered the 
United States’ strongest ally in 
Southeast Asia, has undergone 
a series of military coups since 
1932 when a civilian and mili­ 
tary group ended the absolute 
monarchy that had ruled the 
country for centuries. 
Thanom assumed power in 
1958 upon the death of Field 
Marshal Sarit Thanarat, ruling 
in an authoritarian style. He 
continued as prime minister 
when the country became a 


parliamentary-type regime in 
1968 under a limited monarchy. 


Radio Thailand announced 
that King Bhurnibol Adulyadej 
would continue to reign. The 
king, who was torn in Cam­ 
bridge. Mass., has had little 
real power since the original 
1932 coup. 


The move was not expected 
to change Thailand’s foreign 
policies. Thanom has rejected 
neutralism and aligned Thai­ 
land with the United States, 
helped form the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO) 
and sent 12,000 troops to fight in 
Vietnam. 


He also permitted the use of 
Thailand as the site of U.S. air 
bases and 48,000 Americans still 
are believed stationed here. 
Thailand-based planes have 
bombed heavily in Vietnam, 
angering both Hanoi and Pe­ 
king. 
Radio Thailand announced at 
8 p.m. '8 a.m. FST) that the 
armed forces under Thanom

Students Backing 
Strike; A Bomb 
Call Cancels Plan 


Marin Catholic High Lay 
Teachers Backed At 'Rally'

Striking lay teachers at Marin Catholic High 
School received student support today, but a 
planned student walkout was 
aborted 
by a 
telephoned bomb threat to the school. 
The school’s 767 students were evacuated at 10 
am . — minutes before they had planned to walk 
out on their own.

Rev. Francis A. Lacey, the 
school’s principal, said he did 
not know of the planned stu­ 
dent walkout although some of 
the exiting students grumbled 
that the bomb threat and evac­ 
uation appeared to be very 
“ convenient” for the school ad­ 
ministration. 


Father Lacey said he re­ 
ceived the telephone call at. 9:58 
a.m. and was told by a muffled 
male voice, “ There’s a bomb in 
your school.” The caller then 
hung up. the priest said. 


John Bechtold, a social stud­ 
ies teacher and spokesman for 
14 striking teachers at Marin 
Catholic, said there had been 
bomb threats at the school be- 


fore, but they had always been 
ignored. 


Father Lacey agreed, but 
said he ordered the school evac­ 
uated today because “ circum­ 
stances are now not normal.” 
“ With a reduced staff, we 
thought it best to be safe.” 
Students were evacuated to 
the football field, east of the 
main school complex, where 
they adapted football cheers to 
put on an impromptu rally in 
support of the strikers. Picke- 
ters were a short distance away 
near the main entrance to the 
school on Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard. 
“ Yea blue! Yea white! Yea 
teachers, strike! Strike!” went

Marin Could Get Civic Center Security Will Remain 


Trial Cost Break

SACRAMENTO - Legislation 
requiring the state to reimburse 
Marin for the Angela Davis and 
Ruchell Magee trials has been 
amended to cover roughly half 
the costs, or about $750,000. 


The bill. AB 644 by Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, is pending final Senate 
approval. Assembly concurr­ 
ence in upper house amend­ 
ments would send the measure 
to the governor. 
Marin County Auditor-Con- 
tro lle r M ichael M itchell 
claimed last week that the bill 
would cover only about one- 
quarter of the total expenses, 
estimated at $1.5 million. But 
his figuring came before the 
bill was amended to extend also 
to costs for “ necessary court­ 
room security reasonably re­ 
quired to protect the court, the 
participants, and the public.” 
A spokesman for Bagley said 
these costs probably would 
have been covered anyway by 
the bill, according to an opinion 
last week by he legislative 
counsel’s office, but the amend- 
-ment was tacked on to elimi­ 
nate any possible uncertainty, 
the spokesman said. 
The bill was supposed to have 
been voted upon yesterday by 
the Senate, but Bagley had it 
postponed pending final nego- 
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tiations with the Reagan admin­ 
istration on new amendments 
designed to limit the state's 
liability to the Davis and Magee 
trials. 
Bagley’s bill would add con­ 
spiracy to escape from prison 
to those offenses for which the 
state must reimburse trial 
costs. Miss Davis and Magee 
are charged with murder, kid­ 
napping and conspiracy in con­ 
nection with the shoot-out in 
August 1970 at the Civic Center 
in which Judge Harold J. Haley 
and three other persons died. 
None of these charges, how­ 
ever, qualifed the trials for 
state reimbursement, the attor­ 
ney general ruled. 
Bagley stressed that the bill 
was designed to assure state 
reimbursement only for costs 
directly related to the investi­ 
gation, preparation and securi­ 
ty for the trials and pre-trial 
hearings. 
The trial of Miss Davis has 
been transferred to Santa Clara 
County, but that county will bill 
Marin for its cost. 
Bagley’s bill, however, would 
not cover general security costs 
for the Civic Center, estimated 
by Mitchell at $600,000 a year. 
The assemblyman said that the 
bill would not have had a 
chance of surviving if he had 
included these costs as well. 
He noted that his bill set no 
limit on the amount of state 
reimbursement. 
Also pending in the Legisla­ 
ture is SB 1633 by Sen. Fred W. 
M arler, R-Redding, which 
would provide state reimburse­ 
ment to counties for murder 
trial costs above the amount a 
county can raise with a proper­ 
ly tax of five cents per $100 
assessed valuation. In Marin, 
that would mean the state 
would reimburse the county for 
all costs over $365,000 if Bag­ 
ley’s bill failed to become law.

Tight security measures at 
the Marin Civic Center will 
remain in force at least for the 
time being, the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors decided 
yesterday. (Other supervisors 
stories, page 6.) 


While no formal vote was 
taken, supervisors displayed 
general agreement that forth­ 
coming trials of San Quentin 
inmates necessitate continued 
security. 
Their consensus amounted to 
a rejection of a proposal made 
Friday by County Administra­ 
tor John F. Barrows that secu­ 
rity be greatly relaxed. 
Barrows, who said yesterday 
he wasn’t sure he had arrived 
at a correct solution, recom­ 
mended that checkpoints used 
for screening persons entering 
the Administration Building 
and Hall of Justice be eliminat­ 
ed. 
Building security was set up 
last October shortly after a 
bomb exploded in a Hall of 
Justice restroom. It completely 
destroyed a nearby courtroom. 
That incident followed by two 
months the murderous Civic 


Nixon: Not 


Bound To 


Viet Date 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-Presi­ 
dent Nixon signed into law to­ 
day a $21.3 billion procurement 
bill but said he would not be 
bound by a section calling on 
him to set a “ final date” for the 
total U.S. withdrawal from In­ 
dochina. 
In a strongly worded state­ 
ment. Nixon said: “ To avoid 
any possible misconceptions, 1 
want to emphasize that section 
601 of this act —the so-called 
’Mansfield amendment' —does 
not represent the policies of this 
administration.” 
The amendment requests that 
Nixon set a final withdrawal 
date subject only to the release 
of American prisoners of war 
and an accounting of GIs miss­ 
ing in action. 
This was a dilution of the 
original wording of the amend­ 
ment, sponsored by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans 
field, which would have set next 
spring as the time for total 
withdrawal, provided POWs 
were released 
Even without a specific time, 
however, Nixon refused to bo 
bound by the amendment. 
He said the amendment “ ex­ 
presses a judgment about the 
manner in which the American 
involvement in the war should 
be ended. 
“ However,” Nixon added, “ it 
is without binding force or ef­ 
fect; and it does not reflect my 
judgment about the way in

Among the highlights of yes­ 
terday’s lengthy hearing was a 
claim by a sheriff’s lieutenant 
that an individual on the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Investigation's “ 10 
Most Wanted” list had been 
photographed in the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 
According to Ft. Ronald Re- 
tana. who heads building secu­ 
rity, the fugitive was not identi­ 
fied until the day after the visit. 


Retana, who declined to 
name the individual, said the 
person was in disguise and was 
photographed by a camera 
which is part of the building's 
surveillance system. 
“ He was checking out the 
building,” Retana said in re­ 
sponse to a supervisor’s ques­ 
tion. 
That only minor incidences 
have occurred (the arrest of 
two persons with weapons and 
one with a phony tomb) proves 
the effectiveness of the system 
- in deterring violence, he said. 


Only one supervisor, Michael 
Wornum, spoke in complete fa­ 
vor of Barrows's’ recommenda­ 
tion. 


“ If we don’t end it now, we 
never will,” Wornum argued. 
“ There will always be good 
reasons to continue it and al­ 
ways risk involved to abolish 
it.” He said he agreed with 
Barrows that democracy can 
only thrive in an open atmos­ 
phere. 
He was partly supported by 
Supervisor Arnold M. Baptiste 
of Novato, who said he agreed 
with slackening security in the 
Administration Building, but 
wanted a high level of security 
on the court floor. 
“ It's a heavy responsibility, 
but it’s my judgment that we 
should reduce security,” he 
said. 
The most outspoken critic of 
any relaxation was Samuel W. 
Gardiner, presiding judge of 
Marin Superior Court. 
Gardiner said he viewed the 
Civic Center as entering “ a 
more critical situation" with 
the approaching trial of six San 
Quentin inmates, involved in a 
bloody prison escape attempt, 


than that recently gone through 
with Angela Davis. 
“ She (Miss Davis) hasn't been 
the danger from the point of 
view of violence,” he said, add­ 
ing the six inmates are “ a built 
in danger.” He added that he 
didn't foresee “ in the future 
any way of reducing the securi­ 
ty ” 
Among the other concerns 
expressed by Gardiner was that 
jury members and witnesses 
could be adversely affected 
psychologically by any lessen­ 
ing of security. 
“The juries are satisfied with 
security now . . .” he said. 
“ Take off the security and 
we re not going to get a cross- 
section of the community" be­ 
cause many won t be willing to 
serve in an atmosphere of fear 
and intimidation. 
Gardiner’s points were picked 
up by board chairman Louis H. 
Baar and supervisors Peter R. 
Arrigoni Jr. and John F. Mcln- 
nis as primary reasons for con­ 
tinuing the present level of se­ 
curity. 
The amount of money saved 
from eliminating the check-

Developer Abruptly Withdraws 
Big Harbor Expansion Plans

Herbert Madden Sr., owner of 
the Sausalito Yacht Harbor, 
last night abruptly withdrew 
plans for a $3 million expansion 
of his 425-berth facility. 
The move, disclosed in a let­ 
ter delivered to city hall, came 
a short time before the city 
council was to consider a condi­ 
tional use permit that would 
have paved the way for the 
massive development. (Another 
Sausalito City Council story, 
page 12.) 
Madden cited conditions at­ 
tached to his plans earlier by 
the city planning commission 
as his reason for killing the 
proposal. 
City Mgr. Albert R. St. Cyr, 
after the council meeting ex­ 
pressed surprise at Madden's 
pul lout and. said, “ I think any 
move from now on will to his.*’ 
Madden once before had 
threatened to withdraw his 
plans 
after the planning com 
mission had sent the proposed 
development back to the draw­ 
ing board 
but he returned for 
another try at an Oct 20 com­ 
mission hearing following nego 
tialions with city officials. 
At that time, the commission 
included 28 conditions for ap­ 
proval of the permit, including 
a reduction of planned berths 
from 950 to 826. Madden indi 
cated in his letter last night he 
couldn't live with all of the 
conditions. 
“ Actually we were at no time 
consulted,” he said. 
Ln addition to berth expan- 


sion, Madden's plan called for a 
200-unit hotel-boatel near Hum­ 
boldt and Johnson streets, boat 
sales, storage and repair facili­ 
ties, commercial and office 
buildings and a fuel dock. And, 
despite Madden’s misgivings, 
the plan also would have prov­ 
ided the public with boardwalk 
access, observation points, a 
minipark and several plazas 
with restrooms. 
Said Madden in his lei ter : “ It 


seems to us that the city for 
years has been trying to keep 
the multitudes out of Sausalito 
and at this time, it is endeavor­ 
ing to create a recreation area 
for all the people of California 
at our expense.” 
He called upon the city to 
condemn land it feels should be 
set aside for public enjoyment. 
A point of prime contention 
between Madden and city offi-

American Motors7 Request 


To Hike Prices Approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Price Commission approved to­ 
day a 2.5 per cent average 
increase requested by Ameri­ 
can Motors for itu 1972 model 
automobiles. 
The commission said it wras 
considering two other requests 
for automobile price increases 
a 5.9 per cent average boost 
bv the Chrysler Corp. and a 2 
per cent increase by Ford. 
The American Motors in­ 
crease equals the yardstock 
laid down by the commission 
for most price increases after 
the freeze The commission 
said the increase “ was justified 
by allowable costs, taking into 
consideration productivity" and 
a statement by the manufactur­ 
er that the increase would not 
increase its profit margin over 
a three-year base period level. 


The seven-member commis- 
•sion asked Chrysler for more 
information on its request and 
extended the 72-hour period by 
which it had expected to return 
a decision. The Ford increase 
request was based on “ deferred 
labor costs,” and the commis­ 
sion said it was studying it, 
further 
At the same time, the com­ 
mission turned down a request 
by a Connecticut electric firm, 
United Illuminating Co. of New 
Haven, to increase prices to 
compensate for having to buy 
more expensive but less pollut­ 
ing fuel oil for its generators. 
It was the first action by the 
commission on a request for 
exemption from the post-freeze 
economic control guidelines.

The first witness in a quasi- 
judicial hearing on the firing of 
Fairfax Police Chief James R. 
Orr testified last nightthe oust­ 
ed chief once pointed a loaded 
gun at him. 
Douglas Miller, a former 
Fairfax police cadet, told the 
Fairfax Board of Review that 
in the spring of 1970 Orr aimed 
a revolver at his face. 


“ I could sec no provocation 
for the weapon being pulled out. 
I could see it was loaded. I was 
frightened at the time,” Miller, 
now a Larkspur cadet, told the 
board. 
Miller was the first of 13 
witnesses to to called by. City 
Atty. Wallace S. Myers in the 
hearing before te board. The 
board to which Orr appealed 
his ouster is the city agency 
with final say on whether the 
firing was justified. 
City Administrator Robert E. 
Crowe fired Orr Sept. 30 and 
the city council, by a 3-2 vote, 
ratified the move four days 
later. Orr had been chief nine 
years. 
More 
than 
100 
persons 
jammed the Fairfax Women’s 
Club then to protest council 
ratification and about 70 were 
present last night. However, the 
audience, including all five 
councilmen, was generally si­ 
lent in the courtroom atmos­ 
phere. 
Orr sat quietly chewing while 
his attorney argued against 
consideration of charges not 
presented to the city council. 
The additional charges, re­ 
vealed for the first time last 
night, included six allegations 
of drunkenness, both on and off 
duty. 
Included are claims that Orr 
was drunk and punched his ow n 
patrolman during efforts to sub­ 
due an unruly crowd in 1969, 
that he had to to restrained 
because he was drunk at a 
peace officers’ meeting and 
that he became drunk at the 
home of a Fairfax woman and 
so frightened her that she 
called police. 
Shaw had sought a court or-

der forbidding the city to 
present such additional charges 
to the board of review, but his 
move was denied by Judge 
Samuel W. Gardiner in Marin 
Superior Court. 


Miller was called to testify 
after two hours of bickering on 
ground rules between Myers 
and Orr’s attorney, Leonard 
Shaw. 


In addition to stating the 
chief aimed a gun at him, 
Miller said that when the chief 
visited the police station during 
the evening shift, “ there was 
the odor of alcohol around his 
person.” 
He also said the department 
had no written rules on police 
procedure when he wFas with 
the force. 
The statement for dismissal 
drawn up by Crowe lists 26 
reasons lumped under ineffi­ 
ciency, incompetency, inexcus­ 
able neglect of duty and “ other 
failure of good behavior, either 
during or outside of duty hours, 
which is of such a nature that it 
causes discredit to the police 
department of the town of Fair­ 
fax and to your employment.” 
Under the last heading are 
alleged instances of drunken­ 
ness and of a “ social relation­ 
ship in a manner offensive to 
propriety” with Marsha Kittei- 
man, a Fairfax policewoman. 
Miller testified that he saw 
the chief’s car outside the Kit- 
teiman residence after 1 a.m. 
an average of two to three 
times a week between July 1969 
and July 1970 when he went into 
the military. 
The charges the board is con­ 
sidering are an amended list 
drawn up by Crowe Oct. 22. The 
list is more specific and. Shaw 
claimed, added charges to the 
sketchy allegations on which 
the city council acted. 
However, the board denied 
Shaw’s motion to bar evidence 
not considered by the council 
when it made its decision.

Scientific Opinions Differ 
— Slightly— On Mars Life 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPIk-A 
hiding planetary scientist says 
the chance of life existing on 
Mars is at best a longshot and 
he blames man's imagination 
for the idea ui the first place. 
“ Mars somehow has extended 
beyond the realm of science, 
and so grabbed emotions and 
thoughts that it has actually 


distorted scientific opinion 
about Mars," said Dr. Bruce C. 
Murray, professor of planetary 
science at the California Insti­ 
tute of Technology and a mem­ 
ber of the Mariner 9 science 
team. 
“ The reason this happened is 
that man as a human species 
has been guilty of wishful think 


ing collectively that 
Mars 
would I k * like Earth He had a 
very deep seated desire to find 
some other place that may 
somehow I k * habitable.” 


Murray said investigations by 
three earlier Mariner space­ 
craft that flew past Mars in 
1965 and 1969 showed that the 
planet is very hostile to earthly 
forms of life. It is cold and dry, 
has no atmosphere of carbon 
dioxide with almost no water 
vapor and there is no evidence 
Mars ever had oceans. 


“ I really don’t think there is 


any life on Mars,” Murray said 
at a Caltech panel discussion. 
“ There never has been any 
evidence of it. It has just been a 
very attractive idea. You can­ 
not disprove that any more 
than you can disprove there is 
life on the moon.” 
Dr. Carl Sagan, Cornell Uni­ 
versity astronomer who also is 
a Mariner 9 scientist, said he 
agreed with Murray that man’s 
desires may have influenced his 
conclusions. But Sagan said, 
“ that doesn’t, mean that be­ 
cause a possibility is interesting 
it isn't true.” 


“ Just as there clearly have 
been excesses in the direction 
of conclusions that there is life 
on Mars, I think there also have 
been excesses in the other di 
recton,” Sagan said “ There is, 
as far as I can tell, no more 
reason to conclude that Mars is 
lifeless than ii is to conclude 
that it is inhabited.” 


Murray said the notion of life 
on Mars developed in the late 
19th century and grew out of 
proportion in the early 20th 
century under the dominant 
personality of Pereival Lowell, 


an expert on the Far East who 
became interested in Mars and 
formed the I/iwell Observatory 
near Flagstaff, An/.., in 1H94. 
Several astronomers in the 
last half of the 1800s reported 
seeing lines on Mars which they 
called canals. Lowell claimed 
he, too, saw them and in time 
he identified over 500 canals. 
Lowell's observations inter­ 
ested the general public be­ 
cause he said the canals were 
not natural features but the 
work of “ intelligent creatures, 
alike to us in spirit, though not 
in form.”

But that dream has become a 
nightmare for an unfold num­ 
ber of persons lured into buying 
undeveloped lots in ‘'recreation­ 
al’’ and “ second home" subdi­ 
visions throughout the state. 
They are the victims of what 
one legislator describes as 
“ modern-day land barons" who 
are “ systematically chopping 
up rare and irreplaceable land" 
and whose operations border on 
fraud. 
In Nevada County, for exam­ 
ple, state fish and game offi­ 
cials report that more than 150 
miles of streams have been 
damaged by subdivisions dur­ 
ing the past 10 years. 
In another case, a developer 
flew Southern Californians to a 
Redding area development. Af­ 
ter getting a free meal, the 
customers were driven to a 
subdivision where 14-acre lots 
were being sold for $5,000. 
Nearby land was going for $6,- 
000 for 20 acres. 
But now, as a result of legis­ 
lation sponsored by Assembly­ 
man Leo T. McCarthy, DSan 
Francisco, and recently signed 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan, the 
state has new tools to deal with 
second home subdivisions. 
Opposed by major develop­ 
ers, the legislation Mill protect 
prospective land purchasers 
from high-pressure salesmen 
and help prevent those bubbling 
streams from becoming silt- 
clogged ditches. 
In signing the cornerstone bill 
of the three-measure package, 
Reagan said, “ We cannot af­ 
ford the luxury of allowing real 
estate developments to be con­ 
structed which do not meet the 
requirements that communities 
have established for the pro­ 
tection of their own citizens and 
the environment itself.” 
The main bill will require 
cities and counties to reject a 
proposed subdivision if it would 
substantially damage the envi­ 
ronm ent. Previou sly, local 
agencies could not reject a 
project for environmental rea­ 
sons alone. 
Proposed developments also 
could be stopped if they sub­ 
stantially injured fish, wildlife 
or their habitat, created serious 
public health problems or if the 
subdivision site was physically 
unsuitable for the development 
being proposed. 
Other provisions will require 
large, remote subdivisions to 
spell out in detail what meas­ 
ures are being taken to safe­ 
guard the environment. 
New subdivisions will have to 


conform to city and county 
plans, especially in regard to 
their open space and conserva­ 
tion provisions. 


McCarthy’s other bills will 
protect the purchaser who con­ 
tracts a case of “ land fever." 
He will have up to 14 days after 
he signs his contract to change 
his mind “ without cause.” 
“ Land projects” — subdivi­ 
sions of more than 50 lots locat­ 
ed in remote areas—could not 
be sold under the assembly-

Glady s Coope r, Towe ring 
The atrical Figure , Dies 


LONDON (UPI) - Actress 
Dame Glad y s Coop er, a q u een 
of the British stage for more 
than 60 y ears d ied in her sleep 
d u ring the night, her family 
said tod ay . She was 82. 


Dame Glad y s w’as stricken 
with p neu monia 10 weeks ago 
and was thou ght to be recov er­ 
ing at her home at Henley -On- 
Thames where she died. 
Hers was the most p op u lar 
p inu p p ictu re of World War I 
and British Tommies carried it 
nex t to their hearts while slog­ 
ging throu gh the mu d of Flan­ 
d ers. Her star nev er d immed 
from those d ay s u ntil last Ap ril 
when she starred in “The Chalk 
Gard en” in London. 


She had p lanned to go with 
the End Bagnold p lay to Toron­ 
to later this y ear. 
To millions her p orcelain 
beau ty became the stand ard 
besid e which all English wom­ 
anhood was ju d ged . 
S om e rse t M au gham m et 
Glad y s Coop er when she was a 
choru s girl at the Gaiety Thea­ 
ter in 1910. “She’s the lov eliest 
thing I’v e ev er seen in my life,” 
the au thor said. 
Later she was actress-mana- 
geress at her own theater and 
at 7 5, when many actors and 
actresses enjoy their re tire ­ 
ment, Dame Glad y s went to the 
United States to star in a telev i­ 
sion series “ The Rogu es” with 
Charles Boy er, Dav id Niv en 
and Gig You ng. 


The d au ghter of a jou rnalist, 
Dame Glad y s mad e her d ebu t 
on her 16th birthd ay in Colches­ 
ter, England , where she p lay ed 
Blu ebell in “ Blu ebell in Fairy ­ 
land .” 
Her I/)ndon d ebu t followed in 
a few months with ‘ The Belle 
of May fair.” Stage d oor John­ 
nies flocked to her and sq u irt'd 
her to the most elegant cham­ 
p agne su p p ers in London. 


She signed a three-y ear con­ 
tract with the Gaiety and had 
her first major role as Ev a in 
“ The Girls of Gottenberg.” 


She m arried Cap t. II. J. 


The great blu e heron’s feet 
hav e Widely sp aced toes to keep 
him from sinking d eep ly into 
mire. 


Bu ckminster in 1908, hu t the 
marriage and a later one to Sir 
Nev ille Pearson were d issolv ed. 


Before the first war, she 
p lay ed in ev ery thing from "The 
Imp ortance of Being Earnest 
to “ Peter Pan.” 
Her clear and sometimes cold 
v oice, mad e her a hit as Lady 
MacBeth in 1935. Shortly after, 
she went to the United Sates 
where she married her third 
and last hu sband , actor Philip 
Meriv ale, who died in 194 6. 
Ail red Hitchcock inv ited her 
to Holly wood in 1939 to p lay 
Lau rence Oliv ier’s sister in

Five new districts are creat­ 
ed by the plan. They would be

San ta C lara-San ta Cruz 
coun ties; San Diego-O range 
counties; San Bernardino, Riv­ 
e r sid e 
and 
Los 
A n g eles 
counties, Kern and Santa B ar­ 
bara counties and central Los 
Angeles. 


Also like the Assembly plan, 
it would include all of Marin in 
the Sixth District, now repre­ 
sented by Republican William 
S. Mailliard of San Francisco. 
The district now includes most 
of Marin south of Hamilton Air 
Force Base.

Pay Bill Is Amended

SACRAMENTO - A hill hik­ 
ing by 50 per cent the pay limit 
for Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors has been amended to 
extend for only the next three 
years.

Nov a to Citize ns To Study 
Dis pos a ble Conta ine r Ban 


Novato City Council last night 
heard arguments from busi­ 
nessmen against adopting an 
ordinance to ban disposable soft 
drink and beer containers, 


Councilmen made no decision 
on the proposed ordinance, but 
authorized establishing a citi­ 
zen committee to study the 
matter and make recommenda­ 
tions. 


William B. Lynch, manager 
of North Bay Operations. Coca 
Cola Bottling Co., said such an 
ordinance wouldn't solve the 
waste disposal problem, would 
be inequitable since it wouldn’t 
regulate other beverages — 
such as fruit juices, sold in 
nonretumable containers — and 
wouldn't solve the litter prob­ 
lem. 


Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da said the city "has a problem 
and it isn’t being solved,” ahd 
talks 
by 
the 
businessmen 
"won’t get the cans off the 
highways of Marin or the bot­ 
tles thrown on the streets of 
Novato.” 
Residents concerned about 
ecology and environment are 
applying pressure to the council 
and "we, in turn, are going to 
pass this pressure on,” he said. 
"The 
problem 
has 
to 
be 
solved.” 


Lynch said that people throw 
away returnable containers as 
well as nonretumable ones, and 
urged "constructive action to 
solve these problems rather 
than beating on a drum.” 
Quesada said that for the city 


alone to adopt such an ordi­ 
nance "would be only a first 
step, and we’d have to have a 
countywide effort.” 


Councilman Wayne Womack, 
considering the overall waste 
problem, said: "You don’t wipe 
out an anthill by killing one or 
two ants. This is attempting to 
kill one part and in my opinion 
isn’t the avenue to take.” 


He suggested support of 
"state action" and the council 
unanimously urged that Gov. 
Ronald Reagan sign Senate Bill 
138, which would set up a state­ 
wide solid waste recovery pro­ 
gram- 
Phillip Voorheis, manager of 
the Environmental Affairs De­ 
partment of the Pacific Region, 
Owens and Illinois Glass Co., 


said the proposed ordinance 
wouldn’t "address itself to the 
problem,” which he said wasn't 
use of the containers, but mis­ 
use. To select just beer and soft 
drink containers would be 
"highly discrim inatory,’’ he 
said. 
William Jonas, owner of mar­ 
kets in the Nyvato area, said 
"the problem goes a lot further 
than if we have returnable or 
nonretumable bottles.” 
Leon Dillenberg, representing 
the Bay Area Grocers Associa­ 
tion, said there is a higher cost 
involved in handling returnable 
bottles. 
Lynch said one step that 
couid be taken would be en­ 
forcement of anti-litter ordi­ 
nances.

Novato 
Has A New 
City Seal 


The Novato City Council last 
night selected a new city seal 
depicting the red-hued city hall 
with its soaring church spire 
against a plain background. 
It will replace the old seal, 
adopted several years ago but 
never used, depicting Mount 
Burdell, Indian teepees, a to­ 
mahawk, a gavel and the city 
hall. 
The new seal, painted by Carl 
Rangel, was chosen from a 
field of five entries, by a 3-2 
vote. 
OPPOSITION 
Mayor Joseph D. Gargiulo 
preferred a similar seal painted 
by Barbara Murphy, and coun­ 
cilman George C. Quesada op­ 
posed the idea of having city 
hall on the seal. 
A reconverted church as city 
hall “ isn’t Novato,” Quesada 
said. " I think the oaks, sun and 
hills are Novato and this is 
what I think should be depicted 
as Novato.” 
Councilman J. Wayne Wom­ 
ack, who was in on the selection 
of the original seal, cast the tie- 
breaking vote. “ I ’ll vote aye,” 
he said. “ The reason I came 
tonight was to break a tie so 
we’ll have a seal.” 
Rangel’s seal was approved 
subject to removal of a flag­ 
pole, and flag and two stars 
shown on each side of city hall. 
Lettering reading "City of 
Novato” will be within the cir­ 
cular rim of the seal and the 
wording "incorporated Jan. 20, 
1960” will be beneath City Hall. 
Councilman David Price 
Jones proposed at first that the 
incorporated date be removed, 
but Betty Machado, of the No­ 
vato Federated Women’s Club, 
argued that it was vital. 
Eileen Morrison submitted an 
octagon-shaped seal focusing on 
the city hall tower, and Betty 
Beebe submitted a design 
which included the Golden Gate 
Bridge, the California flag, 
acorns, olive branches and red, 
white and blue striping. 
SUNBURST 
William Carpenter submitted 
a seal consisting of a green oak 
leaf with a gold sunburst in the 
background and gold lettering, 
a design of the type favored by 
Quesada. 
Councilman Wayne Sartain 
said he felt the scene showing 
the city hall "to most people 
w’ould say, ‘Novato.’ ” 
The council voted 4-1 to drop 
the old seal, with Quesada dis­ 
senting. 
By the same vote councilmen 
appointed Rangel and Mrs. 
Murphy to submit a precise 
drawing, with the requested 
changes. When ready, the new 
seal will be officially adopted.

Marin Community College 
District must continue its multi- 
million dollar building program 
on a pay-as-you-go basis for at 
least another year, the college 
board and its citizens advisory 
committee informally agreed 
last nigbt. 
Noxt June would be too early 
for another try to win passage 
of the $16 .7 million bond issue 
that lost at the polls Nov. 2. The 
state plans to put a $160 million 
bond issue on the November 
1972 ballot — which would en­ 
danger any local bond issue 
election, Trustee Theodore C. 
Wellman pointed out. 


He urged pressing on with 
district building programs at 
the new Indian Valley campus 
and the Kentfield campus with 


tax money rather than bonds 
for “a year or two and study 
where we are going.” 


The district now levies a capi­ 
tal outlay tax of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
Wellman favored holding the 
line - leaving the total district 
tax rate at $1, but Board Presi­ 
dent Donald K. Kelt favored 
raising the building tax to 42 
cents. 
Although the trustees and ci­ 
tizens committee discussed a 
series of alternate plans for 
stretching the Indian Valley 
campus building program, Felt 
declared last night’s special 
meeting was called premature­ 
ly because the board did not yet 
have enough data to make a 
decision. 


Novato resident Donald M. 
Van Dyke urged holding the 
line on taxes, and argued, ‘‘The 
day is coming when community 
colleges cannot open their doors 
to everyone who wants to come 
in.” 


Former trustee Harry J. 
Moore suggested the district 
make do with portable class­ 
rooms on the Indian Valley 
campus; Dr. John A. Grasham, 


district 
president-superintend- 
ent, said no thought had been 
given to the idea, but it would 
be studied for future discussion. 


Another former trustee, Eliz­ 
abeth M. Deedy, proposed scat­ 
tering classes into available 
space throughout the county. 
She reported many citizens 


were opposed to tax increases 
for any purposes. 


Dale A. Fleming, district 
planning director, presented a 
series of four alternatives for 
financing construction by 
stretching the Indian Valley 
campus timetable to as much 
as seven years, or as little as 
four years if bond issue approv­ 
al could be gained in 1972.

For the “ cariocas” —(inhabit­ 
ants of Rio de Janeiro)— cross­ 
ing the street comes a very 
close second. 
The game is played by two 
teams and a referee. One team 
—the “ pedestrians” —is intent 
on getting safely to the other 
side of downtown Rio de Janei­ 
ro’s avenues. The other — the 
“ motorists” —is equally intent 
on preventing them from doing 
so. Or, at least, in making sure 
they reach their goal shaking 
and trembling. 
The “ referee” usually is a 
military policeman armed with 
a whistle. He tries to stop one 
of the teams from mauling the 
other too seriously. Just like in 
soccer. 
The light turns red. In a 
tumult of screeching, the “ mo­ 
torist” will stop. But an ad­ 
vance guard of the “ pedestri­ 
ans” is trying to beat them and 
get “ there” before the cars can 
slow down. 
There are various and widely 
different styles, all appreciated 
by the true connoisseur: the 
bullfighter, the Jesse Owen, the 
crab, the Nureyev .... They all 
have one aim: to force the 


opponent to stand on his 
brakes, sending his car skid­ 
ding madly. 
The “ motorists” retaliate by 
inching along, lurching ahead 
in a cacophony of horns, just 
before the light turns green. 
This forces the slowest of the 
“ pedestrians” to hop, skip and 
jump to safety. 
Strangely enough, accidents 
are not frequent. There is an 
atmosphere of courtesy, even of 
complicity, with none of the 
name-calling and fist-waving 
that mark peak-hour traffic in 
other cities. 
If street-crossing in this mo­ 
tor-oriented age ever should be­ 
come an Olympic sport one 
thing is certain: The Cariocas 
would reap in the gold, silver, 
and bronze medals.

For War 
These GIs See No Reason

BOI LOI WOODS, Vietnam 
(UPD—It’s the same story day 
after day. The boredom and the 
fear. The daydreams of home. 
The war you simply can’t fig­ 
ure out. 
You lose track of time. It’s 
soon hard to tell the days and 
the weeks and the months 
apart. Mondays and Sundays, 
Junes and Decembers, just dif­ 
ferent names for the same 
thing. 
Spec. 4 Kenneth Sabo, 19, of 
Arvada. Colo., the track com­ 
mander, elimbed onto the top of 
armored personnel ca rrier 
(APC) 21 
ami 
sat behind a 
grenade-firing “ ! looper gun." 
Spec. 4 Peter Beisser. 21, of 
Philadelphia slid down the 
hatch up front and dropped onto 
the canvas driver’s seat. 
Sgt. Daniel McGehee, 20, of 
Lancaster, Calif., and Spec. 4 
Derek Hughes, 19. of Newhall, 
Calif., huddled over the two 
MOO machine guns along the 
sides of the APC. 
“ I think the whole thing’s 
useless,” Hughes said, eating 
applesauce out of a brown C- 
ration can. “ We’re wasting our 


time here. That’s for sure. It 
just wouldn’t be too cool getting 
killed now.” 
There’s more of a danger of 
dying from boredom than bul­ 
lets 
these days, 
however. 
Hughes’ platoon hasn’t been in 
battle since last August. An 
APC hits a mine every few 
days, but most of the time no 
one is hurt or the injuries are 
minor.

Twelve A PCs and three Sheri­ 
dan tanks rolled out of the base 
camp into the Boi Loi woods, a 
maze of twisting trees, bamboo 
thickets, elephant grass and 
vines 40 miles northwest of 
Saigon.

Said Beisser. who recently 
switched to a peace medallion 
after the St. Christopher he 
used to wear around his neck 
turned green and corroded. “ I 
mean, do they really know?” 
The lead Sheridan, tank 36, 
ran into trouble a few minutes 
after the armored patrol pulled 
out of camp. It fell into a crater 
left by a B52 bomb strike. The 
GIs sweated under the scorch­ 
ing sun, waiting for the tank to 


be pulled out. Most took off 
their heavy flak jackets and a 
few even removed their hel­ 
mets. 
“ 1 don’t dig the war too 
much,” McGehee said, sitting 
on the hot steel edge of Ihe APC 
with his dusty combat bools 
along the sides of his machine 
gun. “ Not really. It’s kind of a 
waste. I just don’t see no rea­ 
son for fighting a war over 
here.” 
An hour out of camp, Com­ 
munists hidden in nearby un­ 
dergrowth opened up with AK47 
automatic rifle fire on a CH47 
“ Chinook” cargo helicopter 
flying over the armored col­ 
umn. The chopper was hit, but 
managed to fly back to safety. 
The armored patrol searched 
the brush for the Communists 
but came up empty handed. 
“ We’re supposed to be sitting 
around guarding Saigon,” Beis­ 
ser said, sipping from a can of 
orange soda. “ At least, that’s 
what they say back in the 
world. But we’re doing things 
we’re not supposed to. I mean, 
like this. We’re going out on 
patrol each day looking for 
dinks.” 


APC 21 soon had its first 
contact with reds. The vehicle 
hit a branch while moving 
through the bush and hundreds 
of red ants fell from the leaves 
onto 
the 
track. 
McGehee 
sprayed the APC with insect 
killer and said, “ You’ve got to 
watch those red ones. They 
really eat you alive. You get 
these big welts. They’re bad.” 
They moved on, winding 
through the jungle. The lead 
Sheridan would tear a hole 
through the wall of vegetation 
like a football lineman and the 
others would follow. The sun 
grew hotter and time seemed to 
stand still. Would something 
happen? Anything, just to 
break the tedium. 
A couple of hours later, the 
lead tank No. 36, ran into more 
trouble. It became bogged down 
in swamp grass. The GIs wait­ 
ed, cursing, while it was pulled 
free again. 
“ I think we ought to go 
home,” Sabo said, taking off his 
green tanker’s helmet to wipe 
the sweat from his forehead. 
“ The Vietnamese don’t want us 
here and we don’t want to be 
here.” 


An hour later, Ihe men on 21 
heard a crunching sound and 
the track came to a grinding 
halt. A couple of bolts and 
clamps were broken off Ihe 
drive shaft. It took an hour to 
beg the spare parts. 


The GIs bounced up and down 
over the rough terrain as 
♦hough they were cowboys rid­ 
ing bucking broncos. A few 
minutes later, the battery went 
dead on APC 25. Another track 
drove up to jump start 2ft and 
they were off once more. 


The armored column speeded 
up as it headed for the base 
camp. The trees grew smaller 
and 
the 
undergrowth 
less 
dense. They were finally back. 
It had taken six hours to travel 
five miles. 


“ I don’t think we’ve ever 
found any dinks when we’ve 
gone looking for them,” Hughes 
said, a tattoo of a buzzard on 
his right shoulder and a silver 
Jesus medallion around his 
neck. “ We only find them when 
they want us to. Then, they 
start the shooting first. But 
they haven’t been doing much 
shooting lately.”

Shaker cookery, as it devel­ 
oped in America, has embroi­ 
dered our culinary heritage.

Mr. W a tson’s a ttitu d e and 
those of other agency officials 
has been brought about mainly 
through the efforts of the Coun­ 
cil on Adoptable Children and 
the Adoption 
R eso u rce 
E x ­ 
change of North Am erica, a c­ 
cording to a report in the De­ 
cem b er 
issue 
of 
Redbook 
magazine. 
Until recently many adoption 
agencies were reluctant to offer 
handicapped children and chil­ 
dren 
of 
mixed 
ancestry 
for 
adoption because they couldn’t 
believe that anyone would want 
them. But CO AC and ARENA 
have 
succeed ed 
in 
finding 
homes for many children who 
were once thought unadoptable. 
A request to adopt an older 
child 
or 
a 
black 
child 
was 
denied Peter W. Forsythe, of 
Ann Arbor. Mich., co-founder of 
COAC. by a Michigan agency. 


I-J Special Report 
He says, “ A lot of well-mean 
ing agency workers would look 
at those children and think: i 
couldn’t raise a child like tha t.’ 


“ When a husband and wife 
cam e to the agency and said 
they were willing to adopt the 
child, the agency worker as­ 
sum ed there was som ething 
wrong with the couple and re­ 
jected them. The agency work­ 
er thought. ‘Well, if I couldn’t 
raise that child, certainly they 
ca n 't.’ ”

and his 
wife, Joyce, knew that people 
did want these children so they 
formed 
their 
organization 
to 
bring children and prospective 
parents together. 


The aim of ARENA, a pro­ 
gra m of the Child W elfa re 
League of Am erica, is to move 
hard-to-adopt child ren from 
pa rts of the country w here 
they are not wanted to places 
where they are. For example, 
Indian children, not wanted in 
the Southwest, may find homes, 
in the E a st, or there may be a 
couple in Oklahoma who wish 
to adopt a blind child, and a

need a home.

Restless Nation As 
Phase II Launched 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON - As Phase II of the wage- 
priee freeze begins, consumer leaders are 
skeptical of its probable effectiveness even 
though the administration has adopted their 
main demand. 
The demand was for posting of pre-freeze 
prices. This was one of the original require­ 
ments when the freeze began in August. But it 
was not widely observed and was eventually 
discarded a fter consumer groups started to 
call attention to it. 
When it was dropped, there 
was much gnashing of teeth. 
The 
Consumer Federation of 
America fired off a letter to 
Dean C. Jackson Grayson Jr ., 
chairm an of the Price Commis­ 
sion. The CFA said the move 
“ effectively sabotaged the ef­ 
forts of organized consumers to 
m onitor” prices. 


HEEDING TH ESE and other 
com plaints, the Price Commis­ 
sion decided to switch positions 
again and require prices to be 
posted. 


For Phase II, it said, “ Retail­ 
ers 
are to post 
prominently 
their freeze period prices for all 
covered 
food 
items 
and 
for 
many other selected items oth­ 
er than food as will be specified 
in the regulations. 


“ Until 
all 
such 
selected 
prices are posted, retailers are 
not permitted to increase any 
p rices. 
In any ev en t, such 
freeze prices must be posted no 
later than Ja n . 1, 1972.” 
If 
this 
requirement 
is 
en­ 
forced, private individuals will 
be able to check for themselves 
to see if the price freeze is 
taking effect. 


BUT EN FO RC EM EN T is al­ 
most entirely voluntary. It is 
left up to the businessman to 
operate strictly by the guide­ 
lines. The government simply 
does not have the manpower or 
facilities to police the 10 million 
business firm s and the count­ 
less prices they have.

Houlgate Davenport Is Worth 
Visit To Exhibit In Sausalito 


By LAURA DEVENDORF 
It’s worth a pilgrimage to the 
Sausalito Art Center, 630 Ne­ 
vada Street, just to see Houl­ 
gate Davenport’s work whic h is 
part of a Sausalito artists’ show 
there through the 26th of this 
month. 
If anyone c an sum up the 
return to nostalgia and the 
seeking of a lovelier, more in­ 
noc ent time, Miss Davenport 
does with wash drawings and 
pastels whic h c over ground 
from farmland to the opera 
house. 
All look a little like something 
disc overed in a relative’s attic . 
All have that darkened look of 
age about them and that sense 
of lost, yet desired time. Their 
c olors are suppressed. The roll­ 
ing spring hills are not ac id 
with green nor is a white c ot­ 
tage really white. .And Miss 
Davenport’s swirling, dream­ 
like strokes represent after im­ 
ages of time, person or plac e 
rather than those things in their 
present c lear detail. 
Subjec t matter — a formal 
room or an organdy c risp lady 
in the afternoon —also rec all an 
earlier time. And while none of 
the plac es or partic ipants seem 
happy, they are soft and dim 


like daydreams or remember­ 
ing and they hold you in them 
the same way. 
Not all the other artists 
shown with Miss Davenport 
treat you as gently. Some, liter­ 
ally assault you, suc h as Ric h­ 
ard Allen with his wall-sized, 
“In Searc h of Americ a,” its 
garish stars, dots, c urlic ues, 
and its Indians, wolves, trees 
and mountains all painted in 
hard, c oarse c olors. 
Sc ulptor Mike de Leon c an be 
gentle or not depending upon 
whether he uses wood or plas­ 
tic . in wood, he develops its 
warmth by staining, painting, 
enc rusting it with grainy c e­ 
ment or by c arving it to reveal 
its flowing grain. In plastic , he 
is as c old as his medium, as he 
develops two lighted piec es 
with inner planes, tubes, hoses, 
knobs 
and 
balls 
growing 
through or from c lear c ast c ol­ 
umns. 
Rex Gross also works pleas­ 
antly in wood, c arving a mod­ 
ern totem with sec tions of it 
laminated, c ollaged and paint­ 
ed. 
And there are several c rafts­ 
men in the exhibit, among them 
glass blowers John Baldwin, 
Larry Sark and Ric hard Slater. 


Baldwin’s twisted tubes with 
sec tions felted in red, and 
Sark’s giant hand bell form in 
oil slic k c olors are more sc ulp­ 
tural than utilitarian. And while 
Slater is more c onservative, his 
sc allops of c olor and the tex- 
tured reds c ombined with navy 
give his work ric hness. 
Interspersed among the re­ 
maining paintings, drawing and 
sc ulpture are some delightful 
c hildren’s paintings. Maybe it’s 
the unguarded mood enjoyed in 
Miss Davenport’s things whic h 
makes one so rec eptive. What­ 
ever — the c hildren’s work 
often sc ores more points than 
the adult’s more self-c onsc ious 
efforts. 


The Novato Parks and Rec re­ 
ation Commission has request­ 
ed the Novato Committee of the 
Marin Trails Counc il to .set 
priorities and c ost estimates on 
proposed hiking, equestrian and 
bic yc le trails.

These “ overboard drains” , as 
they were called, have long 
been abandoned on the larger 
horsepower engines and the 
ones on the small engines con­ 
tributed only very slightly and 
briefly to pollution because the 
engines themselves used so lit­ 
tle fuel. What fuel did get into 
the water disintegrated very 
quickly by bacterial action. 


However, for 1972 all over­ 
board drains have been elimi­ 
nated by recirculating devices 
which burn all the fuel and oil. 
Thus the engines are called 
“ drainless.” 


It’s amazing how boating has 
been singled out for the most 
ruthless attacks by apologists 
for the real polluters — inade­ 
quate municipal sewage treat­ 
ment plants and industry. 


However, it has added to the 
confusion in most boat owner’s 
minds about water pollution 
and whats being done about it. 
Here are some of the questions 
we’ve been asked : 


Q. If a bo a t co nfo rms to o ne 
sta te’s a nti-po llutio n la ws 
with rega rd to ma rine to ilets 
will it be a ccepted in o thers?

pumped out ashore. No one 
really expects the chlorinator to 
survive long. 
Q. Don’t the underwater 
exhausts of outboards pollute 
the water? 
A. Not if the engine is run­ 
ning properly. Gasoline and lu­ 
bricating oil is almost entirely 
made up of hydrocarbons burn, 
water and carbon dioxide are 
produced. If some part of the 
fuel is not burned it soon disin­ 
tegrates under the influence of 
bacteria in the water. It is said 
to be bio-degradable. 


Q. We plan to protest to our 
state legislature about our 
anti-pollution law. Where can 
we get help? 
A. Write to Boat Owners 
Council of America, 333 North 
Michigan Ave., Chicago, 111., 
60601. This organizations, sup­ 
ported by boating groups and 
the industry, has a legal depart­ 
ment which can help.

N EW YO R K (U PI) -T he 
stock market turned lower to­ 
day amid lingering concern 
about Phase T wo and disap­ 
pointment that T reasury' Secre­ 
tary John Connally did not un­ 
veil a major piece of economic 
news in a speech here T uesday 
evening. 
Connally’s speech contained 
few surprises in that it turned 
out to be a staunch defense of 
existing policy instead of what 
had been billed as a major 
policy statement. It was this 
speculation that was partly re­ 
sponsible for the market’s brisk 
rally T uesday. 
Shortly before noon today, the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which had climbed more than 8

NEW YORK (UPD-T he Unit­ 
ed States still is not making a 
real scientific attack on the 
problem of, curbing slaughter 
on the highways, Prof. Robert 
L. Hess, director of Michigan’s 
Highway Safety Research Insti­ 
tute, says. 
Hess also says the National 
Highway T raffic Safety Admin­ 
istration’s (NHT SA) air bag pro­ 
gram is a $2 billion gamble that 
may never pay off in saved 
lives. Further, he doesn’t be­ 
lieve the NHT SA staff should 
continue to be allowed to be 
their own masters. T hey should 
be brought under supervisory 
control of “ a qualified scientific 
executive committee” responsi­ 
ble to the White House, he said. 


Hess presented his views to 
the ad hoc committee of the 
President’s Office of Science 
and T echnology early in Sep­ 
tember. 


He said the problem of high­ 
way deaths must be attacked 
on a number of fronts at once 
and all these attacks will be 
expensive. He suggested the $2 
billion that could be saved by 
abandoning the airbag venture 
be used to finance other ap­ 
proaches. 


Hess listed these areas of 
attack as: 


—Vastly expanded public am­ 
bulance and hospital emergen­ 
cy room facilities. 


—Making the roads them­ 
selves safer by means of cu­ 
shioned guard rails and other 
obstacles an out-of-control car 
may hit. 


—T ough laws to compel peo­ 
ple to wear safety belts. 


—T ough laws against drink­ 
ing drivers and scientific en­ 
forcement standards for such 
laws. 
He said the object should be 
to prevent all problem drinkers 
from driving. He presented sta­ 
tistical data indicating that at 
present only about one-fourth of 
the drivers on the road who 
have drunk too much are ap­ 
prehended. T hese usually have 
a blood alcohol content of 0 .10 
to above 0.15—yet a blood alco­ 
hol content of 0.05 can increase 
that driver’s chances of having 
an accident by 600 per cent. 
Finally, he said, of 40,000 
drinking drivers arrested on 
Michigan’s highways in two- 
and-a-half years, 30,000 turned 
out to be identifiable problem 
drinkers, yet fewer than 1,0 00 
ever had any enlightened treat­ 
ment or social service care.

South Vietnam Oil 
Trump Card In Paris

PARIS — There is a whiff of 
oil about the Vietnam peace 
conference these days which is 
proving a strong trump card 
behind the scenes in the hands 
of the new U.S. delegation Jead- 


er, William Porter. 
Important oil sources were 
discovered last December along 
the coasts of South Vietnam. 
According to the French Com­ 
pagnie Fancaise des Petrole, 
there is "lots and lots” of oil in 
South Vietnam. 


Porter makes no secret about 


his new bargaining weapon. 
While President Nixon’s policy 
of withdrawal of American 
combat troops from Vietnam 
remains valid, it is agreed now 
among American officials that 
it will be necessary to bring 


into South Vietnam specialists, 
technicians and oil-pumping 
equipment, and also no doubt to 
maintain for a long time to 
come the essential framework 
of the giant American bases 
situated along the coast line of 
South Vietnam from Da Nang 
to Cam Ranh. 


Thanks to the oil, the Ameri­ 
can delegation at the Paris 
peace conference now knows 
where it is going. 


The Saigon regime has sud­ 
denly become a more valid 
negotiating partner. 


South Vietnam negotiations 
with 15 American oil compa­ 
nies, of which Gulf and Caitex 
are the most important, have 


been conducted with notable 
speed. The Japanese are also in 
on the deal, Japan being the 
biggest oil importer in Asia 


with around 160 million tons a 
year. 


The South Vietnam peace 
conference delegation in Paris 
reports that negotiations with 
the oil corporations are virtual­ 
ly completed. Concessions are 
expected to be formally granted 
as soon as the Saigon presiden­ 
tial election is out of the way. 
These concessions will be on 
the same lines as those now 
accorded the producing coun­ 
tries of the Near East. The 
corporations will pay conces­ 
sion rights and share the pro- 
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duction revenue with the South 
Vietnam government. 
South Vietnam sources in 
Paris say that production of 
crude oil should start within a 
year, except for such conces­ 
sions as apply only to sub-soil 
exploration. 
The South Vietnamese Com­ 
munists of the National Libera­ 
tion Front have, of course, 
reacted violently to what they 
describe as “ a giving away of 
the national heritage.” 


The front has already solemn­ 
ly announced that it considers 
these oil agreements as null 
and void in advance. 


They realize that the arrival 
of even a coalition government 
in Saigon (as constantly called 


for by the North Vietnam and 
Liberation Front delegations at 
the Paris peace conference ta­ 


ble) would endanger their new 
oil interests in South Vietnam.

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Squatters, Army Engineers Battle 
Over Scenic Delaware River Land 


SHAWEE ON THE DELA­ 
W ARE, Pa. (UPI)~ A lonely 
and beautiful patch of land 
stretching nearly two miles 
along the Delaware River has 
become the center of a bitter 
controversy between Army en­ 
gineers and 46 dropouts from 
society. 
The 250-acres are owned by 
the government and are des­ 
tined to be part of a 10,000-acre 
lake when the controversial 
Tocks Island Dam is built. 
The squatters—men, women 


and children—have insisted 
they be allowed to live on the 
land until construction of the 
dam begins. The Army Corps of 
Engineers, with equal insist­ 
ence, has demanded they leave. 
Events within the next two 
weeks may decide which side 
will have its way. 
U.S. Magistrate Raymond J . 
Durkin of Wilkes-Barre was ex­ 
pected to rule on a trespassers 
suit brought by the engineers in 
a move to have the squatters 
evicted. An attempt by Army 


engineers to level some of the 
homes last Sept. 3 failed when 
the squatters blocked the bull­ 
dozers by climbing on the roofs 
of the houses still standing. 
“ They are trespassers,” a 
corps spokesman said, “ and the 
law is the law. We leased some 
of the homes to them when it 
was already government land, 
but the leases were not re­ 
newed. It was all perfectly le­ 
gal.” 
The proposed project also has 
come under increasing fire 


from local and national envi­ 
ronmental groups. A corps re­ 
port on the environmental im­ 
pact of the $239 million project 
has been submitted to the Pres­ 
ident’s Council on Environmen­ 
tal Quality. 
The dam and its 37-mile long 
reservoir will serve as the focal 
point of the Delaware Water 
Gap recreational area, 70,000 
acres of land straddling New 
York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. It has been designed to 
handle more than 10,000,000 vis­ 
itors each year. 
The squatters point to the 
uncertain future of the project 
as one reason for fighting evic­ 
tion. 
Christian Evans, 32, former 
government manpower consult­ 
ant, lives in a small home on 
the disputed land with his wife 


and young child. He wants to 
stay. 
“ All we are saying is that this 
land is in hiatus.” Evans said, 
“ and we just want to peacefully 
occupy the dwellings until the 
public decides.” 
The squatters say they are a 
“ peaceful people” who work 
small farms, raise children and 
quietly live their own life 
styles. 
Evans said most of the 33 
adults first leased the homes 
and then tried to buy them, but 
the engineers refused to sell. 
A corps spokesman denied 
this and said most of the squat­ 
ters now on the land never 
leased, but simply moved into 
the houses. 
“ They’re trying to freeze us 
out,” said Banko Omedelli, 32, 
author of children’s books who 


heads the squatters parents 
committee. 
“ There are only four houses 
left with electricity and heat in 
them so vve’vo put all the chil­ 
dren there. We’re trying to 
store food up for the winter.” 


Peter Degelleke, a supervisor 
for the National Parks Service 
in the Tocks Island area, is the 
government man closest to the 
disputed area. 
“ I’d say it’s a pretty tense 
situation,” Degelleke said. 
“ The local residents are very 
concerned. Some of these peo­ 
ple go on relief, others live in 
unsanitary conditions. There’s 
always a danger of a flare-up 
between the two factions.” 


Veronica Reiner, 24, who 
lives with her husband, Rich­ 
ard, on the federal land, blames 


the squatter’s bad image on the 
authorities. 


"Young kids have come 
around here shooting our dogs 
because the Army Corps of 
Engineers has made an image 
of what a squatter is,” she said. 
“ They say we’re sloppy, stupid, 
dirty people and they don’t give 
us any alternative.” 


Degelleke, who has observed 
the situation for two years, 
wants to see the squatters go. 


“ After all,” he said, “ if these 
people can take up residence 
on public land so can you or I 
or 200 million other people.”

Singapore No Longer 
Flies British Ensign 


LONDON CUPI) - Th e British 
Royal Navy’s wh ite en sign has 
been h au led d own for th e 
last 
time at S in gap ore, on ce Imp eri­ 
al Britain ’s migh tiest foreign 
base. 
For the first time in 150 


years—broken 
only 
by 
a 


three-and-one half year inter­ 
lude of World War II Japanese 
occupation—there is no British 
garrison at the strategic and 
commercial crossroads of the 
Far East. 


For th e p ast six years S in ga­ 
p ore Islan d h as b een an in d e­ 


pendent republic. But it still 
was linked to Britain by a 
defense agreement backed by 
the Royal Navy’s Far Eastern 
Command and an army garri­ 
son and strong air force units. 
Now that pact has lapsed, 


too, under the stress of strin­ 
gent economy needs that have 
compelled Britain to carry out 
an all but total military pullout 
east of Suez. 
The last British warships 


have steamed away from the 
strategic island which Sir Stam­ 
ford Raffles, one of the pioneers 


of the British Empire, persuad­ 
ed the Sultan of Johore to cede 
to the East India Company in 
1819. 


Far Eastern Command has 


closed its doors. 


Henceforth Britain’s military 


“ presence” at what once was 
her proudest Far Eastern for­ 
tress has been slashed to a 
modest share in a new five- 
national Commonwealth de­ 
fense force. 
The former defense pact, un­ 
der which Britain was pledged 
to rush to the defense of either 
Singapore or neighboring Ma­ 
laysia, has been replaced by a 
new agreement reached in Lon­ 
don last April. 
Under this agreement, the 


five member countries—Brit­ 
ain, Australia, New Zealand, 


Malaysia an i Singapore—prom­ 
ised to consu't immediately in 
case of any externa! attack 
against Malaysia or Singapore. 


But it stopped short of an 


undertaking to come aulomafi 
cally to the aid of the two 
Southeast Asian countries. 


Under the new agreement, 


the former British garrison in 
Singapore has been replaced by 
a mixed brigade totalling about 
7,tXK) men. It consists of 3,300 
Australians, 2,550 British and 
1,150 New Zealand troops under 
a British commander. 
Malaysia also will contribute 


24 army battalions stationed on 
her own territory and Singa­ 
pore will contribute eight sta­ 
tioned on the island. 
The naval force, also under a 


British officer, consists now of 


two British, one Australian and 
one New Zealand frigates or 
destroyers and an Australian 
submarine. 


Later, the British contribu­ 
tion may be stepped up to six 
frigates and one submarine al­ 
ternating with the Australian 
submarine. 


The air setup will consist of 


44 Australian Mirage fighter- 
bombers -eight of them based 
on Singapore Island and the 
rest at Butterworth Air Base in 
western Malaysia. 
There also will be a detach­ 
ment of British Shackleton 
maritime reconnaissance air­ 
craft to be replaced in 1972 by 
Nimrods—British Whirlwind 
helicopters and New Zealand 
air force Bristol freighters and 
Iroquois helicopters. 


In addition to the permanent 


commonwealth force based in 
Singapore and Malaysia, Bri­ 
tish, Australian and New Zea­ 
land troops will use the former 
British jungle warfare school in 
Malaysia and British planes 
and ships will visit tne area 
regularly.

A tea cher strike ha s co me to 
Ma rin Co unty —a nd a t a n unex ­ 
pected pla ce. 
On Mo nda y , the Independent 
Seco nda p' Tea chers Asso cia ­ 
tio n, which is a ffilia ted neither 
with the Ca lifo rnia Federa tio n 
o f Tea chers no r the Ca lifo rnia 
Tea chers Asso cia tio n, went o n 
strike a t the sev en hig h scho o ls, 
o pera ted by the Ro ma n Ca tho ­ 
lic Archdio cese o f Sa n Fra ncis­ 
co , a mo ng which is Ma rin Ca th­ 
o lic Hig h Scho o l in Kentfield. 
There ha v e been tea cher 
strikes in neig hbo ring co unties 
— Sa n Fra ncisco , Co ntra Co sta , 
Sa n Ma teo . But scho o l o fficia ls 
in Ma rin g enera lly ha v e clung 
to the belief tha t “ it ca n’t 
ha ppen here.” 
And if a ny o ne ha d specula ted 
where a tea cher strike wa s 
mo st likely to o ccur in Ma rin 
Co unty , pro ba bly Ma rin Ca tho ­ 
lic Hig h Scho o l wo uld nev er 
ha v e o ccurred to him. But 
tha t’s where Ma rin ha s its first 
tea cher wa lko ut. 


AT ISSUE ARE SALARIES, 
which the Independent Seco nd­ 
a ry Tea chers Asso cia tio n co m­ 
pla ins a re belo w tho se in public 
hig h scho o ls o f the Ba y Area . 
The Ca tho lic scho o ls ha v e 
been ha rd-pressed fina ncia lly 
in recent y ea rs. As fewer y o ung 
men a nd wo men entered the 
church’s o rders which pro v ide 
tea chers, the scho o ls ha v e 
fo und it necessa ry to hire mo re 
la y tea chers. This ha s g rea tly 
infla ted their fa culty pa y ro lls. 
At the sa me time, they ha v e 
tried to keep tuitio n lo w, so 
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tha t a ll Ca tho lic fa milies co uld 
ha v e their children educa ted 
within the church. 
The resulting squeeze ha s 
fo rced ma ny Ca tho lic scho o ls 
a cro ss the na tio n to clo se their 
do o rs, putting a n a dded burden 
o n the ta x -suppo rted public 
scho o ls. 
The Sa n Fra ncisco Arch­ 
dio cese 
ha s 
kept 
its hig h 
scho o ls o pera ting by g ra nting 
them subsidies. And it ha s a t­ 
tempted to keep sa la ries co m­ 
petitiv e with the public hig h 
scho o ls — a n a ttempt which 
ha s fa iled beca use o f the ra pid 
rise in public scho o l tea cher 
pa y . 
THE ARCHDIOCESE ha s de­ 
cla red fla tly tha t it will no t 
clo se its scho o ls beca use o f the 
tea cher strike. At Ma rin Ca tho ­ 
lic, mo re tha n ha lf the reg ula r 
tea chers refused to jo in the 
strike. With a few substitutes, 
a nd with a dministra to rs filling 
cla ssro o m ro les, Ma rin Ca tho ­ 
lic is pro v iding instructio n fo r 
a ll its cla sses, a cco rding to 
Rev . Fra ncis La cey , principa l. 
The a rchdio cese, a nd Ma rin 
Ca tho lic Hig h Scho o l in pa rticu­ 
la r, a re to be co mmended fo r 
keeping the scho o ls in o pera ­ 
tio n despite a tea cher wa lko ut. 
They ha v e rig htly pla ced their 
duty to the students a nd the 
co mmunity a bo v e the selfish 
interest o f a n o rg a nized pres­ 
sure g ro up. They deserv e the 
full suppo rt o f a ll Ma rin Co unty 
residents in their dev o tio n to 
the public interest a nd their 
determina tio n no t to let educa ­ 
tio n be disrupted.

THE 6 5 -PAGE AUDIT rep o rt, p rep ared 
by Au dito r Gen . William E. Merrifield, 
rev eals state agen cies ex p en ded so me 
$31.9 millio n o n co n su ltin g serv ices be­ 
tween Ju ly 1, 1966 an d Ju n e 30, 197 1. Of 
this amo u n t, $6.6 millio n was sp en t by 
the Dep artmen t o f Pu blic Wo rks (Div i­ 
sio n o f Highway s); $3.2 millio n by the 
Dep artmen t o f Edu catio n , an d the bal­ 
an ce o f $22.1 millio n was sp read thro u gh 
the o ther agen cies. 
In so me in stan ces, co n su ltan ts hav e 
been p aid to ev alu ate rep o rts by o ther 
ex p erts. Fo r in stan ce, in 1968 the Div isio n

Games District Attorney Plays 
Don't Leave Outcome In Doubt 
It did it again .

lau n ch an immediate an d th or­ 
ou gh probe. 
Th e game h as begu n . 
Flags wav e, rockets soar, an d 
bu gles blow. 
On e of h is sev eral in v estiga­ 
tors is assign ed to th e task of 
ferretin g ou t th e facts. 
Th en after a week or so 
th in gs qu iet down . Th e game 
becomes in ten se. 
It can go on for weeks, or 
mon th s, or possibly ev en y ears 
prov idin g someon e doesn ’t in ­ 
qu ire as to th e progress of th e 
in v estigation . 
If, by some u n fortu n ate cir­ 
cu mstan ce, someon e does, th e 
district attorn ey ’s office imme­ 
diately an n ou n ces it cou ld fin d 
‘‘n o in ten t” by th e su spect 
agen cy to v iolate th e law. 
Th e game en ds.

Th ere are h earten in g su ccess 
stories amon g th e tables of 
figu res in th e report on 1970 
statewide readin g tests, re­ 
leased last week. An d th ere are 
tales of tragedy . 
Median readin g scores of pu ­ 
pils in th e districts were ran ked 
statewide on a scale on wh ich 
99 represen ted th e h igh est pos­ 
sible. Su ccess stories are to be 
fou n d in readin g score ran ks 
like th ese for 1,321-pu pil Liv e 
Oak Elemen tary Sch ool District 
in San ta Cru z Cou n ty : First 
grade 1, secon d grade 21, th ird 
grade 41, six th grade 74. 
Here is a pictu re of ch ildren 
slow at first in learn in g to read, 
bu t progressin g steadily so th at 
by six th grade th ey are far 
abov e th e statewide av erage. 
OF COURSE, NOT th e same 
ch ildren were tested in May , 
1970, in both first an d six th 
grades. Bu t th ey are from th e 
same popu lace an d largely th e 
same families, so th e figu res 
tell of su ccess an d accomplish ­ 
men t. Th e statewide readin g 
tests h av e been in u se on ly 
sin ce 1966, so h ow th e same 
ch ildren progressed can n ot be 
ch arted — n or can it ev er, 
probably , for th e state h as 
ch an ged th e tests u sed in pir- 
mary grades an d may ch an ge 
th at in six th grade. 
Liv e Oak is by n o mean s 
alon e amon g sch ool districts 
wh ose readin g test figu res tell a 
su ccess story , alth ou gh th e 
gain s made by its pu pils were 
amon g th e most spectacu lar.

Reagan Vetoes Methadone Funds 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sev ­ 
eral bills, inclu d ing measu res 
to spend $5 million for metha­ 
d one treatment of heroin ad ­ 
d icts and req u ire tax pay ers to 
finance the fu ll cost of state 
employ e health insu rance were 
v etoed Tu esd ay by Gov . Ronald 
Reagan. 
Reagan said that althou gh 
heroin ad d iction is a ‘‘terrible 
problem ” ex isting program s 
shou ld be stu d ied to learn their 
effectiv eness before ad d itional 
state fu nd s are spent on metha­ 
d one maintenance. 
: He ord ered an ad ministration 
rev iew of su ch programs. 
Assembly man John Vascon- 
cellos, D-San Jose, who au ­ 
thored the bill, called Reagan's 
v eto message, “d ishonest, u nin­ 
formed and u nconcerned .” 
Reagan also rejected a bill by 
Assembly Repu blican lead er 
Robert T. Monagan of Tracy 
which wou ld hav e req u ired the 
state to pay the total cost or 
$20. whichev er was less, of the 
monthly health plan premiu m 
of a state employ e and his 
family . 
The gov ernor said the ex tra 
cost wou ld “worsen the alread y 
critical d eficit facing the state" 
bu t promised in his nex t bu d get 
to inclu d e fu nd s for a larger 
share of the employ e health 
insu rance Costs. 
Other v etoes inclu d e these: 
EDUCATION - A bill by Sen. 
Walter W. Stiem, D-Bak ers- 
field . appropriating $1.8 million 
for bilingu al and bicu ltu ral pro­ 
grams in all school cou rses. 
Reagan said more stu d y was 
need ed on the concept. 


COMMUNITY -A m easu re 
by Assembly man John Du nlap, 
D-Napa req u iring the commu ­ 
nity college enrollment period 
tp be k ept open u ntil after the 
first week of instru ction. Re­ 
agan said the bill ‘ wou ld cau se 
commu nity college classes to 
be d isru pted into the second 
week and bey ond , mak ing it 
d ifficu lt for instru ctors to or­ 
ganize their cou rses.” 


AGRICULTURE - A bill by 
Sen.

Too Late For Most Of People 


In 19 27. the late Cliv e M. MeCay began 
ex periments on prolonging the life of rats by 
controlling their d ietary intak e and growth 
rate. The resu lts were fantastic and if they 
were applicable to man, a person cou ld be a 
healthy , stu rd y teen-ager at 9 0. 
One grou p of rats were fed a d iet of 
essential proteins, minerals, v itamins, and an 
u nlimited su pply of calories from a su gar and 
lard mix tu re. The rod ents thriv ed and liv ed a 
normal life span. 
The old est attained the ripe 
old age (for a rat) of 9 6 9 d ay s. 
The second grou p receiv ed the 
same d iet bu t not enou gh su gar 
and lard to encou rage growth 
and d ev elopment. 
The u nd erfed rats remained 
ju v eniles for period s u p to 1.000 
d ay s. At this point. Dr. McCay 
increased their caloric intak e 
to reestablish normal growth. 
And to ev ery one’s su rprise, the 
rod ents rapid ly grew and ma­ 
tu red . Ultimately they d ied af­ 
ter liv ing almost twice as long 
as most rats. The old est su r­ 
v iv ed 1.46 5 d ay s. 
A PHOTOGRAPH in Med ical 
Opinion and Rev iew showed a 
wizened old rat renewing ac­ 
q u aintances with a healthy 
look ing ju v enile who remained 
y ou ng on his low caloric d iet. 
Bv ex tend ing y ou th. MeCay 
d ou bled the life span of these 
rats. We mu st reemphasize that 
these ex periments were started 
early in the rat’s life. The 
d ietary regimen d oes not work 
after growth and d ev elopment 
is 
complete.

The buses carried around

velopment or a highway, a pow­ 
er plant, a pipeline, or a nucle­ 
ar test, must be backed by a 
report — called an “ impact 
statement” — which examines 
the effects the project may 
have on the environment, and 
on the plant, animal, and hu­ 
man life of the region con­ 
cerned. The statement also 
must present alternatives to the 
project proposed, and the debits 
and credits of these. 
The legislation governing 
such reports on the federal 
level is the National Environ­ 
mental Policy Act of 1969. State 
agencies in California are gov­ 
erned 
by the Environmental 
Quality Act of 1970. Other states 


throughout the country have 
passed similar legislation. 
Since the enactment of these 
laws, many projects, steamroll- 
ing toward completion, have 
ground to a halt. The AEC has 
been blocked from building new 
power plants until such reports 
are prepared; the Cross Florida 
Barge Canal, already half-dug, 
has been permanently aban­ 
doned by Presidential decree on 
the advice of the Council on 
Environmental Quality; the 
Alaskan pipeline still is being 
investigated in all of its ramifi­ 
cations; and, at the regional 
level, the Tahoe Regional Plan­ 
ning Agency will seek to re­ 
quire impact information from 
private developers. 


A program in environmental 
impact analysis, recently an­ 
nounced by University of Cali­ 
fo rn ia D avis E x te n s io n , 
presents an alternative for 
agencies with proposals on the 
drawing boards. 
Devised by the Division of 
E n v ir o n m e n t a l S tu d ie s , 
UCD, its goal is to help policy 
level administrators develop 
comprehensive, effective, and 
accurate impact statements.

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Big Demand 
For 1970's 
Census Data 
I-J Special Report 
BERKELEY — A new census 
data center at the University of 
California in Berkeley has sup­ 
plied literally tons of computer 
printouts to meet an unexpect­ 
edly large demand, according 
to the first annual report issued 
by the UC Census Service Fa­ 
cility. 
The facility has been devel­ 
oped during the past year as 
the major public center for 
detailed 1970 California census 
data. 
There have been 191 subscri­ 
bers to date for the census 
data. Among them are many 
cities and counties, state agen­ 
cies, schools, and private or­ 
ganizations. 
The facility is also contribut­ 
ing to teaching and research of 
university and colleges through­ 
out the state. Several hundred 
students have already used the 
census printouts, which are 
maintained in the library of the 
Institute of Governmental Stud­ 
ies on the Berkeley campus. 
The U.S. Census bureau lacks 
resources to service the many 
agencies needing its data, so 
the bureau supplies raw data to 
centers for processing and dis­ 
tribution. Several private cen­ 
sus centers operate for com­ 
mercial use in the state. 
“It provides a badly needed 
service to local and state gov­ 
ernm ental and quasi-public 
agencies, which up to now have 
proceeded individually, and 
som ew hat blindly, to under­ 
stand the potential of the 1970 
census and how it can be used,” 
says IGS director Eugene C. 
Lee.

Britain's 'Victory' 
In The Drug War

LONDON — Britain is cau­ 
tiously claiming a victory in the 
battle against hard drugs, and 
at the same time is preparing 
to step up its war on drug 
pushers and users. 
The victory is reflected in 
official figures of the number of 
people addicted to hard drugs 
such as heroin and cocaine. 
For the first time in 10 years, 
the number of addicts has 
dropped. At one time during the 
1960s, the number of heroin 
users was doubling every 16 
months. 
Before 1968, the law was 
tightened and doctors had to 
report any drug-dependent pa­ 
tients to a central register. And 
the supply of hard drugs was 
restricted to a few specially 
licensed doctors and to the drug 
treatment clinics — most of 
which are attached to hospitals. 
The British system has been 
praised, particularly in the 
U.S., because the legal supply 
of drugs or substitutes to ad­ 
dicts has apparently prevented 
a serious crime problem. 
But not all applicants to clin­ 
ics are accepted. 
“ The clinic has to be con­ 
vinced that the person wants a 
cure, and is not just looking for 
a way of keeping his habit 
going,” a health department 
spokesman said. 
For this reason alone some 
volunteer agencies engaged in 
the care and welfare of drug 
users, doubt the official figures 
showing reductions. They say 
many addicts avoid the clinics, 
and buy their drugs on the 
black market — particularly 
around the Soho and Piccadilly 
areas of London. 
These agencies claim many 
former heroin users are turning 
to substitutes. “ It’s a very diffi­ 
cult situation. It’s like ciga­ 
rettes. If you banned tobacco 
tomorrow, someone would start 
smoking tea-leaves,” the 
spokesman said. 
No one doubts that there has, 
been a massive increase in the 
use of a wide range of other 
drugs, particularly by young 
people. 
And it is not confined to 
London. A few weeks ago, 
Portsmouth’s standing commit­ 
tee on the misuse of drugs 
estimated there were between 
2,000 and 3,000 drug users in the 
city. 
“ This is no worse than in any 
other city of Portsmouth’s 
size,” the committee said. It 
also noted that there had been a 
swing away from cannabis to 
LSD. 
In England last year, 7,520 
people were convicted of using 
or pushing cannabis. This was 
triple the figure of three years 
earlier. 
Convictions for misuse of am­ 
phetamines and hallucinogens 
(such as LSD) were up by 150 
per cent in the same period. 
And some student leaders and 
health service officials estimate 
that up to 60 per cent of stu­ 
dents try cannabis. 
The misuse of barbiturates is 
also rising sharply, particularly 
for drug pushers, and gives the 
government much more flexi- 


legram Syndicate 
bility to deal with changing 
patterns on the drug scene. 


The law establishes three 
classes of drugs — “ hard,” 
“ soft” and others. Pushers of 
hard and soft drugs face up to 
11 years jail and/or an unlimit­ 
ed fine.

ena M. Williams, producer of 
the 18-month-old Drum, ex­ 
plains: 
“ More than thirty African na­ 
tions have achieved independ­ 
ence since Ghana’s liberation in 
1957. For most Americans these 
countries are remote, exotic, 
and overly romanticized. 
"The UC Drum allows Afri­ 
cans to explain their coun­ 
tries firsthand. For those who 
listen, the Africans become 
real, their cultures understand­ 
able, their goals defined," she 
said. 
Mrs. Williams has taped in­ 
terviews with more than a 
hundred Africans, most of them 
at UCLA and UC Berkeley. As 
she observes, "The University 
of California is a mecca for 
many black people. African dip­ 
lomats and scholars are daily 
visitors. They come to confer 
with UC professors and experts, 
with African students, and to 
see such technological achieve­ 
ments as the Lawrence Hall of 
Science and the Davis plant 
pathology experiment sta­ 
tions." 
These African leaders seldom 
have an opportunity to talk with 
many University students or 
community groups. The UC 
Drum bridges this gap and 
through radio reaches a far 
greater number than would be 
possible on a personal basis. 
"We all need to know more 
about Africa." says Mrs. Wil­ 
liams, who this summer made 
a study tour of West Africa. "I 
developed this series because I 
thought Africa was culturally 
important to Afro-Americans. 
This is still true, but African 
countries are increasingly im­ 
portant in terms of internation­ 
al politics, economy, and even 
geography." 
Many of the men and the 
occasional women are touring 
the U.S. as guests of the State 
Department. Others are diplo­ 
mats and professionals spon­ 
sored by their governments or 
specialized organizations. Their 
political range is wide and re­ 
flective of their countries. Tan­ 
zania’s Ujamaa villager is very 
unlike the resident of Abidjan, 
jewel 
of the 
Ivory Coast 
Riviera. 
Equally varied are the lan­ 
guages spoken. W'hile all speak 
either French or English fluent­ 
ly, their vernacular languages 
are not heard often in this 
country. Mrs. Williams usually 
asks the visitor to speak a few 
sentences 
of 
his 
primary 
tongue. UC Drum listeners 
have recently heard snatches of 
Tigrina, Bambara, Amharic, 
Twi, Fanti, and Ga. 
There is one problem, Mrs. 
Williams admits. Sometimes 
accents are very thick and one 
has to listen very attentively. 
Woody Miller, program director 
of station KI\ 11 * in Fowler, 
says: "The content of The UC 
Drum is so important that we 
think our listeners will make 
the extra effort that is now and 
then needed." KLIP carries two 
segments of Drum each week in 
prime time. 
One audience that had not 
been anticipated: Students of 
French in schools and colleges 
listen to the French speaking 
Africans and check themselves 
against the immediate transla­ 
tion.

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MILITARY SEIZES 
THAILAND POWER 


Field Marshal Thanom At Helm; Action 
Follows Cabinet Bickering Over Memoirs 


BANGKOK (UPI) — Field Marshal Thanom 
Kittikachorn, who already was prime minister, 
seized full power in Thailand tonight with the 
backing of the military, Radio Thailand an­ 
nounced. 
The broadcast said the gov­ 
ernment was now in the hands 
of a new Revolutionary Party 
headed by Thanom, that the 
constitution was suspended, 
Parliament and the cabinet 
abolished and martial law im­ 
posed. 
The action appeared to have 
been triggered by a dispute 
within the cabinet over whether 
Economic Affairs Minister Bun- 
chana Atthakor should be 
forced to resign because of his 
recently published memoirs 
criticizing members of the gov­ 
ernment. 
• Thailand, considered the 
United States’ strongest ally in 
Southeast Asia, has undergone 
a series of military coups since 
1932 when a civilian and mili­ 
tary group ended the absolute 
monarchy that had ruled the 
country for centuries. 
Thanom assumed power in 
1958 upon the death of Field 
Marshal Sarit Thanarat, ruling 
in an authoritarian style. He 
continued as prime minister 
when the country became a 


parliamentary-type regime in 
19(58 under a limited monarchy. 


Radio Thailand announced 
that King Bhumibol Adulyadej 
would continue to reign. The 
king, who was lx>rn in Cam­ 
bridge. Mass., has had little 
real power since the original 
1932 COUp. 


The move was not expected 
to change Thailand’s foreign 
policies. Thanom has rejected 
neutralism and aligned Thai­ 
land with the United States, 
helped form the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO) 
and sent 12,000 troops to fight in 
Vietnam. 


He also permitted the use of 
Thailand as the site of U.S. air 
bases and 48,000 Americans still 
are believed stationed here. 
Thailand-based planes have 
bombed heavily in Vietnam, 
angering both Hanoi and Pe­ 
king.

Strike; A Bomb 
Call Cancels Plan 


Marin Catholic High Lay 
Teachers Backed At 'Rally'

Striking lay teachers at Marin Catholic High 
School received student support today, but a 
planned student walkout was aborted 
by a 
telephoned bomb threat to the school. 
The school’s 767 students were evacuated at 10 
a m. — minutes before they had planned to walk 
out on their own.

Rev. Francis A. Lacey, the 
school’s principal, said he did 
not know of the planned stu­ 
dent walkout although some of 
the exiting students grumbled 
that the bomb threat and evac­ 
uation appeared to be very 
“ convenient” for the school ad­ 
ministration. 


Father Lacey said he re­ 
ceived the telephone call at 9:58 
a.m. and was told by a muffled 
male voice. “ There's a bomb in 
your school.” The caller then 
hung up, the priest said. 


John Bechtold. a social stud­ 
ies teacher and spokesman for 
14 striking teachers at Marin 
Catholic, said there had been 
bomb threats at the school be- 


fore, but they had always been 
ignored. 


Father Lacey agreed, but 
said he ordered the school evac­ 
uated today because “ circum­ 
stances arc now not normal.” 
“ With a reduced staff, we 
thought it best to be safe.” 
Students were evacuated to 
the football field, cast of the 
main school complex, where 
they adapted football cheers to 
put on an impromptu rally in 
support of the strikers. Pieke- 
ters were a short distance away 
near the main entrance to the 
school on Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard. 
“ Yea blue! Yea white! Yea 
teachers, strike! Strike!” went

Marin Could Get Civic Center Security Will Remain 


Trial Cost Break

SACRAMENTO - Legislation 
requiring the state to reimburse 
Marin for the Angela Davis and 
Huchell Magee trials has been 
amended to cover roughly half 
the costs, or alxiut $750,000. 


The bill, AB 644 by Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, is pending final Senate 
approval. Assembly concurr­ 
ence in upper house amend­ 
ments would send the measure 
to the governor. 
Marin County Auditor-Con- 
tro lle r M ichael M itchell 
claimed last week that the bill 
would cover only about one- 
quarter of the total expenses, 
estimated at $1.5 million. But 
his figuring came before the 
bill was amended to extend also 
to costs for “ necessary court­ 
room security reasonably re­ 
quired to protect the court, the 
participants, and the public.” 
A spokesman for Bagley said 
these costs probably would 
have been covered anyway by 
the bill, according to an opinion 
last week by he legislative 
counsel’s office, but the amend­ 
ment was tacked on to elimi­ 
nate any possible uncertainty, 
the spokesman said. 
The bill was supposed to have 
been voted upon yesterday by 
the Senate, but Bagley had it 
postponed pending final nego- 
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tiations with the Reagan admin­ 
istration on new amendments 
designed to limit the state’s 
liability to the Davis and Magee 
trials. 
Bagley’s bill would add con­ 
spiracy to escape from prison 
to those offenses for which the 
state must reimburse trial 
costs. Miss Davis and Magee 
are charged with murder, kid­ 
napping and conspiracy in con­ 
nection with the shoot-out in 
August 1970 at the Civic Center 
in which Judge Harold J. Haley 
and three other persons died. 
None of these charges, how­ 
ever, qualifed the trials for 
state reimbursement, the attor­ 
ney general ruled. 
Bagley stressed that the bill 
was designed to assure state 
reimbursement only for costs 
directly related to the investi­ 
gation, preparation and securi­ 
ty for the trials and pre-trial 
hearings. 
The trial of Miss Davis has 
been transferred to Santa Clara 
County, but that county will bill 
Marin for its cost. 
Bagley’s bill, however, would 
not cover general security costs 
for the Civic Center, estimated 
by Mitchell at $600,000 a year. 
The assemblyman said that the 
bill would not have had a 
chance of surviving if he had 
included these costs as well. 
He noted that his bill set no 
limit on the amount of state 
reimbursement. 
Also pending in the Legisla­ 
ture is SB 1633 by Sen. Fred W. 
M arler, R-Redding, which 
would provide state reimburse­ 
ment to counties for murder 
trial costs above the amount a 
county can raise with a proper­ 
ty tax of five cents per $100 
assessed valuation. In Marin, 
that would mean the state 
would reimburse the county for 
all costs over $365,000 if Bag­ 
ley s bill failed to become law.

By KRIK M. INGRAM 
Tight security measures at 
the Marin Civic Center will 
remain in force at least for the 
time being, the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors decided 
yesterday. (Other supervisors 
stories, page 6.) 


While no formal vote was 
taken, supervisors displayed 
general agreement that forth­ 
coming trials of San Quentin 
inmates necessitate continued 
security. 
Their consensus amounted to 
a rejection of a proposal made 
Friday by County Administra­ 
tor .John F. Barrows that secu­ 
rity be greatly relaxed. 
Barrows, who said yesterday 
he wasn’t sure he had arrived 
at a correct solution, recom­ 
mended that checkpoints used 
for screening persons entering 
the Administration Building 
and Hull of Justice be eliminat­ 
ed. 
Building security was set up 
last October shortly after a 
bomb exploded in a Hall of 
Justice restroom. It completely 
destroyed a nearby courtroom.

Nixon: Not 
Bound To 
Viet Date 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Presi­ 
dent Nixon signed into law to­ 
day a $21.3 billion procurement 
bill but said he would not be 
bound by a section calling on 
him to set a “ final date” for the 
total U.S. withdrawal from In­ 
dochina. 
In a strongly worded state­ 
ment. Nixon said: “ To avoid 
any possible misconceptions, 1 
want to emphasize that section 
601 of this act 
the so-called 
’Mansfield amendment’ 
docs 
not represent the policies of this 
administration.” 
The amendment requests that 
Nixon set a final withdrawal 
date subject only to the release 
of American prisoners of war 
and an accounting of GIs miss­ 
ing in action. 
This was a dilution of the 
original wording of the amend­ 
ment, sponsored by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, which would have set next 
spring as the time for total 
withdrawal, provided POWs

involvement in the war should 
be ended.

Among the highlights of yes­ 
terday’s lengthy hearing was a 
claim by a sheriff’s lieutenant 
that an individual on the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Investigation’s “ 10 
Most Wanted” list had been 
photographed in the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 
According to Lt. Ronald Re 
tana, who heads building secu­ 
rity, the fugitive was not identi­ 
fied until the day after the visit. 


Retana, who declined to 
name the individual, said the 
person was in disguise and was 
photographed by a camera 
which is part of the building's 
surveillance system. 
“ He was checking out the 
building,” Retana said in re­ 
sponse to a supervisor’s ques­ 
tion. 
That only minor incidences 
have occurred (the arrest of 
two persons with weapons and 
one with a phony bomb) proves 
the effectiveness of the system 
in deterring violence, he said. 


Only one supervisor, Michael 
Wornum, spoke in complete fa­ 
vor of Barrows's’ recommenda­ 
tion. 


“ If we don’t end it now, we 
never will,” Wornum argued. 
“ There will always be good 
reasons to continue it and al­ 
ways risk involved to abolish 
it.” He said he agreed with 
Barrows that democracy can 
only thrive in an open atmos­ 
phere. 
He was partly supported by 
Supervisor Arnold M. Baptiste 
of Novato, who said he agreed 
with slackening security in the 
Administration Building, but 
wanted a high level of security 
on the court floor. 
“ It's a heavy responsibility, 
hut it’s my judgment that u’o 
should reduce security,” he 
said. 
The most outspoken critic of 
any relaxation was Samuel W. 
Gardiner, presiding judge of 
Marin Superior Court. 
Gardiner said he viewed the 
Civic Center as entering “ a 
more critical situation” with 
the approaching trial of six San 
Quentin inmates, involved in a 
bloody prison escape attempt, 


than that recently gone through 
with Angela Davis. 
“ She (Miss Davis) hasn’t been 
the danger from the point of 
view of violence.” he said, add­ 
ing the six inmates are “ a built 
in danger.” He added that he 
didn’t foresee “ in the future 
any way of reducing the securi­ 
ty.” 
Among the other concerns 
expressed by Gardiner was that 
jury members and witnesses 
could be adversely affected 
psychologically by any lessen­ 
ing of security. 
"The juries are satisfied with 
security now . . . ” he said. 
“ Take off the security and 
we re not going to get a cross- 
section of the community” be­ 
cause many won't be willing to 
serve in an atmosphere of fear 
and intimidation. 
Gardiner’s points were picked 
up by board chairman Louis H. 
Baar and supervisors Peter R. 
Arrigoni Jr. and John F. Mcln- 
nis as primary reasons for con­ 
tinuing the present level of se­ 
curity. 
The amount of money saved 
from eliminating the check-

Gun Testimony 
At Orr Hearing 


Developer Abruptly Withdraws 
Big Harbor Expansion Plans

Herbert Madden Sr., owner of 
the Sausalito Yacht Harbor, 
last night abruptly withdrew 
plans for a $3 million expansion 
of his 425-berth facility. 
The move, disclosed in a let­ 
ter delivered to city hall, came 
a short time before the city 
council was to consider a condi­ 
tional use permit that would 
have paved the way for the 
massive development (Another 
Sausalito City Council story, 
page 12.) 
Madden cited conditions at­ 
tached to his plans earlier by 
the city planning commission 
as his reason for killing the 
proposal. 
City Mgr. Albert R. St. Cyr, 
after the council meeting ex­ 
pressed surprise at Madden’s 
pul lout and. said, “ I think any 
move from now on will bo his.” 
Madden once before had 
threatened to withdraw his 
plans 
after the planning com­ 
mission had sent the proposed 
development back to the draw­ 
ing board 
but he returned for 
another try at an Oct 20 com­ 
mission hearing following nego 
tiations with city officials. 
At that time, the commission 
Included 28 conditions for ap­ 
proval of the permit, including 
a reduction of planned berths 
from 950 to 82(5. Madden indi­ 
cated in his letter last night he 
couldn’t live with all of the 
conditions. 
“ Actually we were at no time 
consulted,” he said. 
Ln addition to berth cxpan- 


sion, Madden's plan called for a 
206-unit hotel-boatel near Hum­ 
boldt and Johnson streets, boat 
sales, storage and repair facili­ 
ties, commercial ancj office 
buildings and a fuel dock. And, 
despite Madden’s misgivings, 
the plan also would have prov­ 
ided the public with boardwalk • 
access, observation points, a 
minipark and several plazas 
with restrooms. 
Said Madden in hi.: letter; ‘it 


seems to us that the city for 
years has been trying to keep 
the multitudes out of Sausalito 
and at this time, it is endeavor­ 
ing to create a recreation area 
for all the people of California 
at our expense.” 
He called upon the city to 
condemn land it feels should be 
set aside for public enjoyment. 
A point of prime contention 
between Madden and city offi-

American Motors' Request 
To Hike Prices Approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Price Commission approved to­ 
day a 2.5 per cent average 
increase requested by Ameri­ 
can Motors for itu 1972 model 
automobiles. 
The commission said it w'as 
considering two other requests 
for automobile price increases 
a 5.9 per cent average boost 
by the Chrysler Corp. and a 2 
per cent increase by Ford 
The American Motors in­ 
crease equals the yardstock 
laid down by tin* commission 
for most price increases after 
the freeze. The commission 
said the increase “ was justified 
by allowable costs, taking into 
consideration productivity” and 
a statement by the manufactur­ 
er that the increase would not 
increase its profit margin over 
a three-year base period level. 


The seven-member commis­ 
sion asked Chrysler for more 
information on its request and 
extended the 72-hour period by 
which it had expected to return 
a decision. The Ford increase 
request was based on “deferred 
labor costs,” and the commis­ 
sion said it was studying it, 
further 
At the same time, the com­ 
mission turned down a request 
by a Connecticut electric firm. 
United Illuminating Co. of New 
Haven, to increase prices to 
compensate for having to buy 
more expensive but less pollut­ 
ing fuel oil for its generators. 
It was the first action by the 
commission on a request for 
exemption from the post-freeze 
economic control guidelines.

The first witness in a quasi- 
judicial hearing on the firing of 
Fairfax Police Chief James R. 
Orr testified last nightthe oust­ 
ed chief once pointed a loaded 
gun at him. 
Douglas Miller, a former 
Fairfax police cadet, told the 
Fairfax Board of Review that 
in the spring of 1970 Orr aimed 
a revolver at his face. 


“ I could see no provocation 
for the weapon being pulled out. 
I could see it was loaded. I was 
frightened at the time,” Miller, 
now a Larkspur cadet, told the 
board. 
Miller was the first of 13 
witnesses to be called by. City 
Atty. Wallace S. Myers in the 
hearing before te board. The 
board to which Orr appealed 
his ouster is the city agency 
with final say on whether the 
firing was justified. 
City Administrator Robert E. 
Crowe fired Orr Sept. 30 and 
the city council, by a 3-2 vote, 
ratified the move four days 
later. Orr had been chief nine 
years. 
More 
than 
100 
persons 
jammed the Fairfax Women’s 
Club then to protest council 
ratification and about 70 were 
present last night. However, the 
audience, including all five 
councilmen, was generally si­ 
lent in the courtroom atmos­ 
phere. 
Orr sat quietly chewing while 
his attorney argued against 
consideration of charges not 
presented to the city council. 
The additional charges, re­ 
vealed for the first time last 
night, included six allegations 
of drunkenness, both on and off 
duty. 
Included are claims that Orr 
was drunk and punched his own 
patrolman during efforts to sub­ 
due an unruly crowd in 1969, 
that he had to be restrained 
because he was drunk at a 
peace officers’ meeting and 
that he became drunk at the 
home of a Fairfax woman and 
so frightened her that she 
called police. 
Shaw had sought a court or-

dcr forbidding the city to 
present such additional charges 
to the board of review, but his 
move was denied by Judge 
Samuel W. Gardiner in Marin 
Superior Court. 


Miller was called to testify 
after two hours of bickering on 
ground rules between Myers 
and Orr’s attorney, Leonard 
Shaw. 


In addition to stating the 
chief aimed a gun at him. 
Miller said that when the chief 
visited the police station during 
the evening shift, “ there was 
the odor of alcohol around his 
person.” 


He also said the department 
had no written rules on police 
procedure when he was with 
the force. 
The statement for dismissal 
drawn up by Crowe lists 26 
reasons lumped under ineffi­ 
ciency, incompetcncv, inexcus­ 
able neglect of duty and “other 
failure of good behavior, either 
during or outside of duty hours, 
which is of such a nature that it 
causes discredit to the police 
department of the town of Fair­ 
fax and to your employment.” 
Under the last heading are 
alleged instances of drunken­ 
ness and of a “ social relation­ 
ship in a manner offensive to 
propriety” with Marsha Kittel- 
man, a Fairfax policewoman. 
Miller testified that he saw 
the chief s car outside the Kit- 
.tdman residence after 1 a.m. 
an average of two to three 
times a week between July 1969 
and July 1970 when he went into 
the military. 
The charges the board is con­ 
sidering an* an amended list 
drawn up by Crowe Oct. 22. The 
list is more specific and, Shaw 
claimed, added charges to the 
sketchy allegations on which 
the city council acted 
However, the board denied 
Shaw’s motion to bar evidence 
not considered by the council 
when it made its decision. 
The board set further hear­ 
ings for 7:30 p.m. Friday and 9 
a.m. Saturday at the Fairfax 
Women’s Club. 
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Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
conference com m ittee today 
Was assigned the job of recon­ 
ciling differences in House and 
Senate-passed resolutions that 
would allow foreign aid to con­ 
tinue for two weeks while Con­ 
gress finishes work on the pro­ 
gram ’s budget. 
The senate passed unani­ 
mously Tuesday and sent to the 
House a resolution that would 
keep congressional appropria­ 
tions flowing into the program 
until Dec. I. 
Also covered by the resolu­ 
tion are funds for the Defense 
Department, the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia government. 
Regular appropriations bills for 
these departments have not yet 
been enacted. 


Study Welcomed 


NEW DELHI fUPI) - Prime 
M inister Indira Gandhi told 
senior parliam ent m em bers 
Tuesday she had no objection to 
an outside evalution of the Indo- 
Pakistani troubles as long as 
the study was made im partial­ 
ly, according to sources in her 
ruling Congress party. 
Mrs. Gandhi, who recently 
returned from an extensive tour 
of the West, said she would not 
object to study by a group of 
foreigners as long as the study 
was not confined to the issue of 
East Pakistani guerrillas oper­ 
ating in border areas. 
On the war front, news re­ 
ports said that Agartaia, the 
capital of Tripura territory' on 
the eastern flank of East Paki­ 
stan, was shelled Tuesday by 
Pakistani gunners. The reports 
said there were some casualties 
but no official figure was avail­ 
able. 


Abel Tribute 


MOSCOW (DPI) -T h e army 
new spaper K rasnaya Zvezda 
Red Star paid glowing tribute 
today to Soviet m asterspy Ru­ 
dolf Abel, eulogizing him as a 
“ dauntless, experienced intel­ 
ligence man and an able lead­ 
er.” 
The comments were quoted in 
an official Tass news agency 
dispatch some 10 hours after 
unofficial Soviet sources report­ 
ed that Abel died Monday from 
lung cancer. He was 68.

ATHENS (UPI) - Greece’s 
Puritan-minded military rulers 
once described 
long-haired 
youths and hippies as repre­ 
sentatives of “anarchism and 
communism.’’ But fashion has 
triumphed and long hair is now 
a way of life in Greece. 
Today, Greek b arb ers ap­ 
pealed to the government to let 
them raise prices for haircuts 
which they said are becoming 
increasingly artistic and elabo­ 
rate. Unless the $1 ceiling on 
haircuts is removed, they said, 
they cannot survive. 
The plea was contained in a 
m em orandum from the Su­ 
preme Federation of Barbers 
and Hairdressers to the Price 
Control Board. 


Eban Uproar 


JERUSALEM (IT I) - The 
Israeli Knesset (P arliam ent) 
burst into a rowdy uproar today 
over statements by Israeli For­ 
eign Minister Abba Eban about 
an American television show'. 
Eban shouted “liar” at one of 
the parliament members. 
The parliam entary storm be­ 
gan when two opposition mem­ 
bers called for Eban’s resigna­ 
tion for saying on the David 
Frost show he saw no point now 
in hunting down Nazis for war 
crimes. 
Samuel Tam ir accused Eban 
of “ treason against the law of 
bringing Nazi war criminals to 
justice 
for 
m urdering the 
Jew s” in World War II. 
“ You are a liar,” Eban re­ 
torted angrily from the govern­ 
ment front bench. 
Eban’s outburst brought an 
uproar with members banging 
tables and shouting until the 
speaker could bring order.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(DPI) — A 13-year-old boy run­ 
ning an errand for his mother 
was seriously w’ounded today 
when a subm achine-gunner 
opened fire on a group of Bri­ 
tish troops removing barricades 
on the fringe of the Roman 
Catholic Bogside area in Lon­ 
donderry, the arm y said. 
Robert Canning was walking 
on Lonemoor Road when he 
was caught between the gun­ 
m an and soldiers. The gunman 
leveled three bursts of about 15 
shots at the troops and escaped. 
No shots were fired back 
because of the chance of hitting 
o th er b ystanders, the arm y 
said. 
The youth received bullet 
wounds in his back.

But the FTC withdrew its 
earlier complaint alleging de­ 
ception in Zerex’s “can stab­ 
bing’’ television com m ercial, 
and said it was not sure that 
the cu rren t Zerex form ula 
would damage cars. The agen­ 
cy said Zerex had been refor­ 
mulated and its complaint con­ 
cerned the original formula. 
DuPont issued a statem ent 
saying it was confident the 
product’s worth would be prov­ 
en pending litigation of the 
case, and it complained that 
publicity resulting from the 
original FTC action unfairly 
hurt Zerex’s repute with con­ 
sumers.

The g o v e rn m e n t 
forces lost two dead in the 
clashes. 
The fighting involving the 
U.S. helicopters broke out on 
Tuesday near Kontum in the 
Central Highlands. The helicop­ 
ter crews called in artillery and 
fighter-bomber strikes. 
The action in Kontum prov­ 
ince followed recent indications 
that the Communists were step­ 
ping up pressure in the Central 
Highlands as they get more and 
more supplies and munitions 
from Laos over the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail. 
As the Communists stepped 
up their truck traffic over the 
trial through Laos, U.S. B52s 
struck along and inside the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) and 
were joined by carrier-xased 
jets in Laos Tuesday night and 
today. 
Military sources also said the 
United States had doubled the 
number of aircraft carriers in 
the Gulf of Tonkin off Vietnam 
and halted Air Force withdraw­ 
als in the effort to stem the 
resupply attem pt by the North 
Vietnamese. 
The Navy now has two car­ 
riers rather than one in what 
the U.S. Command calls “ Yan­ 
kee Station” off Vietnam. 
Two waves of B52s dropped 
nearly 180 tons of bombs on 
targets in and to the south of 
the DMZ.

Nixon Is Unhappy Over 


Water Cleanup Proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Pres 
ident Nixon has expressed fears 
through White House aides that 
water cleanup legislation pass­ 
ed by the Senate could prompt 
some industries to relocate in 
less developed nations. 


The message was given to 
Republican members of the 
House Public Works Committee 
in a White House meeting Tues­ 
day. 


Several of fhe GOP lawmak­ 
ers said they would press at a 
committee meeting today for 
full public hearings on the bill, 
although the House committee 
held its own extensive hearings 


on water pollution legislation 
last summer 
The dispute threatens to be 
come a major 1972 presidential 
campaign issue since the spon 
sor of the Senate bill is Sen. 
Kdmund S. Muskie, D Maine 
The bill passed the Senate KG 
to 0 two weeks ago. The White 
House subsequently confirmed 
newspaper stories saying Nixon 
was dissatisfied with the bill, 
but gave few details. Tuesday, 
however, a participant gave an 
account of the White House 
meeting, paraphrasing com­ 
ments made by presidential 
aides John Whittaker and John 
D. Ehrlichman.

Agnew's Grid Style 
Ridicule Of Demos 


LOS ANGELES (UPD-Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
turned his rhetoric on Demo­ 
cratic presidential hopefuls 
Tuesday, ridiculing most of 
them as wayward football play­ 
ers. 


Of Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota, he said: 


'‘His touchdown production is 
low; his pass completion per­ 
centage embarrassing, his ball- 
handling less than sure. But he 
does move. He moves even if it 
means rolling completely out of 
the pocket and runnning out of 
bounds.” 
He said Sen. Edmund Muskie 
of Maine ‘‘seems determined to 
keep his own game plan con­ 
sistent at all costs. But I seri­ 
ously doubt if two yards and a 
cloud of dust is sufficient to 
impress even his fellow Demo­ 
crats in the coming year.” 
He classified Sen. Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts and 
George McGovern of South Da­ 
kota as ‘‘the compulsive bomb 
throwers of the opposition —in 
the football, not the revolution­ 
ary sense.”

$30,000 In Log Cabin At Boyd

Fire caused heavy damage 
last night and today to homes in 
three Marin County communi­ 
ties, but no injuries were re­ 
ported. 


The blazes, in San Rafael, 
Sausalito and San Anselmo, 
caused a total of $30,000 in 
damage. 


The most serious fire oc­ 
curred in San Rafael, where the 
.home of Jam es L. Thompson at 
317 Glen Park Avenue received 
$20,000 damage in a blaze which 
broke out shortly after mid­ 
night. 


The fire started when cloth­ 
ing in a dryer caught fire as a 
result of an attem pt to relight 
the gas unit. Flam es spread 
throughout the laundry area, 
then to a hallway, dining room, 
living room and roof. The rest 
of the house suffered heat and 
smoke damage. 


About $5,000 dam age was re­ 
ported at the home of Dr. Rob­ 
ert M. Perlm an at 416 North 
S treet, Sausalito, when fire 
erupted from an overheated 
sauna. The blaze, at 9:10 p.m., 
also knocked out electrical 
service in the area for several 
hours. 


In the third blaze, a carport 
of a duplex occupied by Janet 
Barrosi at 52-54 Tamalpais Ave­ 
nue incurred about $5,000 dam ­ 
age. A paper light shade which 
caught on fire was blamed. One 
auto parked in the carport was 
dam aged and another was 
saved. 


Return To 
Prison Is 
Being Fought 


A last minute legal effort to * 
keep an Oakland ironworker 
from going back to San Quentin 
Prison on a technicality was 
undertaken today by attorney 
Salle S. Solady. 


“ I’m going to file in Marin 
Superior Court and in federal 
court in San Francisco for a 
stay of execution,” Mrs. Sola- 
day said. 


If her efforts fail, Frank A. 
Nubin, 46, who has been free on 
bail for 22 months, will have to 
reenter prison Friday, under an 
order issued reluctantly by Ma­ 
rin Superior Court Judge E. 
W arren McGuire. 


Nubin was sent to prison in 
1961 on an assault with a deadly 
weapon charge. Paroled in 1967, 
his final discharge was set for 
Jan. 4.1969. 
Because of a quarrel with his 
wife on Christmas Eve, 1968, 
the California Adult Authority 
revoked his parole. Nubin’s fate 
hung on the date of that revoca­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Soladay contended that 
the revocation came after the 
final discharge date of Jan. 4, 
1969, whereas the adult authori­ 
ty maintained that the parole 
was revoked on Jan. 3, and 
w ritten docum ents giving a 
Jan. 31 date were due to a 
clerical error. 
Judge McGuire last Friday 
ordered Nubin back into custo­ 
dy. He acknowledged today that 
it was a technical revocation 
just 24 hours before discharge. 
“ If I were the Adult Authori­ 
ty, I could not in good con­

McGuire said. But under the 
law' and the facts presented, he 
Suid the Adult Authority had 
technically acted within the le­ 
gal period.

Two Indicted 
For Death 
Of Guard 


The Marin County Grand Ju­ 
ry last night indicted two San 
Quentin convicts for the fatal 
stabbing of a guard who was 
slain while protecting the life of 
a wounded prisoner. 
Indicted on m urder charges 
were Earl Billy Gibson, 28, 
serving a life term for first 
degree burglary in 1965 in Los 
Angeles County, and Lawrence 
Justice, 28, convicted in 1968 on 
two felony assaults and grand 
theft in Los Angeles County. 
They were accused of m ur­ 
dering correctional officer Leo 
Gaston Davis, 38, of Richmond, 
in the prison hospital on July 
21. Davis was on guard duty 
outside the hospital cell con­ 
taining inmate Herman Earl 
Johnson, 25, who had been 
stabbed in the prison yard two 
days earlier. 
Johnson had apparently be­ 
come a marked man because 
he testified in the trial of seven 
Soledad Prison inm ates ac­ 
cused of killing a guard there a 
year earlier, prison authorities 
said.

Davis, unarmed according to 
th e n -sta n d in g p o licy , w as 
guarding the door to Johnson’s 
cell when a group of convicts 
attacked him. Although David 
died of nine stab wounds, the 
convicts were unable to get at 
his ward.

WASHINGTON (UPD -T h e 
Senate rejected 64 to 25, today a 
move to merely suspend, rather 
than repeal, the federal excise 
tax on new cars. 
Senators decided to go along 
with President Nixon’s proposal 
to kill the 7 per cent tax. Nixon 
predicted an upsurge in auto 
sales resulting from removal of 
the levy would create half a 
million jobs. 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
sponsored the motion to sus­ 
pend the tax between Aug. 15, 
1971, and Jan. 1, 1973. 
Cranston also proposed that 
the money raised by the tax be 
used for mass transit, air pollu­ 
tion and other transportation 
needs. He said the tax would 
raise about $20 billion between 
1973 and 1981. 
Sen. Wallace F. Bennett, R- 
U tah, speaking against the 
C ranston proposal, said it 
would create chaos in the auto 
industry. 
“ Everybody would want to 
buy a car before the price goes 
up,” B ennett said, creating 
what he said would be intolera­ 
ble distortion in an industry 
which directly or indirectly em­ 
ploys one out of every six work­ 
ers in the country. 
Cranston’s amendment was 
offered to President Nixon’s re­ 
quest to cut taxes by $15.5 
billion a year over the next 
three years. 
Amendments tacked on to the 
bill by the Senate —but still 
short of ultimate enactment — 
would raise the three-year total 
by more than $10 billion, mostly 
through additional tax relief for 
individuals. 
Business firm s also would 
benefit from Senate changes. In 
back to-back votes, senators 
agreed to proposals to give tax 
relief to firms which locate 
plants in declining rural areas 
or in urban ghettoes. 
The proposals, adopted Tues­ 
day night as amendments to 
P resident N ixon’s tax b ill/ 
would give a total of $750 mil­ 
lion a year in tax cuts as an 
inducement to firms to build 
plants in those areas. 
Sen. Jam es B. Pearson, R- 
Kan., proposed the $500 million 
tax cut to firm s which locate in 
rural areas which have lost 
population. Sen. Abraham Ribi- 
coff, D-Conn., then submitted a 
$250 m illion cut for plants 
which locate in central cities 
with more than 6 per cent 
unemployment. 
Other amendments offered to­ 
day would increase Social Secu­ 
rity benefits next year by 5 per 
cent and would give states 
more than $1 billion to meet 
rising welfare costs. 
Both were expected to be 
defeated on the grounds that 
the Senate can best deal with 
the issue next year when the 
H ouse-passed w elfare reform 
bill, which also provides a 5 per 
cent Social Security increase in 
pensions, is expected to reach 
the Senate floor. 
In Tuesday’s voting on the 
m ajor tax bill, the Senate: 
Voted to give taxpayers at or 
below the poverty level a $992 
million tax cut on their 1971 
income. The amendment, by 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., would increase the mini­ 
mum standard deduction to $1,- 
300 for taxes on 1971 earnings 
instead of for 1972 and future 
years as proposed by the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee. Hum­ 
phrey’s amendment would re­ 
lieve 2.7 million poor taxpayers 
of all tax liability for 1971 
earnings.

Scientific Opinions Differ 


— Slightly— On Mars Life 


PASADENA, Calif. <UPD A 
loading planetary scientiit says 
Hie chance of life existing on 
Mars is at best a longshot and 
he blames m an’s imagination 
for the idea in the first place. 
“ Mars somehow has extended 
beyond the realm of science, 
and so grabbed emotions and 
thoughts that it has actually 


d isto rte d sc ie n tific opinion 
about M ars,” said Dr. Bruce C. 
Murray, professor of planetary 
science at the California Insti­ 
tute of Technology and a mem­ 
ber of the Mariner 9 science 
team. 
“ The reason this happened is 
that man as a human species 
has been guilty of wishful think 


in f collectively that 
Mars 
would Im* like Earth He had a 
very deep seated desire to find 
some other place that may 
somehow lie habitable.” 


Murray said investigations by 
three earlier Mariner space­ 
craft that flew past Mars in 
1965 and 1969 showed that the 
planet is very hostile to earthly 
forms of life. It is cold and dry, 
has no atmosphere of carbon 
dioxide with almost no water 
vapor and there is no evidence 
Mars ever had oceans. 


“ I really don’t think there is 


any life on Mars,” Murray said 
at a Caltech panel discussion. 
“There never has been any 
evidence of it. It has just been a 
very attractive idea. You can­ 
not disprove that any more 
than you can disprove there is 
lift* on the moon.” 
Dr. Carl Sagan, Cornell Uni­ 
versity astronomer who also is 
a Mariner 9 scientist, said he 
agreed with Murray that m an’s 
desires may have influenced his 
conclusions. But Sagan said, 
“ that doesn't mean that be* 
caii.s«* a possibility is interesting 
it isn’t true.” 


“ Just as there clearly have 
been excesses in the direction 
of conclusions that there is life 
on Mars, I think th«*re also have 
been excesses in the other di 
recton,” Sagan said “ There is, 
as far as I can tell, no more 
reason to conclude that Mars is 
lifeless than ii is to conclude 
that if is inhabited ” 


Murray said the notion of life 
on Mars developed in the late 
19th century and grew out of 
proportion in the early 20th 
century under the dom inant 
personality of Pereival Lowell, 


an expert on the Far East who 
became interested in Mars and 
formed the I j o w c II Observatory 
near Flagstaff, Ari/., in 1894 
Several astronomers in the 
last half of the 1800s reported 
seeing lines on Mars which they 
called canals. Lowell claimed 
he, too, saw them and in time 
he identified over .900 canals. 
Lowell's observations inter­ 
ested the general public be­ 
cause he said the canals were 
not natural features but the 
work of “ intelligent creatures, 
alike to us in spirit, though not 
in form.”

Charges In 
Forbidden 
Game Sales 


TACOMA, 
Wash. 
(UPI)— 
Criminal charges have been 
filed against five men, includ­ 
ing a taxidermist, for allegedly 
killing and selling mountain 
goats and bald and golden ea­ 
gles. 
The ch arg es, announced 
Tuesday, said the mountain 
goats were taken in the remote 
Cascade Mountains and shipped 
to New Jersey, Montana and 
Ohio. 
The eagles, protected by fed­ 
eral law, were taken mostly 
from southwestern Washington 
and their frozen carcasses 
mailed to Chicago to be mount­ 
ed for private collections. 
“This is an example of per­ 
sons using the wildlife resource 
of a state purely for commer­ 
cial gain.” said state game 
director Carl Crouse. He said 
the actions were ‘‘in no way 
representative of the thousands 
of persons in Washington who 
enjoy and participate in the 
sport of hunting.” 
The five men, including Ta­ 
coma taxidermist Paul Hamel, 
were charged with illegal pos­ 
session of 12 mountain goats. 
Federal charges were expected 
soon in connection with the 
killing of seven eagles. 
All the charges were the re­ 
sult of a coordinated investiga­ 
tion involving the state game 
department and the Federal 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 


Supervisors Delay 
Road Grading Policy 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday contin­ 
ued for two weeks consideration 
of a proposed interim ordinance 
to control private road grading. 


The proposal, adopted Mon­ 
day by the county planning 
commission, brought criticism 
from supervisors who noted 
that the department of pubic 
workd had not been consulted. 


“ The planning commission 
didn’t have the courtesy to ask 
the director of public works 
(Ray K. Foreaker) to speak at 


its meeting (before adopting the 
proposal),” chairman Louis H. 
Baar said. 
Supervisors asked Foreaker 
months ago to begin study of 
loopholes in the existing grad­ 
ing and excavation ordinance 
after they learned of extensive 
road grading by subdividers in 
West Marin. 
In calling for the continua­ 
tion, Baar urged more coordi­ 
nation between the planning de­ 
partment, planning commission 
and the public works depart­ 
ment.

Poultry Plants 
Hit; Lack Of 
Sanitation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gov- 
emment investigators reported 
today they found “unaccepta­ 
ble" sanitary conditions in 68 


poultry slaughtering plants they 
visited, including one that an 
inspector compared to a cheap 
horror movie scene. 


The General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO), in a report to Con­ 
gress. concluded that the un­ 
sa n ita ry 
conditions w ere 


mainly the result of weak en­ 
forcement policies of the Con­ 
sumer and Marketing Service 
in the Agriculture Department. 


None of the plants was identi­ 
fied, according to GAO investi­ 
gative policies. 


The GAO said one of the 17 
plants covered in the prior in­ 
vestigation, identified only as 
“Plant A,” was revisited in 


January, 1971 with a new' Agri­ 
culture Department inspector 
who commented that ‘‘the ceil­ 
ing areas gave the appearance 


of a cheap horror movie scene 
with numerous cobwebs and 
heavy dust accumulations.”

Promoters of a “hard rock’ 
benefit concert Nov. 24 in the 
M arin V eterans M em orial 
Building won a unanimous 
“right on” from the county 
supervisors yesterday — with a 
warning that any troubles could 
result in future restrictions on 
the building’s use. (Another su­ 
pervisors story, page I.) 
Forty to .50 supporters of the 
concert crowded the supervi­ 
sors’ chambers to hear the 
building use issue debated It 
turned out to be no debate The 
board listened to a parade of 
Marin County youth, human 
rights, civil liberties and police- 
community relations spokes­ 
men favoring the concert, but 
no opposition surfaced. 
Supervisor John F. Mclnnis 
then commended Leon G. Kali- 
mos, director of the new build­ 
ing, for seeking the board’s 
policy on such concerts, and 
moved for approval of the Nov. 
24 event. 
Kalimos had reported that 
other auditorium managers had 
problems with rock groups and 
their audiences. He recom ­ 
mended requirement of special 
insurance if the board permit­ 
ted the Quicksilver Messenger, 
Big Brother and the Holding 
Company and similar groups to 
perform for the benefit of the 
Marin Open House. “ Hard 
Rock' has a philosophy of ‘turn­ 
ing people on’ ” that might 
result in damage to the build­ 
ing, Kalimos wrote. 
“I get ‘turned on’ by all sorts 
of things that don’t faze young 
people a bit,” Supervisor John 
F. Mclnnis declared, “ that 
term is a lousy one.” 
All the supervisors spoke in 
favor of putting the building to 
the widest possible variety of 
uses before drafting restrictive 
rules. 
Fred Mayer, Sausalito phar- 


macist, county youth commis­ 
sion member and chairman of 
the California Pharmaceutical 
Association’s drug abuse coun­ 
cil. said he had put up $500 seed 
money to reserve the building 
and advertise the concert in 
hopes of raising $2,400. The 
money is needed to keep alive 
the teen-age Reach Out answer­ 
ing service operation of the 
Marin Open House antidrug 
center, Mayer said. 
Reach Out participants of­ 
fered to supply 20 teen-age 
workers to usher and keep the 
concert audience orderly; May­ 
er said he could provide eight 
off-duty Sausalito policemen 
and private security officers as 
needed.

Youth Problems 
Will Be Aired 


A group of homeowners in the 
Dominican area of San Rafael 
is expected tomorrow night to 
grapple with a community juve­ 
nile problem that has led to 
extensive vandalism, attempted 
robbery and arson. 
San Rafael police say a hand­ 
ful of youths ranging from 14 to 
18 years old is at the cause of 
the trouble, which has aroused 
property owners in the area 
and has triggered the departure 
of the Marin Music Chest from 
Forest Meadows Theater on the 
Dominican College campus. 
The Music Chest, which 
stages concerts at the site each 
year, recently announced it was 
moving to the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building because of 
extensive property vandalism. 
John Brebner, artistic di­ 
rector for the Marin Shake­ 
speare Festival, said his organ­ 
ization also has been plagued 
by the youth problem, noting 
the festival’s general manager 
was beaten and kicked by a 
gang of youths who tried to 
steal gate receipts from the 
summer’s last performance on 
Sept. 24. 
Three youths — Christopher 
Wooton, 17, of 201C Street; Guy 
Walker Lyons, 16, of 1364 Grand 
Avenue, and Guy Michael Dix­ 
on, 14, of 121 Rafael Drive, 
all San Rafael — were booked 
at Marin Juvenile Hall on suspi­ 
cion of strongarm robbery as a 
result of the incident. 


Police said six other youths 
were involved in the attempted 
theft and beating, and all but 
two are Dominican area resi­ 
dents. 


Brebner said the festival has 
been troubled by marauding 
youths for nearly five seasons. 
Two fires set by arsonists have 
damaged or destroyed festival 
equipment in the last two 
years, the 1970 blaze wTecldng 
$4,500 in costumes. 


Brebner also reported exten­ 
sive vandalism to festival prop­ 
erty at the hands of juveniles 
he says are “practically out of 
control” of their parents and 
added that numerous items 
were stolen from a storage shed 
last season. 
In August, a Dominican youth 
was cited by juvenile authori­ 
ties for shouting profanity and 
setting off firecrackers during a 
festival performance. 
“The police have told us time 
and time again they’d like to 
take action,” Brebner said. 
“But they’re very frustrated 
. . . it’s a matter of parents 
being almost totally unable to 
control their children.” 
The Black Canyon Homeown­ 
ers Association will hold its 
semiannual meeting at 8 p.m. 
tomorrow in Bertrand Hall on 
the Dominican campus, and 
president Walter Smith said it 
is expected the juvenile issue 
will come up.

Back At 
Red China 


UNITED NATIONS (U PD - 
In a statement approved by the 
White House, U.S. Ambassador 
George Bush hit back at the 
new Chinese Communist dele­ 
gate to the United Nations 
Tuesday night with the charge 
that his attacks on the United 
States were "intemperate lan­ 
guage.” 
Instead of making a speech 
from the floor, Bush issued a 
statement to delegates follow­ 
ing a quick trip to Washington, 
apparently to see President 
Nixon who is scheduled to visit 
China next year. Informed 
sources said it was approved by 
the White House. 
Some delegates expressed 
surprise at the statement in 
reply to the inaugural speech to 
the U.N. Assembly Monday by 
Chinese deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter Chiao Kuan-hua which at­ 
tacked both the United States 
and Russia. 
Delegates viewed Chiao’s 
speech in varying lights. Some 
believed his attacks on the two 
big powers were surprising in 
the light of the rhetoric of good 
feeling of the welcoming ad­ 
dresses to the Chinese. Others 
regarded the speech as moder­ 
ate. 
Bush 
sharply 
attack ed 
Chiao’s speech. 
“ Y esterday’s inaugural ad­ 
dress of the representative of 
the People’s Republic of China 
was a disappointment for all 
those who wish to see the Unit­ 
ed Nations promote the goals of 
peace and progress,” Bush 
said. 
“There was nothing new in 
the intemperate language-the 
phrases are familiar to those 
who have seen the standard 
propaganda of the People's Re­ 
public of China. What was sur­ 
prising—and disturbing — was 
the decision to launch participa­ 
tion in this world body by firing 
these empty cannons of rheto­ 
ric,” Bush said.

NEW 'LAND BARONS' 


Second-Home Nightmare

SACRAMENTO fUPI) 
Im­ 
agine n rushing trout stream at 
your backdoor, the whisper of 
pines and the crackling of a 
fireplace in your rustic cabin in 
a remote section of the Sierra 
foothills. 
It’s a common dream—one 
shared by thousands of Califor­ 
nians and promoted by scores 
of land developers. 
But that dream has become a 
nightmare for an unfold num­ 
ber of persons lured into buying 
undeveloped lots in "recreation*' 
al" and "second home” subdi­ 
visions throughout the state. 
They are the victims of what 
one legislator describes as 
"modern day land barons” who 
are "systematically chopping 
up rare and irreplaceable land” 
and whose operations border on 
fraud. 
In Nevada County, for exam­ 
ple, state fish and game offi­ 
cials report that more than 150 
miles of streams have been 
damaged by subdivisions dur­ 
ing the past 10 years. 
In another case, a developer 
flew Southern Californians to a 
Redding area development. /Vi­ 
ter getting a free meal, the 
customers were driven to a 
subdivision where 1-4-acre lots 
were being sold for $5,000. 
Nearby land was going for $6,- 
000 for 20 acres. 
But now, as a result of legis­ 
lation sponsored by Assembly­ 
man Leo T. McCarthy, DSan 
Francisco, and recently signed 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan, the 
state has new tools to deal with 
second home subdivisions. 
Opposed by major develop­ 
ers, the legislation will protect 
prospective land purchasers 
from high-pressure salesmen 
and help prevent those bubbling 
streams from becoming silt- 
clogged ditches. 
In signing the cornerstone bill 
of the three-measure package, 
Reagan said, “ We cannot af­ 
ford the luxury of allowing real 
estate developments to be con­ 
structed which do not meet the 
requirements that communities 
have established for the pro­ 
tection of their own citizens and 
the environment itself.” 
The main bill will require 
cities and counties to reject a 
proposed subdivision if it would 
substantially damage the envi­ 
ronment. Previously, local 
agencies could not reject a 
project for environmental rea­ 
sons alone. 
Proposed developments also 
could be stopped if they sub­ 
stantially injured fish, wildlife 
or their habitat, created serious 
public health problems or if the 
subdivision site was physically 
unsuitable for the development 
being proposed. 
Other provisions will require 
large, remote subdivisions to 
spell out in detail what meas­ 
ures are being taken to safe­ 
guard the environment.

Tiburon Lot 
Plea Rejected 
A controversial lot split that 
would allow a Tiburon man to 
build a second residence on a 
steep parcel on Vistazo West 
Street has been denied by the 
Tiburon board of adjustments. 
Five neighbors opposed the 
split at Monday’s board meet­ 
ing, according to development 
administrator Phil V. Scott, and 
the panel unanimously rejected 
the application.

McCarthy’s other bills will 
protect the purchaser who con­ 
tracts a case of "land fever.” 
He will have up to 14 days after 
he signs his contract to change 
his mind "without cause.” 
"Land projects” — subdivi­ 
sions of more than 50 lots locat­ 
ed in remote areas—could not 
be sold under the assembly­ 


man’s legislation unless the 
real estate commissioner issued 
a report on the project. The 
land developers will be re 
quired to distribute the* report 
to customers. 


The commissioner can issue 
the report only after he deter­ 
mines that: 
—Adequate measures are 
taken to prevent property dam­ 
age which might occur from 
flooding, erosion or other natu­ 
ral causes. 


Financing is sufficient to 
complete and maintain all im 
provements such as swimming 
pools and golf courses. The 
improvements would also have 
to be large enough to serve the 
entire projected population of 
the subdivision. 


Use of the lots is compati 
ble with existing and proposed 
zoning in the project and adja­ 
cent land 
Conservationists point out 
that much of the effectiveness 


of the new laws depends on the 
zeal with which they are en 
forced by local governments. 
Sometimes they have been re 
luctant to damp down on land 
developers. Enforcement is also 
up to the real estate commis­ 
sioner, who is usually an emi­ 
nent figure in real estate busi­ 
ness prior to joining state 
government. 


Environmentalists also say 
that the legislation does not 
deal with oversupply —one of 
the basic aspects of the billion- 
dollar recreational land boom. 
According to the state treas 
urer’s office, about 300,000 rec­ 
reational lots are currently 
available and at the current 
rate of construction only two 
thirds will be developed by 
their owners by the year 2025.

The Sausalito City Council, 
giving new life to an old contro­ 
versy, moved ahead last night 
with plans for about $70,000 in 
im provem ents to Bridgeway. 
(Another Sausalito City Council 
story, Page 1.) 
The project would include 
widening of sidewalk between 
Princess Sreet and the Village 
F air, 
thereby 
perm anently 
eliminating parking which has 
been a sore point to merchants. 
The council named members 
Robin Sweeny and Earl F. Dun- 
phy to a committee that will 
recommend a landscape archi­ 
tect for the work, and endorsed 
a proposal by City Mgr. Albert 
R. St. Cyr that the city investi­ 
gate the possibility of an as­ 
sessm ent d istrict to finance 
part of the project. 
Under St. Cyr’s plan, the city 
will apply for $25,000 in state 
funds to go with $10,700 in city 
money for signaiization work 
and other improvements in the 
three-block stretch. The rest of 
the project — actual widening 
of the sidewalk — might possi­ 
bly be financed through an as­ 
sessm ent district, St. Cvr said. 
Although the city manager 
said the sidew alk widening 
might be done at the same time 
as the signaiization, he pointed 
out in a memorandum to the 
council that the application for 
state funds had to be submitted 
by Jan. 1. 


The council, though aware of 
the deadline at least since Sep­ 
tember, did not get around to 
acting until last night. 


The two-member architect se­ 
lection council committee is to 
report back Dec. 7. 


Merchants in the Bridgeway 
target area protested earlier 
this year when the council, in a 
stop-gap move, approved instal­ 
lation of planter boxes along 


curbs. The council said the 
move was n ecessitated by 
mounting downtowm traffic. 


On the subject of auto traffic, 
meanwhile, the council asked 
last night for a staff report on 
possible ways of preventing 
weekend tourists from entering 
the city through uphill streets 
such as Spencer Avenue and 
Monte Mar Drive. 


The council, for years grap­ 
pling with ways to channel traf­ 
fic away from the city’s south­ 
ern access during peak periods, 
acted on the complaint of col­ 
league Stephen A. Fraser. He 
said weekend traffic on narrow 
Spencer and Monte Mar was 
hazardous and bothersome. 


The council lamented recent 
defeat in the Legislature of a 
bill that would have enabled the 
city to close certain streets to 
all but residential traffic in 
peak periods.

Gladys Cooper, Towering 
Theatrical Figure, Dies 


LONDON (UPI) - Actress 
Dame Gladys Cooper, a queen 
of the British stage for more 
than 60 years died in her sleep 
during the night, her family 
said today. She was 82. 


Dame Gladys was stricken 
with pneumonia 10 weeks ago 
and was thought to be recover­ 
ing at her home at Henley-On- 
Thames where she died. 
Hers was the most popular 
pinup picture of World War I 
and British Tommies carried it 
next to their hearts while slog­ 
ging through the mud of Flan­ 
ders. Her star never dimmed 
from those days until last April 
when she starred in "The Chalk 
Garden" in London. 
She had planned to go with 
the End Bagnold play to Toron­ 
to later this year. 
To m illions her porcelain 
beauty became the standard 
beside which all English wom­ 
anhood was judged. 
S o m e rse t M augham m et 
Gladys Cooper when she was a 
chorus girl at the Gaiety Thea­ 
ter in 1910. "She’s the loveliest 
thing I’ve ever seen in my life,” 
the author said. 
Later she was actress-mana- 
geress at her own theater and 
at 75, when many actors and 
actresses enjoy their re tire ­ 
ment, Dame Gladys went to the 
United States to star in a televi­ 
sion series "The Rogues” with 
Charles Boyer, David Niven 
and Gig Young. 


The daughter of a journalist. 
Dame Gladys made her debut 
on her 16th birthday in ( Colches­ 
ter, England, where she played 
Bluebell in "Bluebell in Fairy­ 
land." 
Her Ijondon debut followed in 
a few months with "The Belle 
of Mayfair.” Stage door John­ 
nies flocked to her and squired 
her to the most elegant cham ­ 
pagne suppers in London. 


She signed a three-year con­ 
tract with the Gaiety and had 
her first m ajor role as Eva in 
"The Girls of Gottenberg." 


She m arried Capt. H. J.

Buckminster in 1908, but the 
m arriage and a later one to Sir 
Neville Pearson were dissolved.

"Rebecca.” She went for three 
weeks and stayed for 30 years. 
But she never becam e an 
American citizen. 
‘‘England will alw ays be 
home,” she once said.

BOSTON (IJPD—The average 
■cost of paid personal injury 
■claims 
in 
Massachusetts 
■dropped by more than 6« per 
■ cent in the first nine months of 
■ the state’s new no fault automo- 
I bile insurance system, a state 


official said Monday. 
Michael J.Sabbagh, fire and 
casualty actuary for the state 
Insurance Department said the 
average cost of a paid liability 
claim also dropped from $419 in 
the first nine months of 1970 to 


only $165 in the first three 
quarters of this year. 


Sabbagh, testifying before In­ 
surance Commissioner John 
Ryan who is taking testimony 
on setting rates for 1972 auto 
insurance, said no fault policy 
holders made 34 per cent fewer 
policy claims in the nine-month 
penod than they did a year ago. 


The drop of 60.6 per cent in 
the average cost of claims and 


the 34 per cent decline in total 
personal injury claims, he said, 
meant insurance companies 
saved 73.3 per cent in the first 
nine months, compared to whaf 
they paid out for the compara­ 
ble RÁ0 period. 
Material for the claims study, 
Sabbagh said, was gathered 
from 38 insurance companies 
representing 85 per cent of the 
automobile business written in 
the state.

Sponsor Of

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
»sponsor of a House amendment 
intended to get U.S. military 
forces out of Indochina by June 
1 said today he did not think he 
had the votes to pass the provi­ 
sion. 
Rep. 
Edward 
Boland, 
DMass., predicted defeat before 
the House was scheduled to 
debate the amendment he 
wants tacked on to a $71 billion 
defense appropriation. 
Boland told a reporter he had 
not taken a head count but 
answered “ I don’t think so” 
when asked whether he thought 
the House would adopt the 
toughest end-the-war amend­ 
ment ever offered by doves in 
that chamber. 
During debate on the bill 
Tuesday, Rep. George An­ 
drews, D-Ala., said he doubted 
its adoption would free the pris­ 
oners. But he said he did not 
think the Nixon withdrawal pol­ 
icy would either. 
What he would do, he said, 
would be to deliver an ultima- 
tium to North Vietnam. 
“ I ’d tell them that they either’ 
produce the prisoners at the 
DMZ by a certain time or we’re 
going to knock you off the face 
of the earth,” he said. 


Secret Teams Said 
Working In Cambodia 


SAIGON (UPI) — American 
military intelligence teams un­ 
der command of Saigon head­ 
quarters, are operating in se­ 
cret in Cambodia, U.S. sources 
said today. 


The teams interrogate Com­ 
munist prisoners of war, gather 
information in Phnom Penh and 
make reports to the U.S. Mili­ 
tary Assistance Command in 
Saigon, the sources said. 
1116 teams work at Cambodi­ 
an army headquarters in a 
previously undisclosed aspect 
of U.S. military involvement 
with the Phnom Penh govern­ 
ment since American combat 
forces were ordered to be out of 
that country by June 30, 1970, 
following the invasion of Com­ 
munist sanctuaries. 
Command spokesmen refused 
comment on the presence of 
military intelligence teams, of 
the same type which operate 
from key locations in South 
Vietnam. 
The command admits only 
the presence of personnel at­ 
tached to the U.S. Embassy in 
Phnom Penh and including a 
Military Equipment Delivery 
Team (MEDT) responsible for 
distribution of Washington’s 
military aid program. 
The MEDT was set up early 


this year under Brig. Gen. 
Theodore C. Mataxis and at 
present has *50 men in Phnom 
Penh and 63 in Saigon. 


“None of the MEDT person­ 
nel function as advisers to the 
Cambodian armed forces, al­ 
though they do travel in the 
countryside to determine that 
military assistance program 
material is properly used,” a 
command spokesman said. 


Sources said military intellig­ 
ence teams are rotated from 
Vietnam for temporary assign­ 
ment in Phnom Penh, shedding 
their uniforms for civilian 
clothes. 


At least one team is believed 
stationed in Cambodia at all 
times, officially attached to the 
Military Assistance Command 
Vietnam Saigon headquarters.

SACRAMENTO - Legislation 
creating a Bay Area regional 
government yesterday was re­ 
jected by the Senate, and back­ 
ers of the measure conceded it 
was in “ very serious trouble.”

Several hours of balloting 
yesterday ended with a 14-14 
tie, seven votes short of the 
number needed to pass the bill 
(AB 1057). A spokesman for 
Knox also commented after the 
vote that the outlook for its 
passage was “ very, very dim.’’ 
The Senate previously ap­ 
proved the bill but only after 
amending it to require a vote of 
the people next June to approve 
creation of the regional agency. 
Knox refused to accept this 
amendment, however, and re­ 
turned the bill to the Senate 
wilh a compromise moving the 
public vole back to 1976, mak­ 
ing it a referendum on whether 


Sex Study In 
Males Revealed 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Re­ 
search conducted by two St. 
I/mjis doctors on 80 college stu­ 
dents showed that the blood 
level of the male hormone tes­ 
tosterone was much lower 
among the homosexual volun­ 
teers than among the hetero­ 
sexuals. 


The study, reported in the 
Nov 19 issues of Medical World 
News, was conducted by Hr. 
Robert C. Kolodny of the Wash 
ington University medical 
school in conjunction with Ur. 
William H. Masters, coauthor 
of the best-selling book “ Hu­ 
man Sexual Response." 


The study also showed that 
the 
count of spermatozoa 
among the homosexuals was 
substantially lower than among 
the heterosexuals.

Novato City Council last night 
heard arguments from busi­ 
nessmen against adopting an 
ordinance to ban disposable soft 
drink and beer containers. 
Councilmen made no decision 
on the proposed ordinance, but 
authorized establishing a citi­ 
zen committee to study the 
matter and make recommenda­ 
tions. 
William B. Lynch, manager 
of North Bay Operations. Coca 
Cola Bottling Co., said such an 
ordinance wouldn’t solve the 
waste disposal problem, would 
be inequitable since it wouldn't 
regulate other beverages — 
such as fruit juices, sold in 
nonretumable containers — and 
wouldn’t solve the litter prob­ 
lem. 


Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da said the city “has a problem 
and it isn’t being solved,” ahd 
talks 
by 
the 
businessmen 
“won’t get the cans off the 
highways of Marin or the bot­ 
tles thrown on the streets of 
Novato.” 
Residents concerned about 
ecology and environment are 
applying pressure to the council 
and “we, in turn, are going to 
pass this pressure on,” he said. 
“ The 
problem 
has to be 
solved.” 
Lynch said that people throw 
away returnable containers as 
well as nonretumable ones, and 
urged “constructive action to 
solve these problems rather 
than beating on a drum.” 
Quesada said that for the city 


alone to adopt such an ordi­ 
nance “would be only a first 
step, and we’d have to have a 
countywide effort." 


Councilman Wayne Womack, 
considering the overall waste 
problem, said: “You don’t wipe 
out an anthill by killing one or 
two ants. This is attempting to 
kill one part and in my opinion 
isn’t the avenue to take.” 


He suggested support of 
“state action” and the council 
unanimously urged that Gov. 
Ronald Reagan sign Senate Bill 
138. which would set up a state­ 
wide solid waste recovery pro­ 
gram- 
Phillip Voorheis, manager of 
the Environmental Affairs De­ 
partment of the Pacific Region, 
Owens and Illinois Glass Co., 


said the proposed ordinance 
wouldn’t “address itself to the 
problem," which he said wasn’t 
use of the containers, but mis­ 
use. To select just beer and soft 
drink containers would be 
“ highly discrim inatory,” he 
said. 
William Jonas, owner of mar­ 
kets in the Nyvato area, said 
“the problem goes a lot further 
than if we have returnable or 
nonretumable bottles.” 
Leon Dillenberg, representing 
the Bay Area Grocers Associa­ 
tion. said there is a higher cost 
involved in handling returnable 
bottles. 
Lynch said one step that 
couid be taken would be en­ 
forcement of anti-litter ordi­ 
nances.

Novato 
Has A New 
City Seal 


The Novato City Council last 
night selected a new city seal 
depicting the red-hued city hall 
with its soaring church spire 
against a plain background. 
It will replace the old seal, 
adopted several years ago but 
never used, depicting Mount 
Burdell, Indian teepees, a to­ 
mahawk, a gavel and the city 
hall. 
The new seal, painted by Carl 
Rangel, was chosen from a 
field of five entries, by a 3-2 
vote. 
OPPOSITION 
Mayor Joseph D. Gargiulo 
preferred a similar seal painted 
by Barbara Murphy, and coun­ 
cilman George C. Quesada op­ 
posed the idea of having city 
hall on the seal. 
A reconverted church as city 
hall “isn’t Novato,” Quesada 
said. “I think the oaks, sun and 
hills are Novato and this is 
what I think should be depicted 
as Novato.” 
Councilman J. Wayne Wom­ 
ack, who was in on the selection 
of the original seal, cast the tie- 
breaking vote. “I’ll vote aye,” 
he said. “The reason I came 
tonight was to break a tie so 
we’ll have a seal.” 
Rangel’s seal was approved 
subject to removal of a flag­ 
pole, and flag and two stars 
shown on each side of city hall. 
Lettering reading “City of 
Novato” will be within the cir­ 
cular rim of the seal and the 
wording “incorporated Jan. 20, 
1960” will be beneath City Hall. 
Councilm an David P rice 
Jones proposed at first that the 
incorporated date be removed, 
but Betty Machado, of the No­ 
vato Federated Women’s Club, 
argued that it was vital. 
Eileen Morrison submitted an 
octagon-shaped seal focusing on 
the city hall tower, and Betty 
Beebe submitted a design 
which included the Golden Gate 
Bridge, the California flag, 
acorns, olive branches and red, 
white and blue striping. 
SUNBURST 
William Carpenter submitted 
a seal consisting of a green oak 
leaf with a gold sunburst in the 
background and gold lettering, 
a design of the type favored by 
Quesada. 
Councilman Wayne Sartain 
said he felt the scene showing 
the city hall “to most people 
would say, ‘Novato.’ ” 
The council voted 4-1 to drop 
the old seal, with Quesada dis­ 
senting. 
By the same vote councilmen 
appointed Rangel and Mrs. 
Murphy to submit a precise 
drawing, with the requested 
changes. When ready, the new 
seal will be officially adopted.

College Building Plan Must 
Remain Pay-As-You-Go 


Marin Community College 
District must continue its multi- 
million dollar building program 
on a pay-as-you-go basis for at 
least another year, the college 
board and its citizens advisory 
com m ittee informally agreed 
last night. 


Next June would be too early 
for another try to win passage 
of the $16.7 million bond issue 
that lost at the polls Nov. 2. The 
state plans to put a $160 million 
bond issue on the November 
1972 ballot — which would en­ 
danger any local bond issue 
election, Trustee Theodore C. 
Wellman pointed out. 


He urged pressing on with 
district building programs at 
the new Indian Valley campus 
and the Kentfield campus with 


tax money rather than bonds 
for “a year or two and study 
where we are going.” 


The district now levies a capi­ 
tal outlay tax of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
Wellman favored holding the 
line — leaving the total district 
tax rate at $1, but Board Presi­ 
dent Donald K. Felt favored 
raising the building tax to 43 
cents. 
Although the trustees and ci­ 
tizens committee discussed a 
series of alternate plans for 
stretching the Indian Valley 
campus building program, Felt 
declared last night’s special 
meeting was called premature­ 
ly because the board did not yet 
have enough data to make a 
decision. 


Novato resident Donald M. 
Van Dyke urged holding the 
line on taxes, and argued, “The 
day is coming when community 
colleges cannot open their doors 
to everyone who wants to come 
in.” 


Form er trustee Harry J. 
Moor«* suggested the district 
make do with portable class­ 
rooms on the Indian Valley 
campus; Dr. John A. Grasham, 


district 
president-superintend- 
ent, said no thought had been 
given to the idea, but it would 
be studied for future discussion. 


Another former trustee, Eliz­ 
abeth M. Deedy, proposed scat­ 
tering classes into available 
space throughout the county. 
She reported many citizens 


were opposed to tax increases 
for any purposes. 


Dale A. Fleming, district 
planning director, presented a 
series of four alternatives for 
financing co n stru ctio n by 
Stretching the Indian Valley 
campus timetable to as much 
as seven years, or as little as 
four years if bond issue approv­ 
al could lie gained in 1972.

Charter Service 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
bill prohibiting the Golden Gate 
Bridge District from operating 
any charter or sightseeing serv­ 
ice was signed Monday by Gov.

Street Crossing Comes

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPD - 
Everybody knows soccer is the 
favorite sport of BraziL 


For the “ cariocas” —(inhabit­ 
ants of Rio de Janeiro)— cross­ 
ing the street comes a very 
close second. 
The game is played by two 
teams and a referee. One team 
—the “ pedestrians” —is intent 
on getting safely to the other 
side of downtown Rio de Janei­ 
ro’s avenues. The other — the 
“ motorists” —is equally intent 
on preventing them from doing 
so. Or, at least, in making sure 
they reach their goal shaking 
and trembling. 
The “ referee” usually is a 
military policeman armed with 
a whistle. He tries to stop one 
of the teams from mauling the 
other too seriously. Just like in 
soccer. 
The light turns red. In a 
tumult of screeching, the “ mo­ 
torist” will stop. But an ad­ 
vance guard of the “ pedestri­ 
ans” is trying to beat them and 
get “ there” before the cars can 
slow down. 
There are various and widely 
different styles, all appreciated 
by the true connoisseur: the 
bullfighter, the Jesse Owen, the 
crab, the Nureyev ... . They all 
have one aim: to force the- 


opponent to stand on his 
brakes, sending his car skid­ 
ding madly. 
The “ motorists” retaliate by 
inching along, lurching ahead 
in a cacophony of horns, just 
before the light turns green. 
This forces the slowest of the 
“ pedestrians” to hop, skip and 
jump to safety. 
Strangely enough, accidents 
are not frequent. There is an 
atmosphere of courtesy, even of 
complicity, with none of the 
name-calling and fist-waving 
that mark peak-hour traffic in 
other cities. 
If street-crossing in this mo­ 
tor-oriented age ever should be­ 
come an Olympic sport one 
thing is certain: The Cariocas 
would reap in the gold, silver, 
and bronze medals.

These GIs See No Reason For War

BOI LOI WOODS, Vietnam 
(UPI)—It’s the same story day 
after day. The boredom and the 
fear. The daydreams of home. 
The war you simply can’t fig­ 
ure out. 
You lose track of time. It’s 
soon hard to tell the days and 
the weeks and the months 
apart. Mondays and Sundays, 
Junes and Decembers, just dif­ 
ferent names for the same 
thing. 
Spec. 4 Kenneth Sabo, 19, of 
Arvada, Colo., the track com­ 
mander, (Jimbed onto the top of 
armored personnel carrier 
(APC) 21 and sat behind a 
grenade-firing ‘ ’. looper gun.” 
Spec. 4 Peter Beisser. 21. of 
Philadelphia slid down the 
hatch up front and dropped onto 
the canvas driver’s seat. 
Sgt. Daniel McGehee, 20, of 
Lancaster, Calif., and Spec. 4 
Derek Hughes, 19, of Newhall, 
Calif., huddled over the two 
MOO machine guns along the 
sides of the APC. 
“ I think the whole thing’s 
useless,” Hughes said, eating 
applesauce out of a brown C- 
ration can. “ We’re wasting our 


time here. That’s for sure. It 
just wouldn’t be too cool getting 
killed now.” 
There’s more of a danger of 
dying from boredom than bul­ 
lets these days, however. 
Hughes’ platoon hasn't been in 
battle since last August. An 
APC hits a mine every few 
days, but most of the time no 
one is hurt or the injuries are 
minor. 
. , 
. 
Twelve A PCs and three Sheri­ 
dan tanks nilled out of the base 
camp into the Boi Loi woods, a 
maze of twisting trees, bamboo 
thickets, elephant grass and 
vines 40 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
“ Back in the world, do the 
people know we’re out here9” 
Said Beisser, who recently 
switched to a peace medallion 
after the St. Christopher he 
used to wear around his neck 
turned green and corroded. "I 
mean, do they really know?” 
The lead Sheridan, tank 36, 
ran into trouble a few minutes 
after the armored patrol pulled 
out of camp. It fell into a crater 
left by a B52 bomb strike. The 
GIs sweated under the scorch­ 
ing sun, waiting for the tank to 


bo pulled out. Most took off 
their heavy flak jackets and a 
few even removed their hel­ 
mets. 
"I don’t dig the war too 
much,” McGehee said, sitting 
on the hot steel edge of the APC 
with his dusty combat boots 
along the sides of his machine 
gun. “ Not really. It’s kind of a 
waste. I just don’t see no rea­ 
son for fighting a war over 
here.” 
An hour out of camp, Com­ 
munists hidden in nearby un­ 
dergrowth opened up with AK47 
automatic rifle fire on a CH47 
“ Chinook” cargo helicopter 
flying over the armored col­ 
umn. The chopper was hit. but 
managed to fly back to safety. 
The armored patrol searched 
the brush for the Communists 
but came up empty handed. 
“ We’re supposed to be sitting 
around guarding Saigon,” Beis­ 
ser said, sipping from a can of 
orange soda. “ At least, that’s 
what they say back in the 
world. But we re doing things 
we're not supposed to. I mean, 
like this. We’re going out on 
patrol each day looking for 
dinks.” 


hit a branch while moving 
through the bush and hundreds 
of red ants fell from the leaves 
onto 
the 
track. 
McGehee 
sprayed the APC with insect 
killer and said, “ You’ve got to 
watch those red ones. They 
really oat you alive. You get 
these big welts. They’re bad.” 
They moved on, winding 
through the jungle. The lead 
Sheridan would tear a hole 
through the wall of vegetation 
like a football lineman and the 
others would follow. The sun 
grew hotter and time seemed to 
stand still. Would something 
happen? Anything, just to 
break the tedium. 
A couple of hours later, the 
lead tank No. 36, ran into more 
trouble. It became bogged down 
in swamp grass. The GIs wait­ 
ed, cursing, while it was pulled 
free again. 
“ I think we ought to go 
home,” Sabo said, taking off his 
green tanker’s helmet to wipe 
the sweat from his forehead. 
“ The Vietnamese don’t want us 
here and we don’t want to be 
here.” 


An hour later, the men on 21 
heard a crunching sound and 
the track came to a grinding 
halt. A couple of bolts and 
clamps were broken off the 
drive shaft. It took an hour to 
beg the spare parts. 
The GIs bounced up and down 
over the rough terrain as 
though they were cowboys rid­ 
ing bucking broncos. A few 
minutes later, the battery went 
dead on APC 25. Another track 
drove up to jump start 25 and 
they were off once more. 
The armored column speeded 
up as it headed for the base 
camp. The trees grew smaller 
and 
the undergrowth less 
dense. They were finally back. 
II had taken six hours to travel 
five miles. 
“ I don’t think we’ve ever 
found any dinks when we’ve 
gone looking for them,” Hughes 
said, a tattoo of a buzzard on 
his right shoulder and a silver 
Jesus medallion around his 
neck. “ We only find them when 
they want us to. Then, they 
start the shooting first. But 
they haven’t been doing much 
shooting lately.”

Shaker cookery, as it devel­ 
oped in America, has embroi­ 
dered our culinary heritage. 
This religious sect, originally 
founded in New England, estab­ 
lished communities in Massach- 
setts, Maine, Ohio, Indiana, 
New York and Kentucky during 
the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
centuries and is credited with 
the introduction of a number of 
culinary innovations. 
The Shakers embellished 
their foods with home-grown 
spices and herbs and are 
thought to be the first to 
produce them commercially for 
the American market. The 
foods for their tables came 
from the fields surrounding 
their villages and included a 
variety of fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables, nuts, grains and dairy 
products. Their food is simple, 
nutritious and artfully pre­ 
pared. 
A sampling of foods in the 
Shaker tradition can be enjoyed 
today with a culinary assist 
from convenience food prod­ 
ucts.

GERT AND 'MY CHILDREN7 
Working To Help Those In Need

S u p p o rted 
by 
h e r 
own 
crutches, Gert Foley works to 
strengthen limbs of severely 
retarded or crippled children at 
Marin Skateland in San Rafael. 
She supervises four one-hour 
therapy sessions on Wednesday 
and T hursday m ornings for 
handicapped children on roller 
sk ates 
from 
eight. 
M arin 
schools. 
Mrs Foley, 59, was bedridden 
in traction for 10 years and 
underwent 22 operations. She 
learned firsthand what exercise 
can do. Now a volunteer thera­ 
pist, Gert says, “ I believe I am 
the first to use skating as a 
therapy. I knew roller skates 
could be locked and used as 
weights. I used to skate when 
my boy was little, hopping 
along with my crutches and 
away I’d go. I did that to prove 
to my son that no one is ever so 
bad that he cannot get better.” 
At the rink Gert works with a 
class of small children who 
hobble on heavy skates, stimu­ 
lated to try by the vast space 
and the idea of going skating. 


GERT SINGLES out a feeble 
youngster on supports. She 
slowly steps backward, urging 
him to lift one foot after anoth­ 
er and come to her outstretched 
arm s. When he reaches Gert, 
she hugs him, knowing how 
hard that walk was for him. 
Insisting a crippled child 


build bis legs by exercise in 
order to walk, Gert resists help 
ing him. If he falls, she offers 
her own crutch with which he 
can pull himself up. 
“ You do if,” she challenges. 
If he refuses, Gert will stay 
urging him “ if it is a half-hour” 
until he tries to get up by 
himself. 
“ We can help them,” Gert 
says. “These little youngsters 
have so many years ahead. 
Institutions should be for men­ 
tal cases no one can reach. I 
feel defeated when they take 
one I know I can help away 
from me to put in an institution 
where he will become nothing 
but a vegetable.” 
Patience brings some out of a 
daze. When one boy looks up at 
a large sign above the roller 
rink, Gert knows he wants to 
sound out words. 


BEG U N 
T H R E E 
AND 
one-half years ago, skating 
therapy no longer is experimen­ 
tal; results are proven, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Foley. She needs 
the gift of a movie camera or a 
volunteer 
cam eram an 
who 
would film the children from 
time to time to document their 
progress for doctors. 
“ Oh, I wish I’d had a cam era 
last week,” says Gert, speaking 
about a little curly-haired girl 
who sat on the floor, banged 
her head and screamed when 
she was carried to her first 


skating session three and one- 
half years ago. Last week that 
child made her first march 
across the rink clutching only a 
shoestring Gert held out, before 
her. 
Working closely with the chi! 
dren’g teachers, Gert says she 
may not know all the children’s 
names but she knows their ail­ 
ments. 
“ I teach aides to support 
properly and not drag the chil 
dren. If if is not done right, if 
could be injurious.” 
Teachers and volunteer aides 
support the more unsteady chil­ 
dren. 
Gert says that volunteering is 
the only way she can repay her 
own doctors and nurses for 
their time, love and patience. 
By helping others recover, she 
is helping their doctors. 


GERT WAS born and reared 
in San Rafael. As a young 
woman she planned to become 
an orthopedic nurse, but she 
injured her knee in 1927. Her 
doctor told her she would never 
be able to go info nurse’s train­ 
ing. 
“My life was dead,” she says. 
Complications from her injury 
required 22 operations. 
Gert 
was bedridden and then on 
crutches ever since her teen 
years. Her mother, constantly 
with her during her bedridden 
years, gave her therapy and 
encouragement. 


“ After my recovery I went 
for my first outing in a car and 
was 
injured 
in a 
five-car 
crash.” She was bedridden in­ 
term ittently for the next five 
years. 
“ I always prayed to God to 
open the door to how I was 
supposed to work,” says Gert. 
“ While you are in the hospital 
you have visitors, other pa­ 
tients, doctors and nurses. It is 
when you go home that people 
forget you.” 


SHE DECIDED to devote her 
life to shut-ins and founded the 
Marin County Shut-in Society in 
1938. Gert held meetings in her 
hom e 
while 
bedridden 
for 
groups interested in helping 
shut ins. She organized raffles 
of shut ins’ handicraft, raised 
money for supplies, paper and 
stam ps, and planned card par­ 
ties and barn dances. 
“ I could not have done this 
work without the help of the 
wonderful people in all the or­ 
ganizations of Marin County,” 
says Gert 
She 
also organized 
high 
school and adult “ walk abouts” 
(well people) to work for shut 
ins. Some of those boys and 
girls 
went into the medical 
world later. Gert asks parents 
to teach children to help shut- 
ins. There is a great need for 
volunteers. 
When Gert was well enough, 
she did shut-ins’ shopping with 


their pink slips from the wel­ 
fare departm ent. She found 
shut-ins th at w elfare did n 't 
know about, hidden away. 
“ When the shut-ins would see 
me on crutches, they’d think, 
‘Hell, if she can do it, I can 
too.’ 
“ j/y crutches have never 
been a handicap to me. I still 
have had my mind, heart and 
hands,” says Mrs. Foley, who 
has also volunteered to nurse 
cancer cases. 
“THIS SKATING therapy is 
good for me too,” says Gert. “ I 
am keeping busy and keeping 
my mind off my own prob­ 
lem s.” 
For 25 years Gert worked as 
radio-telephone operator at Yel­ 
low Cab Company in San Ra­ 
fael. She was often at the old 
skating rink in San Rafael with 
her son, Mike, “ whose life was 
skating.” He competed in na­ 
tional 
meets and 
became a 
figure-skating cham pion. He 
now owns a skating rink in 
Greensboro, N.C., where he, 
too, works with crippled chil 
dren. 
Roller rinks in San Leandro 
and San Mateo also have start 
ed skating therapy, according 
to Gert. 
Gert comes to the rink every 
day. Even after long hours of 
working with crippled children 
in the morning, she stays for

By BARBARA HOSMER 
The age-old question of why 
women have not produced the 
works of genius in the arts that 
men have kept the panel and 
audience arguing and counter- 
arguing k st night at the College 
of Marin program on women 
and the arts. 
Distinguished concert pianist 
Sari Biro term ed woman in 
music as a “ re-creator” rather 
than a powerful creator. 
“ There’s something about a 
m an-sized com position th at 
cannot be done by a woman,” 
Mme. Biro said. But, she said, 
talent will come out, whether in 
man, woman or child. 
HER OWN concert career she 
said had been “ decided by 
Providence.” 
Anitra Earle, film and dram a 
critic for the San Francisco 
Chronicle, had previously been 
an orchestra conductor and a 
composer. 
“ But,” she said, “ it takes an 
extremely forceful personality 
to conduct an orchestra of 1(50 
pieces. I was not that personali­ 
ty.” She said that often espe­ 
cially the older musicians in the 
all-male orchestra had trouble 
“ taking orders from a young 
girl standing at the podium.”

She added that writing per­ 
haps has been more successful 
for women with talent than the 
other arts because “you can 
find the 15 or 20 minutes a day 
to write if you really are a 
w riter,” despite family obliga­ 
tions. 
M rs. M arcus said that a 


woman w riter with a family 
has to make choices and some­ 
times the family does not win 
out. 
“ Time itself is different in 
writing than in the field of 
m usic,” she said. 
A MEMBER of the audience 
rem arked that women don’t get 
the opportunity to express 
them selves creativ ely other 
than in domestic tasks •— a 
woman who wishes to paint 
may have to express herself by 
compensating in passionate re­ 
decorating of her house. 
When asked if she would ever 
return to conducting or compos­ 
ing for an o rch estra, Miss 
Earle replied, “ I would have to 
closet myself and do two years 
of daily ear-training to get my 
ear back again because I was 
composing for a huge orches­ 
tra. I’m not sure that I ever 
will again.” 
But all three panelists agreed 
that “ talent will win out.” 
The panel on the arts was one 
in the weekly College of Marin 
series “Women: Past, Present 
and Future.”

LOS ANGELES - The Cali­ 
fornia Parent-Teacher Associa­ 
tion board of managers at its 
m eeting la st T hursday re a f­ 
firmed support of the venereal 
disease instruction bill (AB 950, 
Fong). That action means the 
P-TA members are encouraged 
to work to override the gover­ 
nor’s veto of the measure, the 
P-TA announced. 
“ As things now stand, even if 
parents do call in that they 
wish their children to have VD 
instruction, they must see the 
m aterials to be presented, and 
if a teacher happens to slip up, 
he can lose his credentials. 
Thus very little instruction is 
now going on at a time when 
our children can’t w ait,” said 
Mrs. Robert T. Adams, Lafay­ 
ette, legislative advocate for 
public welfare and health. 
The group heard a report by 
Mrs. Everett Barr, Yreka, state 
Board of Education observer, 
on inform ation presented to 
that board regarding the vener­ 
eal disease epidemic in Califor­ 
nia. 
Said Mrs. Barr, “ In 10 years, 
if current rates continue, one 
out of two students will contract 
VD before com pleting high 
school. These statistics do not 
tell the full human toll. The 
state spends 14 million dollars a 
year on VD patients, including 
two million in care for the 
syphilitic insane and half a 
million in care for the syphilitic 
blind. The counties spent 23 
million last year to treat gonor­ 
rhea alone.”

Houlgate Davenport Is Worth 
Visit To Exhibit In Sausalito 


By LAURA DEVENDORF 
It’s worth a pilgrimage to the 
Sausalito Art Center, 630 Ne­ 
vada Street, just to see Houl­ 
gate Davenport’s work which is 
part of a Sausalito artists’ show 
there through the 26th of this 
month. 
If anyone can sum up the 
return to nostalgia and the 
seeking of a lovelier, more in­ 
nocent time, Miss Davenport 
does with wash drawings and 
pastels which cover ground 
from farmland to the opera 
house. 
All look a little like something 
discovered in a relative’s attic. 
All have that darkened look of 
age about them and that sense 
of lost, yet desired time. Their 
colors are suppressed. The roll­ 
ing spring hills are not acid 
with green nor is a white cot­ 
tage really white. And Miss 
Davenport’s swirling, dream­ 
like strokes represent after im­ 
ages of time, person or place 
rather than those things in their 
present clear detail. 
Subject matter - a formal 
room or an organdy crisp lady 
in the afternoon —also recall an 
earlier time. And while none of 
the places or participants seem 
happy, they are soft and dim 


like daydreams or remember­ 
ing and they hold you in them 
the same way. 
Not all the other artists 
shown with Miss Davenport 
treat you as gently. Some, liter­ 
ally assault you, such as Rich­ 
ard Allen with his wall-sized, 
“ In Search of America,” its 
garish stars, dots, curlicues, 
and its Indians, wolves, trees 
and mountains all painted in 
hard, coarse colors. 
Sculptor Mike de Leon can be 
gentle or not depending upon 
whether he uses wood or plas­ 
tic. In wood, he develops its 
warmth by staining, painting, 
encrusting it with grainy ce­ 
ment or by carv ing it to reveal 
its flowing grain. In plastic, he 
is as cold as his medium, as he 
develops two lighted pieces 
with inner planes, tubes, hoses, 
knobs 
and 
balls 
growing 
through or from clear cast col­ 
umns. 
Rex Gross also works pleas­ 
antly in wood, carving a mod­ 
ern totem with sections of it 
laminated, collaged and paint­ 
ed. 
And there are several crafts­ 
men in the exhibit, among them 
glass blowers John Baldwin, 
Larry Sark and Richard Slater. 


Baldwin’s twisted tubes with 
sections felted in red, and 
Sark’s giant hand bell form in 
oil slick colors are more sculp­ 
tural than utilitarian. And while 
Slater is more conservative, his 
scallops of color and the tex- 
tured reds combined with navy 
give his work richness. 
Interspersed among the re­ 
maining paintings, drawing and 
sculpture are some delightful 
children’s paintings. Maybe it’s 
the unguarded mood enjoyed in 
Miss Davenport's things which 
makes one so receptive. What­ 
ever — the children’s work 
often scores more points than 
the adult’s more self-conscious 
efforts. 


The Novato Parks and Recre­ 
ation Commission has request­ 
ed the Novato Committee of the 
Marin Trails Council to .set 
priorities and cost estimates on 
proposed hiking, equestrian and 
bicycle trails.

Environment 


Are Linked 


SAN FRANCISCO (DPI) - 
The American Petroleum Insti­ 
tute ended its annual meeting 
Tuesday with Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., saying the 
search for new oil and gas 
reserves must be made with a 
concern for the environment. 
Jackson, an unannounced 
Democratic presidential aspir­ 
ant and chairman of the Senate 
Interior Committee, told 2,000 
oil executives that the days 
have passed when energy poli­ 
cy issues could be privately 
resolved by industry and gov­ 
ernment leaders. 
“ Many in industry continue to 
restrict their positions to the 
traditional issues associated 
with debate or energy policy,” 
Jackson said. “ Today’s policy 
decisions, whether of major or 
minor importance, must turn 
on issues that were not even 
considered a few years ago.” 
He said the new factors in­ 
cluded quality of the environ­ 
ment, “ a wide range of related 
national policies,” and our role 
in the world community.

PITTSBURGH (UPIV-The 48 
-day coal mine strike was 
practically over today in west­ 
ern Pennsylvania, northern 
West Virginia and parts of east­ 
ern Ohio. 


A back to work movement 
begun Monday, two days after 
the signing of the national con­ 
tract, picked up Tuesday and 
accelerated further today. Unit­ 
ed Mine Worker leaders in Ihe 
nation’s soft coal fields held a 
series of briefing sessions to 
dispel the rank-and-file mem­ 
bers’ suspicions of President 
Nixon’s pay Jboard and their 
own union. 


In West Virginia, at least 
three quarters of the estimated 
40.000 soft coal miners had re­ 
turned to work. In Kentucky, 
Indiana, Illinois, Virginia and 
all coal states west of the Mis­ 
sissippi UMW leaders Tuesday 
reported all of their men would 
return on regular shifts, start­ 
ing at midnight. 


In Ohio, where 9.000 miners 
remained off the job Tuesday, 
miners began trickling back on 
the midnight “ hoot-owl” shift, 
though five mines employing 
1.000 men remained shut along 
the Ohio river.

NEW YORK (UP1) - Vida 
Blue today became the young­ 
est player and only the fifth 
pitcher ever to win the Ameri­ 
can League's Most Valuable 
Player Award when he was 
accorded that honor in balloting 
by the* Baseball Writers Asso­ 
ciation of America. 


Blue, who earlier this year 
became the youngest player 
ever to win the Cy Young 


Award as the league’s outstand­ 
ing pitcher, received 14 out of 
24 possible first place votes and 
finished with 268 points to easi­ 
ly outdistance teammate Sal 
Bando (182). Baltimore’s Frank 
Robinson was third with 170 
points and team mate Brooks 
Robinson took fourth with 163. 


Mickey Ixdich of Detroit, the 
only other player to get a first 
place vote, was fifth at 155. 


Blue, 22, was the only player 
named on every ballot and de 
poses C in cin n ati’s Johnny 
Bench, last year’s MVP in the 
national league, as the youngest 
player to win the honor. Blue*, 
who helped Oakland to the 
American league western divi­ 
sion title, is the first athletics’ 
player to win the MVP since 
Bobby Shantz won with the then 
Philadelphia A;s in 1952. He is 
alos only the fifth pitcher ever 


to win both the MVP and Cy 
Young Award in the same sea­ 
son, the others being Don New- 
combe (Brooklyn), Sandy Kou- 
fax (Los Angeles), Bob Gibson 
(St. ixuiis) and Dennis McLain 
(Detroit). 


The only other pitchers who 
took MVP honors in the Ameri­ 
can league were Hal Newhous- 
er, Spud Chandler, Mcl«ain and 
Shantz. 


Blue had a sensational first 
half of the season before taper 
ing off after the All-Star break. 
He finished with a 248 record 
and 
a 
league-leading 
1.82 
earned run average. He com 
pleted 24 of his 39 starts with 
eight shutouts and 301 strike­ 
outs. 


Bando, the Oakland third 
baseman, batted .271 with 24 
homers and 94 runs batted in. 


Frank Robinson hit 281 with 28 
homers and 99 RBIs and Brooks 
Robinson hit .272 with 20 hom­ 
ers and 92 runs batted in. Lol- 
ieh’s 25 victories were tops in 
the major leagues.

It Was Long Season 
At College Of Marin

What can you say if your football team loses all 
nine of its games? 


If you’re Dick Read, you smile gamely, and 
talk of next year and the hopes of things to come. 
For Read, College of Marin’s coach, it’s all new, 
this winless thing. 


“It’s never happened to me before,” said Read, 
“as a player or as a coach.” Read has been 
coaching at Marin for 11 years and coached high 
school football five years before that. 


THIS WINLESS thing hasn’t happened to either 
of Read’s assistant coaches, eithr. Ed Grimm has 
been coaching for 21 years and Pett Limm 14 
years. This year the Tars of Marin lost eight of 
its nine games. 
And it’s all been so sudden. In 1967 and 1968 
Read had back-to-back conference champion­ 
ships. Then two years later the bottom fell out of 
the Marin football program. 


“I guess the kids just have a lot of outside 
interests now,” said Read. “Some of the kids who 
played high-school football just don't want to play 
football any more.” There are about 10 boys on 
the Marin campus who played high school hall 
but didn’t ever come out for football for the Tars. 


THE CROWDS are not as big at Marin Tar 
football games. The student pressure to play 
football is much greater in high school than in 
junior college. There is just not the glory in J.C. 
football as there is in prep ball. All these are 
factors. In addition to all this, the big four-year 
colleges get some of the best players off the high 
school fields. 
What can Read do next year to stop this College 
of Marin tailspin? 
“ We must go out and do a selling job, one heck 
of a selling job,” he said. “If we get our share of 
athletes we’ll do all right. 


READ POINTS out the Tars had a chance to 
win in most of their games. They weren’t 
completely out of things, as some of the confer­ 
ence statistics supplied by College of Marin 
student Jim Smith points out. They were behind 
in first downs 62-54 and in total yardage were 
• behind by only 42 yards, 1371 to 1329. The Tars’ 
passing yardage was better than the opposition, 
755 to 432. But those are numbers. The 0-9 record 
is the thing. 
Other factors led to Marin’s undoing. The Tars 
used to compete in the Golden Valley Conference, 
made up of smaller junior colleges which drew 
from fewer high schools. Those championship 
years of 1967 and ’68 were in the GVC. Now Marin 
is competing in the Camino Norte Conference, 
with the majority of junior colleges there drawing 
‘ talent from more high schools than Marin, which 
draws from nine high schools. 
And that tough schedule of non-conference 
games didn’t help. 
Well, there’s always next year. Good luck, 
Marin coaching staff. I hope you can bounce 
back.

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HOUSTON (UPI)—Muham­ 
mad Ali takes his comeback 
campaign into the Astrodome 
ring tonight super-confident he 
can whip two opponents at the 
same time —the hulking Buster 
Mathis in the opposite corner 
and the unseen spirit of heavy­ 
weight champion Joe Frazier. 


Ali, although running to just a 
touch of fat at 223 pounds, was 
a 7-1 favorite to make the 260- 
pound 
Mathis, who hasn’t 
fought in 2 1-2 years, his second 
victim since being beaten by 
Frazier last March. 
“ It’s B uster’s last stand,” 
trumpeted Ali for the ump­ 
teenth time at his final news 
conference before the 12-round 
closed-circuit TV bout starting 
in the Astrodome at 9:50 p.m. 
CST. “Ain’t no way he can go 
with me.” 
Radio station KTIM-FxM will 
broadcast live, starting at 7 
p.m. 
But Ali, who insists at 29 he 
now is “right in the middle of 
prime,” quickly switches the 
prefight talk from Mathis to 
Frazier every chance he gets 
and obviously thinks a great 
deal more about the champion 
who beat him than the man he 
is facing now. 
“You come to the fight and 
watch,” Ali invited his audi­ 
ence. “ You watch the attend­ 
ance and you watch the people 
I bring in. and then you decide 
who really is the king of boxing. 
And it isn’t Joe Frazier. 
“ I gave Joe Frazier such a 
bad beating the last time he 
went in the hospital. I been 
running all over the world since 
then and fighting —beating 
Jimmy Ellis and now I’m gon­ 
na beat Mathis. And Frazier, 
what’s he doin’? He's just sit­ 
ting. 
“The next time I meet him 
(Frazier) is going to be easy. E- 
Z. I’m gonna beat him the same 


way I beat Jimmy Ellis —stick 
and move, stick and move and 
stay out of corners. What do 
you mean, suppose he don’t let 
me do that? He can't help it.” 


Meanwhile —and there is no 
indication yet when a second 
Ali-Frazier fight might be held 
—there is the Mathis bout, 
which will be TV’d to 106 loca­ 
tions with 500,000 seats in the 
United States as well as 27 
foreign countries. 


Mathis returns to the ring 
wars at age 27 for the first time 
since losing a 12-round decision 
to Jerry Quarry on March 24, 
1969. After that fight, the big 
man, who has been beset by 
many personal problems, went 
into seclusion. 
During his idleness, his fi­ 
nances dwindled and nowr he 
returns allegedly with his belief 
in himself renewed and a hope 
he can earn himself once again 
an important spot in the heavy­ 
weight picture. 
Mathis’ claim to fame is his 
three fights with Frazier —two 
victories over Smoking Joe as 
an amateur and an 11-round 
knockout by Frazier in a title 
fight in 1968. 
“All 1 know is Frazier got 
$160,000 the time he beat me 
and I got trophies the times I 
beat him,” Mathis said rueful­ 
ly- 
“ I’m gonna beat him the 
same way I boat Ellis —in and 
out —whoosh, whoosh, smack, 
smack. One thing, if I get inside 
and him him and he don’t go, 
I'm gonna back out of there 
quick. I got to watch out that I 
don’t punch myself out. 
“No, I’m not gonna try for 
any early knockout. I’m just 
gonna try for whatever I can 
do. 
“ I'm the one who livens 
everything up. You watch and 
see. Joe Frazier is just sitting.”

Outboard Contributes 
Little To Pollution 


A reader writes: I see the 1972 outboard motors 
are being advertised as entirely “drainless.” 
What does that really mean? 
The outboard motor manufacturers are very 
senstive about this because in the past summer 
outboards have been attacked quite unreasonably 
and untruthfully in most cases as being big 
contributors to water pollution. 
They were attacked on the 
on 
basis that older outboards per­ 
mitted unbumed fuel and oil 
which collected in the crank­ 
case under some cold, and slow 
running conditions, to drain into 
the water through small drains, 
or bleed holes. 


These “overboard drains” , as 
they were called, have long 
been abandoned on the larger 
horsepower engines and the 
ones on the small engines con­ 
tributed only very slightly and 
briefly to pollution because the 
engines themselves used so lit­ 
tle fuel. What fuel did get into 
the water disintegrated very 
quicidy by bacterial action. 


However, for 1972 all over­ 
board drains have been elimi­ 
nated by recirculating devices 
which burn all the fuel and oil. 
Thus the engines are called 
“drainless.” 


It’s amazing how boating has 
been singled out for the most 
ruthless attacks by apologists 
for the real polluters — inade- • 
quate municipal sewage treat­ 
ment plants and industry. 


However, it has added to the 
confusion in most boat owner's 
minds about water pollution 
and what’s being done about it. 
Here are some of the questions 
we’ve been asked: 


Q. If a boat conforms to one 
state’s anti-pollution laws 
with regard to marine toilets 
will it be accepted in others? 
A. Not necessarily. Reciproci­ 
ty is not the usual thing be­ 
tween states in this matter even 
when they share the same wa­ 
ters. However under federal 
standards, which are about to 
be published by the Coast 
G uard, uniform ity am ong 
states may eventually come. 


Q. Is it likely that sewage 
chlorinators will be accepta­ 
ble? 
A. It appears almost certain 
that ultim ately boats with

This declaration of in­ 
tent is not binding; you may 
stop or skip a payment when 
you wish.

NEW YORK (U PI) -The 
stock market turned lower to­ 
day amid lingering concern 
about Phase Two and disap­ 
pointment that Treasury Secre­ 
tary John Connally did not un­ 
veil a major piece of economic 
news in a speech here Tuesday 
evening. 
Connally *s speech contained 
few surprises in that it turned 
out to be a staunch defense of 
existing policy instead of what 
had been billed as a major 
policy statement. It was this 
speculation that was partly re­ 
sponsible for the market’s brisk 
rally Tuesday. 
Shortly before noon today, the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which had climbed more than 8 
points Tuesday, was off 3.14 at 
815.57. Declines topped ad­ 
vances by around 200 issues. 
Prices also backed off in slow 
trading on the American Stock 
Exchange. 
Among the most active Amex 
issues were Western Union In­ 
ternational, down more than a 
point on around 30,000 shares, 
Child World down fractionally 
on 20,000 shares, and Prentice- 
Hall, also slightly lower on 18,- 
000 shares. 
Electronic, oil and selected 
specialty stocks w'ere among 
the softest spots on the Big 
Board, with losses ranging to 
more than 3 points.

Sheffield denied it was insol­ 
vent — a state necessary for 
the involuntary bankruptcy. 
Meanwhile, the firm reached 
an agreement in principle with 
SSIH of Switzerland (Societe 
Suisse pour ITndustries Horlo- 
gere S.A.) whereby SSIH will 
make a substantial investment 
in Sheffield in return for a 
controlling interest. Represent­ 
atives of the firms recently met 
with agents of institutional and 
trade 
creditors to jointly 
present a plan for settlement of 
the creditors’ claims. Details 
have not been made public. 
In the case of bankruptcy, the 
trustee, at the appointment of 
the court, usually notifies all 
shareholders of record. In addi­ 
tion, news of a publicly held 
firm’s insolvency is automati­ 
cally published in various finan­ 
cial newspapers.

TOKYO (UPD-Japan’s two 
largest automobile companies 
announced today they will halt 
expansion of their dealer net­ 
works in the United States.

"We do not intend to increase 
the number of our company's 
dealers in the United States any 
further,” said Katsuji Kawama- 
ta, president of the Nissan Mo­ 
tor Co., maker of Datsun autos. 
A spokesman for the Toyota 
Motor Company said that the 
dealerships in America w’ould 
be stabilized at the end of this

Toyota also began sales op­ 
erations in the United States in 
the early 1960s. It had 881 
outlets at the end of August of 
this year, up from 792 at the 
end of 1969.

On Highway 


Death Tolls 


NEW YORK (UPD—The Unit­ 
ed States still is not making a 
real scientific attack on the 
problem of curbing slaughter 
on the highways, Prof. Robert 
L. Hess, director of Michigan’s 
Highway Safety Research Insti­ 
tute, says. 
Hess also says the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin­ 
istration’s (NHTSA) air bag pro­ 
gram is a $2 billion gamble that 
may never pay off In saved 
lives. Further, he doesn’t be­ 
lieve the NHTSA staff should 
continue to be allowed to be 
their own masters. They should 
be brought under supervisory 
control of "a qualified scientific 
executive committee” responsi­ 
ble to the White House, he said. 


Hess presented his views to 
the ad hoc committee of the 
President’s Office of Science 
and Technology early in Sep­ 
tember. 
He said the problem of high­ 
way deaths must be attacked 
on a number of fronts at once 
and all these attacks will be 
expensive. He suggested the $2 
billion that could be saved by 
abandoning the airbag venture 
be used to finance other ap­ 
proaches. 


Hess listed these areas of 
attack as: 


—Vastly expanded public am­ 
bulance and hospital emergen­ 
cy room facilities. 


—Making the roads them­ 
selves safer by means of cu­ 
shioned guard rails and other 
obstacles an out-of-control car 
may hit. 


—Tough laws to compel peo­ 
ple to wear safety belts. 


—Tough laws against drink­ 
ing drivers and scientific en­ 
forcement standards for such 
laws. 
He said the object should be 
to prevent all problem drinkers 
from driving. He presented sta­ 
tistical data indicating that at 
present only about one-fourth of 
the drivers on the road who 
have drunk too much are ap­ 
prehended. These usually have 
a blood alcohol content of 0.10 
to above 0.15—yet a blood alco­ 
hol content of 0.05 can increase 
that driver’s chances of having 
an accident by 600 per cent. 
Finally, he said, of 40,000 
drinking drivers arrested on 
Michigan’s highways in two- 
and-a-half years, 30,000 turned 
out to be identifiable problem 
drinkers, yet fewer than 1,000 
ever had any enlightened treat­ 
ment or social service care.

South Vietnam Oil 
Trump Card In Paris

PARIS - There is a whiff of 
oil about the Vietnam peace 
conference these days which is 
proving a strong trump card 
behind the scenes in the hands 
of the new U.S. delegation lead- 


er. William Porter. 
Important oil sources were 
discovered last December along 
the coasts of South Vietnam. 
According to the French Com­ 
pagnie Fancaise des Petrole, 
there is "lots and lots” of oil in 
South Vietnam. 


Porter makes no secret about 


his new bargaining weapon. 
While President Nixon’s policy 
of withdrawal of American 
combat troops from Vietnam 
remains valid, it is agreed now 
among American officials that 
it will be necessary to bring 
into South Vietnam specialists, 
technicians and oil-pumping 
equipment, and also no doubt to 
maintain for a long time to 
come the essential framework 
of the giant American bases 
situated along the coast line of 
South Vietnam from Da Nang 
to Cam Ranh. 


Thanks to the oil, the Ameri 
can delegation at the Paris 
peace conference now knows 
where it is going. 


The Saigon regime has sud­ 
denly become a more valid 
negotiating partner. 


South Vietnam negotiations 
with 15 American oil compa­ 
nies, of which Gulf and Caltex 
are the most important, have 


been conducted with notable 
speed. The Japanese are also in 
on the deal, Japan being the 
biggest oil importer in Asia 


with around 160 million tons a 
year. 


The South Vietnam peace 
conference delegation in Paris 
reports that negotiations with 
the oil corporations are virtual­ 
ly completed. Concessions are 
expected to be formally granted 
as soon as the Saigon presiden­ 
tial election is out of the way. 
These concessions will be on 
the same lines as those now 
accorded the producing coun­ 
tries of the Near East. The 
corporations will pay conces­ 
sion rights and share the pro- 
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duction revenue with the South 
Vietnam government. 
South Vietnam sources in 
Paris say that production of 
crude oil should start within a 
year, except for such conces­ 
sions as apply only to sub-soil 
exploration. 
The South Vietnamese Com­ 
munists of the National Libera­ 
tion Front have, of course, 
reacted violently to what they 
describe as “ a giving away of 
the national heritage.” 


The front has already solemn­ 
ly announced that it considers 
these oil agreements as null 
and void in advance 


They realize that the arrival 
of even a coalition government 
in Saigon (as constantly called 


for by the North Vietnam and 
Liberation Front delegations at 
the Paris peace conference ta­ 


ble) would endanger their new 
oil interests in South Vietnam.

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Squatters, Army Engineers Battle 
Over Scenic Delaware River Land 


SHAWEE ON THE DELA­ 
WARE, Pa. (U P I)-A lonely 
and beautiful patch of land 
stretching nearly two miles 
along the Delaware River has 
become the center of a bitter 
controversy between Army en­ 
gineers and 46 dropouts from 
society. 
The 250-acres are owned by 
the government and are des­ 
tined to be part of a 10,000-acre 
lake when the controversial 
Tocks Island Dam is built. 
The squatters—men, women 


and children—have insisted 
they be allowed to live on the 
land until construction of the 
dam begins. The Army Corps of 
Engineers, with equal insist­ 
ence, has demanded they leave. 
Events within the next two 
weeks may decide which side 
will have its way. 
U.S. Magistrate Raymond J. 
Durkin of Wilkes-Barre was ex­ 
pected to rule on a trespassers 
suit brought by the engineers in 
a move to have the squatters 
evicted. An attempt by Army 


engineers to level some of the 
homes last Sept. 3 failed when 
the squatters blocked the bull­ 
dozers by climbing on the roofs 
of the houses still standing. 
“They are trespassers,” a 
corps spokesman said, “and the 
law is the law. We leased some 
of the homes to them when it 
was already government land, 
but the leases were not re­ 
newed. It was all perfectly le­ 
gal.” 
The proposed project also has 
come under increasing fire 


from local and national envi­ 
ronmental groups. A corps re­ 
port on the environmental im­ 
pact of the $239 million project 
has been submitted to the Pres­ 
ident’s Council on Environmen­ 
tal Quality. 
The dam and its 37-mile long 
reservoir will serve as the focal 
point of the Delaware Water 
Gap recreational area, 70,000 
acres of land straddling New 
York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. It has been designed to 
handle more than 10,000,000 vis­ 
itors each year. 
The squatters point to the 
uncertain future of the project 
as one reason for fighting evic­ 
tion. 
Christian Evans, 32, former 
government manpower consult­ 
ant, lives in a small home on 
the disputed land with his wife 


and young child. He wants to 
stay. 
"All we are saying is that this 
land is in hiatus,” Evans said, 
"and we just want to peacefully 
occupy the dwellings until the 
public decides.” 
The squatters say they are a 
“peaceful people” who work 
small farms, raise children and 
quietly live their own life 
styles. 
Evans said most of the 33 
adults first leased the homes 
and then tried to buy them, but 
the engineers refused to sell. 
A corps spokesman denied 
this and said most of the squat­ 
ters now on the land never 
leased, but simply moved into 
the houses. 
“They’re trying to freeze us 
out,” said Banko Omedelli, 32, 
author of children’s books who 


heads the squatters parents 
committee. 
"There are only four houses 
left with electricity and heat in 
them so we’ve put all the chil­ 
dren there. 
We're trying to 
store food up for the winter.” 


Peter Degelleke, a supervisor 
for the National Parks Service 
in the Tocks Island area, is the 
government man closest to the 
disputed area. 


“I’d say it’s a pretty tense 
situ a tio n ,” D egellek e said. 
“The local residents are very' 
concerned. Some of these peo­ 
ple go on relief, others live in 
unsanitary conditions. There’s 
always a danger of a flare-up 
between the two factions.” 


Veronica Reiner, 24, who 
lives with her husband, Rich­ 
ard, on the federal land, blames 


the squatter’s bad image on the 
authorities. 


"Young 
kids 
have come 
around here shooting our dogs 
because the Army Corps of 
Engineers has made an image 
of what a squatter is,” she said. 
“They say we’re sloppy, stupid, 
dirty people and they don’t give 
us any alternative.” 


Degelleke, who has observed 
the situation for two years, 
wants to see the squatters go. 


“After all,” he said, “if these 
people can take up residence 
on public land so can you or I 
or 200 million other people.”

Singapore No Longer 
Flies British Ensign 


LONDON (UPI) -The British 
Royal Navy’s white ensign has 
been hauled down for the last 
time at Singapore, once Impe ri­ 
al Britain’s mightiest foreign 
base. 
For the first time in 150 
years—broken 
only 
by 
a 
three-and-one half year inter­ 
lude of World War II Japanese 
occupation—there is no British 
garrison at the strategic and 
commercial crossroads of the 
Far East. 
For the past six years Singa­ 
pore Island has been an inde­ 


pendent republic. But it still 
was linked to Britain by a 
defense agreement backed by 
the Royal Navy’s Far Eastern 
Command and an army garri­ 
son and strong air force units. 
Now that pact has lapsed, 
too, under the stress of strin­ 
gent economy needs that have 
compelled Britain to carry out 
an all but total military pullout 
east of Suez. 
The last British warships 
have steamed away from the 
strategic island which Sir Stam­ 
ford Raffles, one of the pioneers 


of the British Empire, persuad­ 
ed the Sultan of Johore to cede 
to the East India Company in 
1819. 


Far Eastern Command has 
closed its doors. 


Henceforth Britain’s military 
“ presence” at what once was 
her proudest Far Eastern for­ 
tress has been slashed to a 
modest share in a new five- 
national Commonwealth de­ 
fense force. 
The former defense pact, un­ 
der which Britain was pledged 
to rush to the defense of either 
Singapore or neighboring Ma­ 
laysia, has been replaced by a 
new agreement reached in Lon­ 
don last April. 
Under this agreement, the 
five member countries—Brit­ 
ain, Australia, New Zealand, 


Malaysia an 1 Singapore—prom­ 
ised to consu't immediately in 
case of any externa! attack 
against Malaysia or Singapore. 


But it stopped short of an 
undertaking to come automati­ 
cally to the aid of the two 
Southeast Asian countries. 


Under the new agreement, 
the former British garrison in 
Singapore has been replaced by 
a mixed brigade totalling alx>ut 
7,t)00 men. It consists of 3,.'100 
Australians, 2,550 British and 
1,150 New Zealand troops under 
a British commander. 
Malaysia also will contribute 
24 army battalions stationed on 
her own territory and Singa­ 
pore will contribute eight sta­ 
tioned on the island. 
The naval force, also under a 
British officer, consists now of 


two British, one Australian and 
one New Zealand frigates or 
destroyers and an Australian 
submarine. 


Later, the British contribu­ 
tion may be stepped up to six 
frigates and one submarine al­ 
ternating with the Australian 
submarine. 


The air setup will consist of 
44 Australian Mirage fighter- 
tjombers—eight of them based 
on Singapore Island and the 
rest at Butterworth Air Base in 
western Malaysia. 
There also will be a detach­ 
ment of British Shackleton 
maritime reconnaissance air­ 
craft—to be replaced in 1972 by 
Nimrods—British Whirlwind 
helicopters and New Zealand 
air force Bristol freighters and 
Iroquois helicopters. 


In addition to the permanent 
commonwealth force based in 
Singapore and Malaysia, Bri­ 
tish, Australian and New Zea­ 
land troops will use the former 
British jungle warfare school in 
Malaysia and British planes 
and ships will visit tnc area 
regularly.

Catholic Schools Put 


Responsibility First 


A teacher strike has come to 
Marin County —and at an unex­ 
pected place. 
On Monday, the Independent 
Secondary Teachers Associa­ 
tion, which is affiliated neither 
with the California Federation 
of Teachers nor the California 
Teachers Association, went on 
strike at the seven high schools, 
operated by the Roman Catho­ 
lic Archdiocese of San Francis­ 
co, among which is Marin Cath­ 
olic High School in Kentfield. 
There have been teacher 
strikes in neighboring counties 
— San Francisco, Contra Costa, 
San Mateo. But school officials 
in Marin generally have clung 
to the belief that “it can’t 
happen here.” 
And if anyone had speculated 
where a teacher strike was 
most likely to occur in Marin 
County, probably Marin Catho­ 
lic High School would never 
have occurred to him. But 
that’s where Marin has its first 
teacher walkout. 


AT ISSUE ARE SALARIES, 
which the Independent Second­ 
ary Teachers Association com­ 
plains are below those in public 
high schools of the Bay Area. 
The Catholic schools have 
been hard-pressed financially 
in recent years. As fewer young 
men and women entered the 
church’s orders which provide 
teachers, the schools have 
found it necessary to hire more 
lay teachers. This has greatly 
inflated their faculty payrolls. 
At the same time, they have 
tried to keep tuition low, so

that all Catholic families could 
have their children educated 
within the church. 
The resulting squeeze has 
forced many Catholic schools 
across the nation to close their 
doors, putting an added burden 
on the tax-supported public 
schools. 
The San Francisco Arch­ 
diocese has 
kept 
its high 
schools operating by granting 
them subsidies. And it has at­ 
tempted to keep salaries com­ 
petitive with the public high 
schools — an attempt which 
has failed because of the rapid 
rise in public school teacher 
pay. 
THE ARCHDIOCESE has de­ 
clared flatly that it will not 
close its schools because of the 
teacher strike. At Marin Catho­ 
lic, more than half the regular 
teachers refused to join the 
strike. With a few substitutes, 
and with administrators filling 
classroom roles, Marin Catho­ 
lic is providing instruction for 
all its classes, according to 
Rev. Francis Lacey, principal. 
The archdiocese, and Marin 
Catholic High School in particu­ 
lar, are to be commended for 
keeping the schools in opera­ 
tion despite a teacher walkout. 
They have rightly placed their 
duty to the students and the 
community above the selfish 
interest of an organized pres­ 
sure group. They deserve the 
full support of all Marin County 
residents in their devotion to 
the public interest and their 
determination not to let educa­ 
tion be disrupted. 


Thar's Gold In Them Thar 


State Consulting Contracts

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) — Looking for 
a lucrative business? Try a consulting 
service — and then get in line for a state 
contract. 
The Joint Legislative Audit Committee 
revealed last week state agencies have 
spent nearly $32 million since 1966 for 
outside consulting services. And many of 
these consulting contracts were awarded 
without competitive bidding. 
The fiscal watchdog committee wants 
to know why millions of dollars of state 
funds are being spent on outside help 
“that state employees could perform at a 
lower cost.’’ 
THE 65-PAGE AUDIT report, prepared 
by Auditor Gen. William E. Merrifield, 
reveals state agencies expended some 
$31.9 million on consulting services be­ 
tween July 1, 1966 and June 30, 1971. Of 
this amount, $6.6 million was spent by 
the Department of Public Works (Divi­ 
sion of Highways); $3.2 million by the 
Department of Education, and the bal­ 
ance of $22.1 million was spread through 
the other agencies. 
In some instances, consultants have 
been paid to evaluate reports by other 
experts. For instance, in 1968 the Division 
of Highways paid Price Waterhouse $9,- 
000 to evaluate the State auditor gener­ 
al’s recommendations concerning its ac­ 
counting and budgeting systems. 
Some agencies obviously have their 
favorites among consultants. A March, 
1970, survey conducted by the manage­ 
ment assistance division of the Depart­ 
ment of General Services revealed 38 of 
50 consulting contracts were awarded 
without going through the process of 
competitive bidding. 
Six organizations have received more 
than $1 million each for consulting se n - 
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ices rendered: University of California, 
$4.2 million; Daniel, Mann, Johnson and 
Mendenhall, $3 million; Arthur Young 
and Co., $2 million; International Engi­ 
neering, $1.9 million; Bechtel Corp., $1.4 
million; and Peat, Marwick. Mitchell and 
Co., $1.2 million. 


“Consultants’ fees are usually more 
than double the salary rates of compara­ 
ble state employees doing the same type 
of work,” observed Assemblyman Vin­ 
cent Thomas, D-San Pedro, legislative 
audit committee chairman. 


The watchdog committee also questions 
whether these high-priced studies are 
actually used by the contracting agen­ 
cies. 


GRUEN ASSOCIATES was paid a high 
price ($750,000) for its “ investigation of 
opportunities and conceptual designs for 
com m unity enhancem ent along the 
adopted Route 105 Century Freeway.” 


The Massachusetts Institute of Technol­ 
ogy was paid $137,000 in 1970-71 for its 
study of “ Community and Environmental 
Factors in Transportation Planning.” 


At the other end of the scale, Moving 
Consultants and Coordinators was paid 
$4,980 to give an estimate of costs for 
moving personal property on parcels to 
be relocated “ in the event they w'ere 
acquired for state highway purposes.” 


A favorite consulting firm of the De­ 
partment of Education is Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell and Co.. which received $102,500 
in 1970-71 for implementing a program 
planning and budgeting system. In 1969- 
70 this firm received $186,500 for similar 
consultation work and in 1968-69 it was 
paid $125,325 for still another “ program 
planning and budgeting system .”

Board O f Supervisors 
Scarcely Consistent 


One reads in the Nov. 10 issue of the I-J 
that the Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors rejected the Kaiser Aetna Co.’s 
proposal to build 145 town house units on 
18 acres in Marinwood. 


It seems some 80 Marinwood residents 
complained the higher density develop­ 
m ent would adversely affect their 
community. The Board ordered the pro­ 
posal modified to 108 units. 


Not too many weeks ago a group of 
Corte Madera residents appeared before 
the same board and opposed construction 
of 121 town house units on an eight acre 
parcel located in the county, but sur­ 
rounded by Corte Madera. The board at 
that time decided that 114 units was not 
too dense for an area that will when 
developed be annexed to Corte Madera. 


If 145 units is too dense for 18 acres and 
the Board saw fit to modify this by 25 per 
cent to 108 units, it would certainly seem 
121 units is way too dense for eight acres 
and a reduction by only 6 per cent to 114 
units is still way too dense for eight 
acres. 
Small wonder citizens are sometimes 
somewhat befuddled by Board action!

Successful Draft 
Counseling Service 


Your editorial “ Youths Need Real 
Draft Counseling” : 
Your opinions are thoughtful and to the 
point. Good draft counseling is needed. 
For the benefit of anyone in your area 
wishing to provide such a service I offer 
the experience of a draft counseling 
service provided in Palo Alto. Called the 
Interfaith Draft Center, it was started by 
15 cooperating churches in the area in 
June 1970,. with the stated purpose of 
providing a generalist, non-coercive 
counseling service for young men at any 
stage of the draft process. We operate on 
something of a financial shoestring, but 
have been able to employ the services of 
a highly professional and objective draft 
counselor who is thoroughly knowledgea­ 
ble in the intricacies of the draft regula­ 
tions. Conduct of the affairs of the draft 
center is by a policy board (one repre­ 
sentative of each of the sponsoring 
churches) and an executive committee of - 
five members and the coordinator. We 
utilize the services of a technical advi­ 
sory board (volunteer attorneys, doctors, 
clergymen and retired service personnel) 
when necessary. We enjoy harmonious 
relations with service recruiters and high 
school counselors and handle referrals 
from those sources. In the past we have 
taken care of about 80 consultations a 
month (fewer now with the mid-summer 
suspension and the lower draft calls since 
the law was extended.) 
If there is interest in Marin County in 
organizing such a service we would be 
happy to provide additional information.

Every counselor I train receives careful 
supervision in those areas, for the young 
man (not we the counselors) is ultimately 
responsible for-his own actions. He alone 
must face pressure from parents, friends, 
selective service, and the m ilitary recrui­ 
ters. As the trial of Lieutenant Calley, 
and the trials at Nuremburg have shown, 
the individual will be held responsible for 
his own action or inaction.

inform ation, 
M arin 
County’s three counseling centers are 
San Ansel mo Draft Help, Mill Valley 
Draft Help, and Marin Peace Coalition. 
You can be sure that young men will not 
be propagandized at these centers. The 
San Anselmo center works in conjunction 
with area lawyers, and all counselors go 
through demanding education and ap­ 
prenticeship programs. I do the draft and 
military counseling at MPC, and have 
been through training with Jewish Peace 
Fellowship, and American Friends, as 
well as having done substantial under­ 
graduate study of values, psychology, 
and religious beliefs . . . 


Having completed two years of alterna­ 
tive civilian service as a conscientious 
objector in Vermont, I am very aware of 
the stress that people face when they 
take a stand against war, and would 
never want a person to take such a stand 
without being sure that is what they 
believe.

Somebody has leaked one 
of Daniel Ellsberg’s very owm papers. 
And he doesn’t like it one bit. He is 
downright “pained’’ by this unauthorized 
disclosure. He thinks it awtful that he 
should be subject to such a grave breach 
of confidentiality. 
What are we coming to that the leading 
practitioner of the right to violate the 
confidentiality of official government pa 
pers should desert to the enemy and 
become very annoyed because he finds 
that somebody is violating the confiden­ 
tiality of his private, personal papers? 
This is very inconsiderate of Dr. Ells- 
berg. Surely those wtio applauded his 
taking classified government documents 
and turning them over to the press 
deserve a whole hero — not just half a 
hero who bravely releases other people’s 
papers to somebody and cnes in agony 
when others release his papers to some­ 
body. 


TELL’EM IT AIN’T SO, Dr. Ellsberg. 
Tell us that you are an all-weather, all­ 
purpose, all-out defender of everybody’s 
right to know everything and that “confi­ 
dentiality” of all documents — public and 
private, government and nongovernment 
— is for the birds. 
Tell us, Dr. Ellsberg, that you don’t 
mean it; that you don’t mean it is all 
right to leak classified government pa­ 
pers. but just isn’t cricket to leak classi­ 
fied private papres. 
Your admirers will begin to wonder.

HERE IS WHAT Dr. Ellsberg is so 
pained about:

WASHINGTON - Some of my col­ 
leagues are playing a sad, sad song for 
Thomas G. Jolley, a young man who 
thought so little of his country that he 
fled to Canada and consciously, intention­ 
ally, with considerable forethought re­ 
nounced his United States citizenship 
rather than se n e in the Armed Forces. 
It is among the first of what will 
become later a small flood of such cases, 
growing as the Vietnamese war winds 
further down, the weekly casualty lists 
diminish, and those who ran away from 
the draft realize that the personal likeli­ 
hood of joining their erstwhile compa­ 
triots in uniform and possibly in a 
military cemetery is acceptably remote. 
JOLLEY’S CASE is celebrated now 
because he came back to this country 
and the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service ruled that as an alien he should 
be deported, and in turn the Supreme 
Court has now upheld that ruling. 
Thus the Washington Post, for one, sets 
Tom Jolley up as a modern-day Philip 
Nolan, a “ man without a country” com­ 
parable to the hero of Edward Everett 
Hale’s famous short story, and a subject 
worth 39 column inches of news space 
beginning on Page One. 
Rather than floating his stateless life 
away on the high seas as Nolan did, 
however, Jolley currently is working as a

dentiality. Dr. Ellsberg delivered a paper 
at one of these seminars Recently it was 
surrendered to the federal government in 
response to a subpoena. 
Dr. Ellsberg felt that this release of his 
paper by the council, even under advice 
of counsel, was an invasion of the privacy 
of what he had written. 
It may well be — and I am not arguing 
it isn’t. 
What I am contending is that if Dr. 
Ellsberg feels that he can decide it is 
appropriate for him to destroy the confi­ 
dentiality of classified government pa 
pers, why is it not equally appropriate 
for the Council on Foreign Relations to 
remove the confidentiality of Dr. Ells- 
bcrg’s classified personal papers? 
IT IS EVIDENT that the council acted 
unilaterally to change its rules without 
consulting Dr. Ellsberg. 
But why should he object to that? 
Didn’t Dr. Ellsberg in the case of the 
Pentagon Papers act u n ilaterally to 
change the government’s rules establish 
ing the confidentiality of the Pentagon 
Papers without consulting with the gov­ 
ernment? 
Or look at it this way: 
If it is proper for Dr. Ellsberg to give 
government secrets to the press by ignor­ 
ing the law, by what logic should Dr. 
Ellsberg complain when the Council on 
Foreign Relations yields his private se 
crets to the government in obeying due 
process of law? 
Many may, I think, like the original 
Dr. EUsberg better than the new pained, 
indignant, complaining Dr. Ellsberg. I 
felt he did wrong when he appropriated 
and released classified government docu­ 
ments. He seemed like an honest man 
who wouldn’t turn his back on anyone’s 
right to do to him what he had done to 
others. 
It’s hard to see how in reason and good 
faith Dr. 
Ellsberg can demolish the 
confidentiality of others and demand that 
it be preserved for him. This is the moral 
and legal dilemma he has to face up to. 


reporter in Tallahassee. The Post quotes 
him as saying his own story belongs back 
in the comics section rather than in an 
old-fashioned work of patriotic literature. 
And it summarizes the unconvincing 
illogie by which he characterizes his 
renunciation of citizenship as an involun­ 
tary act — a theory that failed to sw’ay 
the high court. 
THAT IS THE WAY his saga was 
played here in the nation’s capital. But 
down in Bremen, Ga., where Jolley was 
brought up and where he was registered 
for the draft when he turned 18 in 1962, 
the story got no play at all. 
Bremen is a town of about 3,500 people, 
m ostly em ployed in m aking m en’s 
clothes in five local plants. It is in hilly 
.country, 50 miles west of Atlanta near 
The Alabama line. A conscientious objec­ 
tor, which is what Jolley tried to 
qualify as at first, is as rare around there 
as a Chinese diplomat. Failing in his C. 
O. effort, Jolley got a student deferment 
and went to the University of Georgia. 
When he flunked an exam and his defer­ 
ment was running out, he fled to Canada 
at the age of 23. It is not an everyday 
story in a small town in Georgia. 
Nevertheless, the local weekly, the 
Bremen Gateway, has not printed a word 
about it. 
THUS DO STANDARDS of news judg­ 
ment vary, to the everlasting glory of the 
American press, et cetera. But while 
news values may depend on the eye of 
the beholding editor, there are some 
absolutes brought up by the Jolley case 
that need to be restated now-, as the war 
dwindles and the draft dodgers, deserters 
and their brethren get homesick and seek 
amnesty. 
The minimum age of these men is 18, 
an age determined by the latest constitu­ 
tional amendment to be sufficiently m a­ 
ture to exercise political judgments of 
gravity. That should be old enough to 
understand right and wrong, duty and 
conscience as well. In any case, dodging 
the draft, for example, is not accom­ 
plished by the snap of a finger. There are 
many ways to go about it — medical, 
educational, religious, others — and prob­ 
ably the one that takes the most planning 
and thought is to flee the country. 
Jolley happens to have taken that 
option one step further. He went to the 
U.S. Consulate in Torontoand flatly, 
absolutely renounced his citizenship al­ 
though the consul followed orders by 
making certain that he understood what 
it meant to become a stateless person 
and what he would have to go through if 
he ever changed his mind. 


NOW HE HAS CHANGED his mind. 
Now and in the months ahead hundreds, 
likely thousands of others who fled the 
country (3,000 to Canada alone) will 
change their minds. There will be a 
political campaign to grant them am nes­ 
ty — in fact, one line advanced by the 
draft “ counseling” committees advising 
young Americans to flee the country was 
that the larger the number of such 
fugitives, the more effectively pressure 
could be brought for amnesty once it was 
safe to return. 
To routinely reward them by handing 
back their citizenship rights or forgiving 
their crimes will be to bring their 
evasion schemes to a 
happy ending 
precisely according to their own script. 
And before our politicians commit them­ 
selves on that question, I suggest that 
they consider carefully the feelings of all 
those Americans who did not flee but did 
their unpleasant duty, and the memory ol 
those who took their chances without

Gomes District Attorney Ploys 
Don't Leave Outcome In Doubt 
It did it again 
The Marin County district at­ 
torney’s office played its old 
game of “no intent" with the 
same old results. 
For those who are new to the 
county and aren’t aware of the 
game, there’s really nothing to 
it. 
The district attorney, or one 
of his deputies, upon learning of 
a complaint about a public 
agency — say, for example, 
violation of the state’s anti- 
secret meeting law by the Ma­ 
rin County Housing Authority 
board — announces he will 
launch an immediate and thor­ 
ough probe. 
The game has begun. 
Flags wave, rockets soar, and 
bugles blow. 
One of his several investiga­ 
tors is assigned to the task of 
ferreting out the facts. 
Then after a week or so 
things quiet down. The game 
becomes intense. 
It can go on for weeks, or 
months, or possibly even years 
providing someone doesn’t in­ 
quire as to the progress of the 
investigation. 
If, by some unfortunate cir­ 
cumstance, someone does, the 
district attorney’s office imme­ 
diately announces it could find 
“ no intent’’ by the suspect 
agency to violate the law. 
Tbe game ends. 
SEE, THERE’S REALLY 
nothing to it. 
It’s all just a game. A game 
the district attorney’s office is 


especially good at. It stays in 
practice. 
T h e re ’s an o th er fa v o rite 
played by some around the 
district attorney’s office. 
It’s called “no answer." 
The object is two-fold. By 
cither refusing to accept or 
return a phone call, some in the 
DA’s office avoid bothersome 
questions and at the same time 
give the impression of being 
taxed to the limits of their work 
capacity. 
Unlike the first game, certain 
variables can be worked into 
this one. 
FOR EXAMPLE, your first 
call may be accepted or re­ 
turned. After that (once the 
nature of your call is learned) 
you’re on your own. 
8:35 a.m. — “I’m sorry, he’s 
in a meeting. Can I take a 
m essage?" asks a friendly 
sounding secretary. 
9:03 a.m. — ' i ’m sorry, he’s 
with witnesses. Can he return 
your call?" 
10:15 a.m. — “He’s not in 
nght now." 
11 a.m. — “He just stepped 
out of the office with two offi­ 
cers. Can he return your call?" 
Next day: 
8:55 a.m. — “No, he doesn’t 
come in until 10:30 (a.m.)" 
11:05 a.m. — “No, he’s not in 
the office. Can I take a mes­ 
sage?" 
That was last week and still 
the calls haven’t been returned. 
This game apparently has no 
end. 


THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS 


Some Stories Of Success 
And Tales Of Tragedy

There are heartening success 
stories among the tables of 
figures in the report on 1970 
statewide reading tests, re­ 
leased last week. And there are 
tales of tragedy. 
Median reading scores of pu­ 
pils in the districts were ranked 
statewide on a scale on which 
99 represented the highest pos­ 
sible. Success stories are to be 
found in reading score ranks 
like these for 1,321-pupil Live 
Oak Elementary School District 
in Santa Cruz County: First 
grade 1, second grade 21, third 
grade 41, sixth grade 74. 
Here is a picture of children 
slow at first in learning to read, 
but progressing steadily so that 
by sixth grade they are far 
above the statewide average. 
OF COURSE, NOT the same 
children were tested in May, 
1970, in both first and sixth 
grades. But they are from the 
same populace and largely the 
same families, so the figures 
tell of success and accomplish­ 
ment. The statewide reading 
tests have been in use only 
since 1966, so how the same 
children progressed cannot be 
charted — nor can it ever, 
probably, for the state has 
changed the tests used in pir- 
mary grades and may change 
that in sixth grade. 
Live Oak is by no means 
alone among school districts 
whose reading test figures tell a 
success story, although the 
gains made by its pupils were 
among the most spectacular. 


No Objections 
To Floating Dock 


No objections to a proposal to 
build a floating dock on Corte 
Madera Creek near Larkspur 
Plaza have been received by 
the Army Corps of Engineers in 
San Francisco. 
The deadline for submitting 
protests to the application by 
builder Charles J. Hendrickson 
for the dock at 55 Larkspur 
Plaza Road was yesterday. The 
dock is designed in conjunction 
with an apartment building. 
The proposed dock must also 
be approved by state and feder­ 
al officials, a corps spokesman 
said. 


New Food Fare 
On UC Campus 


SANTA CRUZ (UPD—Things 
have improved for University 
of California students with a 
taste for such items as cab­ 
bage potato borscht and egg- 
almond sandwiches. 
The Whole Earth Restaurant, 
which had been closed for renfr 
vatlons and enlargements, re 
opened Monday U) serve organ 
ic foods on the university's 
Santa Cruz campus. 
Foods are obtained from an 
organic garden established on 
the campus by philosophy pro­ 
fessor Paul Lee. 


The tales of tragedy are in 
reading test scores like these 
from two school districts in 
Tulare County: Oak Valley (302 
pupils), first grade 97, second 
grade 99, third grade 36, sixth 
grade 2. Waukena (174 pupils), 
first grade 95, second grade 77, 
third grade 5, sixth grade 4. 
One is tempted to wonder 
whether education goes on at 
all in schools whose pupils, like 
those in Oak Valley and Wau­ 
kena, score almost at the top 
statewide in first grade, yet 
almost at the bottom in sixth 
grade. 
A SEARCH of the 620-page 
report discloses only one of the 
biggest districts (25,000 pupils 
and over) making large gains in 
reading scores from first to 
sixth grade. Pasadena Unified 
School District (26,802 average 
attendance) showed these rank­ 
ings: First grade 30, second 
grade 39, third grade 45, sixth 
grade 61. 
But the state's biggest dis­ 
trict, 536,972-pupU Los Angeles 
Unified, was another story: 
First grade 64, second grade 49, 
third grade 36, sixth grade 29 — 
a steady decline in accomplish­ 
ment. (The story might be very 
different, of course, for some 
individual schools in the vast 
Los Angeles district) 
EDUCATION LEADERS of 
ten try to tell us that, if schools 
are not producing results, the 
solution is to spend more mon­ 
ey. But the cost-per-pupil of 
instruction in Live Oak School 
District was shown as Only $481. 
Oak Valley and Waukena cer­ 
tainly 
might benefit from 
spending more, for their per- 
pupil costs were $321 and $383, 
respectively. And Pasadena 
outspent Los Angeles slightly, 
$632 per pupil compared with 
$567. 
However, the highest spend­ 
ing per pupil I found among 
districts showing spectacular 
first-to-sixth grade gains was 
$895 in 262-pupil North Fork 
Elementary School District in 
Madera County, whose pupils 
ranked 1 (the lowest possible) in 
first grade and advanced to 63 
in sixth. 
The biggest spending per- 
pupil in California was in 
Emery Unified School District 
in Alameda County, which 
spent $1,733 for instruction of 
each of its 511 pupils. And here 
are the Emery district's ranks 
in reading: First grade 46, sec­ 
ond grade 13, third grade 48. 
sixth grade 18. And by 12th 
grade, they had fallen to 1 — 
the very lowest. A tale of trage­ 
dy! 
in most, but not all, cases 
sixth grade pupils in districts 
showing spectacular advance­ 
ment had higher median scores 
on the Lorge-Thorndike "IQ" 
test than those in districts 
showing spectacular retrogres­ 
sion. But, after all, a child's 
ability to read has considerable 
effect on the score he'll make 
on an “ ItQ" test.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - Sev­ 
eral bills, including measures 
to spend $5 million for metha­ 
done treatment of heroin ad­ 
dicts and require taxpayers to 
finance the full cost of state 
employe health insurance were 
vetoed Tuesday by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
Reagan said that although 
heroin addiction is a ‘‘terrible 
problem” existing programs 
should be studied to learn their 
effectiveness before additional 
state funds are spent on metha­ 
done maintenance. 
. He ordered an administration 
review of such programs. 
. Assemblyman John Vascon- 
cellos, D-San Jose, who au­ 
thored the bill, called Reagan’s 
veto message, “ dishonest, unin­ 
formed and unconcerned.” 
Reagan also rejected a bill by 
Assembly Republican leader 
Robert T. Monagan of Tracy 
which would have required the 
state to pay the total cost or 
$20. whichever was less, of the 
monthly health plan premium 
of a state employe and his 
family. 
The governor said the extra 
cost would “ worsen the already 
critical deficit facing the state” 
but promised in his next budget 
to include funds for a larger 
share of the employe health 
insurance Costs. 
Other vetoes include these: 
EDUCATION -A bill by Sen. 
Walter W. Stiem, D-Bakers- 
field. appropriating $1.8 million 
for bilingual and bieultural pro­ 
grams in all school courses. 
Reagan said more study was 
needed on the concept.

ALIMONY 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A bill 
making the economic change in 
a divorced person's life the sole 
basis on which alimony pay­ 
ments can be revised up or 
down has been approved by the 
Senate. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man James Hayes. R-Long 
Beach, was returned to the 
Assembly Tuesday on a 22-5 
vote for concurrence in amend­ 
ments. 
It would allow modification of 
alimony payments if proof of a 
change in the economic circum­ 
stances of either party is 
shown. 
Sen. Gordon Cologne, R-Indio, 
upper House floor manager of 
the bill, said presently the mod­ 
ification can be instituted if the 
wife lives with another man or 
the husband with another wom­ 
an. 
“ The fact people are living 
with each other in sin is of no 
importance in this matter,” 
Cologne said. 
Sen. John Holmdahl, D-Oak- 
land. opposed the measure on 
grounds the divorced alimony- 
paying spouse should not have 
to support his or her former 
partner who is living with an­ 
other person. 


REPOSSESS 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - A bill 
forbidding a finance company 
from repossessing an automo­ 
bile without having a court 
order has been killed by the 
Senate Judiciary- Committee. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Henry Waxman, D-Los An­ 
geles, died Tuesday after car 
dealers and lending institutions 
vigorously

grounds bad-risk poor people 
would have difficulty getting a 
loan. 
The legislation also would 
have banned the private repos­ 
session of cars, leaving the job 
to marshals and sheriff’s depu­ 
ties ordered to take the vehicle 
into possession by a court.

LEGAL TOOLS 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Leg­ 
islation giving the attorney gen­ 
eral additional legal tools to 
deal with cases of alleged pollu­ 
tion or environmental damage 
was signed Tuesday by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The measure by Sen. Robert 
J. Lagomarsino, R-Ojai, will 
permit the attorney general to 
intervene in court and adminis- 


trative proceedings involving 
such cases. 
Reagan said the bill “ will 
allow the attorney general to 
move swiftly against anyone 
who attempts to destroy our 
natural resources or endanger 
the health of our citizens 
through irresponsible actions.” 
The measure also will require 
that the attorney general be 
notified about lawsuits which 
charge there has been pollution 
or environmental damage.

Youth Found 
Too Late For Most Of People 


In 1927, the late Clive M. McCay began 
experiments on prolonging the life of rats by 
controlling their dietary intake and growth 
rate. The results were fantastic and if they 
were applicable to man, a person could be a 
healthy, sturdy teen-ager at 90. 


One group of rats were fed a diet of 
essential proteins, minerals, vitamins, and an 
unlimited supply of calories from a sugar and 
lard mixture. The rodents thrived and Jived a 
normal life span. 
The oldest attained the ripe 
old age (for a rat) of 969 days. 
The second group received the 
same diet but not enough sugar 
and lard to encourage growth 
and development. 
The underfed rats remained 
juveniles for periods up to 1,000 
days. At this point. Dr. McCay 
increased their calorie intake 
to reestablish normal growth. 
And to everyone’s surprise, the 
rodents rapidly grew and ma­ 
tured. Ultimately they died af­ 
ter living almost twice as long 
as most rats. The oldest sur­ 
vived 1.465 days. 
V PHOTOGRAPH in Medical 
Opinion and Review’ showed a 
wizened old rat renewing ac­ 
quaintances with a healthy 
looking juvenile who remained 
young on his low caloric diet. 
By extending youth. McCay 
doubled the life span of these 
rats. We must reemphasize that 
these experiments were started 
early in the rat’s life. The 
dietary regimen does not work 
after growth and development 
is 
complete. 
Most 
people 
searching for the fountain of 
youth are long past the age 
when an “ elixir” will do any 
good.

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Professor Is 90 Years Old 
—And He's Still Going Strong 


BERKELEY — Joel H Hilde­ 
brand, who published his first 
scientific paper in 1906, dis­ 
cussed the newest knowledge 
from his research recently in 
the annual Gilbert N. Lewis 
Memorial 
Lecture 
on 
the 
Berkeley campus of the Univer­ 
sity of California. The famous 
Berkeley chemist was 90 years 
old yesterday. 
Dr. Hildebrand’s fame has 
been earned not only as a 
chemist, hut also as a teacher, 
author, administrator, educa­ 
tional philosopher, athlete, and 
mountaineer. 
He taught chemistry to more 
than 40,000 students during the 


39 years he was on active 
teaching duty at Berkeley. 
Although he earned emeritus 
status in 1952, he never really 
“retired,” but continued with 
his research, his guidance of* 
post-doctoral students, and his 
widespread service to educa­ 
tion. 
He gave up skiing i“reluc­ 
tantly”) after his 75th birthday. 
Member of the chemistry fac­ 
ulty at Berkeley since 1913, he 
has served also as dean of men, 
dean of the college of letters 
and science, and dean of the 
college of chemistry at Berke­ 
ley. The university awarded 
him an honorary doctorate de­ 


gree in 1954 and has also named 
a major chemistry building 
“Hildebrand Hall.” 
Early in his career, Hilde­ 
brand began to develop his 
important “theory of regular 
solutions,” and his research in­ 
terests over seven decades 
have ranged to many subjects 
related to the problems of solu 
tions and the molecular nature 
of liquids. 
He is past president of both 
the American Chemical Society 
and the Sierra Club, managed 
the U.S. Olympic ski team in 
1936, and was a member of 
the Citizens Advisory Commis­ 
sion on Public Education Sys-

Mass Escape 
Upset Many 
Uruguayans

MONTEVIDEO — On the day 
when the mass escape of Tupa­ 
maros from Montevideo’s for­ 
tress like prison was made pub­ 
lic, many Uruguayans looked 
as if they had been hit on the 
head. 
For two reasons. First, the 
virtually incredible facts of this 
escape: Prisoners dig a tunnel 
more than 40 yards long, which 
mast have taken them many 
weeks; they have the necessary 
tools (from where?); they hide 
the excavated earth in nylon 
sacks «where did these come 
from?); they have apparently 
perfect communications with 
their outside helpers (how?); 
since the cell from which the 
tunnel begins houses only four 
inmates, they dig no less than 
40 passages from one cell to 
another, also organize the es­ 
cape of prisoners kept in upper- 
story cellblocks, and disappear 
with perfect precision. 
When the police,tipped off too 
late, call the prison, they are 
told that everything is in apple- 
pie order — and this is after 111 
prisoners had already disap­ 
peared without a trace, neatly 
all of them Tupamaros, includ­ 
ing all the group's leaders. 
The tunnel leads to a house. 
Hours before the escape a 
group of harm less-looking 
youngsters appears at the 
house to prevent the resident 
family from interfering; the 
members of the family let them 
in without concern because one 
of the group is the niece of the 
homeowner — and, of course, 
also a Tupamaro. With a ste­ 
thoscope the youngsters foHow 
the progress of the approaching 
of underground sounds digging 
and at the right moment tear 
up the floor. 
It was not only the escape 
itseif that depressed the Uru­ 
guayans, but the genera] situa- 
tion of which it is a symptom. 
The mere fact that they 
gained fheir freedom is not 
crucial to the conduct of the 
Tupamaros’ activities. But the 
crassness with which the es­ 
cape made visible the inept­ 
ness. corruption and helpless­ 
ness of the authorities was a 
shock to the public. 
More than a year ago, the 
then minister of interior stated 
that a special prison was being 
prepared for the most danger­ 
ous terrorists, to be situated on 
an island, in order to prevent 
escapes. It is assumed that not 
a finger has been lifted so far to 
carry out this plan. And today 
it is widely assumed that it 
would have been useless in any 
case, since the Tupamaros 
would simply have used boats.

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Big Demand 
For 1970's 
Census Data 
l-J Special Report 
BERKELEY — A new census 
data center at the University of 
California in Berkeley has sup­ 
plied literally tons of computer 
printouts to meet an unexpect­ 
edly large demand, according 
to the first annual report issued 
by the UC Census Service Fa­ 
cility. 
The facility has been devel­ 
oped during the past year as 
the major public center for 
detailed 1970 California census 
data. 
There have been 191 subscri­ 
bers to date for the census 
data. Among them are many 
cities and counties, state agen­ 
cies, schools, and private or­ 
ganizations. 
The facility is also contribut­ 
ing to teaching and research of 
university and colleges through­ 
out the state. Several hundred 
students have already used the 
census printouts, which are 
maintained in the library of the 
Institute of Governmental Stud­ 
ies on the Berkeley campus. 
The U.S. Census bureau lacks 
resources to service the many 
agencies needing its data, so 
the bureau supplies raw data to 
centers for processing and dis­ 
tribution. Several private cen­ 
sus centers operate for com­ 
mercial use in the state. 
“ It provides a badly needed 
service to local and state gov­ 
ernm ental and quasi-public 
agencies, which up to now have 
proceeded individually, and 
somewhat blindly, to under­ 
stand the potential of the 1970 
census and how it can be used,” 
says IGS director Eugene C. 
I^e.

“ This shows that, in the fu­ 
ture, m aterials designed for 
public health pests must be 
distinctly different from agri­ 
cultural pesticides and must be 
reserved for use only against 
vectors, or carriers, of dis­ 
ease.”

Britain's 'Victory' 
In The Drug War 


By Toronto Telegram Syndicate 
LONDON — Britain is cau 
tiously claiming a victory in the 
battle against hard drugs, and 
at the same time is preparing 
to step up its war on drug 
pushers and users. 
The victory is reflected in 
official figures of the number of 
people addicted to hard drugs 
such as heroin and cocaine. 
For the first time in 10 years, 
the number of addicts has 
dropped. At one time during the 
1900s, the number of heroin 
users was doubling every 16 
months. 
Before 1968, the law was 
tightened and doctors had to 
report any drug-dependent pa­ 
tients to a central register. And 
the supply of hard drugs was 
restricted to a few specially 
licensed doctors and to the drug 
treatment clinics — most of 
which are attached to hospitals. 
The British system has been 
praised, particularly in the 
U.S., because the legal supply 
of drugs or substitutes to ad­ 
dicts has apparently prevented 
a serious crime problem. 
But not all applicants to clin­ 
ics are accepted. 
“ The clinic has to be con­ 
vinced that the person wants a 
cure, and is not just looking for 
a way of keeping his habit 
going,” a health department 
spokesman said. 
For this reason alone some 
volunteer agencies engaged in 
the care and welfare of drug 
users, doubt the official figures 
showing reductions. They say 
many addicts avoid the clinics, 
and buy their drugs on the 
black market — particularly 
around the Soho and Piccadilly 
areas of London. 
These agencies claim many 
former heroin users are turning 
to substitutes. “ It’s a very diffi­ 
cult situation. It’s like ciga­ 
rettes. If you banned tobacco 
tomorrow, someone would start 
smoking tea-leaves,” the 
spokesman said. 
No one doubts that there has, 
been a massive increase in the 
use of a wide range of other 
drugs, particularly by young 
people. 
And it is not confined to 
London. A few weeks ago, 
Portsmouth’s standing commit­ 
tee on the misuse of drugs 
estimated there were between 
2,000 and 3,000 drug users in the 
city. 
“ This is no worse than in any 
other city of Portsmouth’s 
size,’’ the committee said. It 
also noted that there had been a 
swing away from cannabis to 
LSD. 
In England last year, 7,520 
people were convicted of using 
or pushing cannabis. This was 
triple the figure of three years 
earlier. 
Convictions for misuse of am­ 
phetamines and hallucinogens 
(such as LSD) were up by 150 
per cent in the same period. 
And some student leaders and 
health service officials estimate 
that up to 60 per cent of stu­ 
dents try cannabis. 
The misuse of barbiturates is 
also rising sharply, particularly 
for drug pushers, and gives the 
government much more flexi­ 


bility to deal with changing 
patterns on the drug scene. 


The law establishes three 
classes of drugs — “ hard,” 
“ soft” and others. Pushers of 
hard and soft drugs face up to 
14 years jail and/or an unlimit­ 
ed fine. 


Users of hard drugs could get 
seven years in jail and/or an 
unlimited fine. Drugs in the soft 
section carry a maximum of 
five years and/or a fine. 


Those in the third class have 
a maximum penalty of two 
years jail and/or a fine.

ena M. Williams, producer of 
the 18-month-old Drum, ex­ 
plains: 
‘‘More than thirty African na­ 
tions have achieved independ­ 
ence since Ghana’s liberation in 
1957. For most Americans these 
countries are remote, exotic, 
and overly romanticized. 
“ The UC Drum allows Afri­ 
cans to explain their coun­ 
tries firsthand. For those who 
listen, the Africans become 
real, their cultures understand­ 
able, their goals defined,” she 
said. 
Mrs. Williams has taped in­ 
terviews with more than a 
hundred Africans, most of them 
at UCLA and UC Berkeley. As 
she observes, “ The University 
of California is a mecca for 
many black people. African dip­ 
lomats and scholars are daily 
visitors. They come to confer 
with UC professors and experts, 
with African students, and to 
see such technological achieve­ 
ments as the I^iwrence Hall of 
Science and the Davis plant 
pathology experiment sta­ 
tions." 
These African leaders seldom 
have an opportunity to talk with 
many University students or 
community groups. The UC 
Drum bridges this gap and 
through radio reaches a far 
greater number than would be 
possible on a personal basis. 
“ We all need to know' more 
about Africa,” says Mrs. Wil­ 
liams, who this summer made 
a study tour of West Africa. “ I 
developed this series because I 
thought Africa was culturally 
important to Afro-Americans. 
This is still true, but African 
countries are increasingly im­ 
portant in terms of internation­ 
al politics, economy, and even 
geography.” 
Many of the men and the 
occasional women are touring 
the U.S. as guests of the State 
Department. Others are diplo­ 
mats and professionals spon­ 
sored by their governments or 
specialized organizations. Their 
political range is wide and re­ 
flective of their countries. Tan­ 
zania’s Ujamaa villager is very 
unlike the resident of Abidjan, 
jewel 
of 
the 
Ivory 
Coast 
Riviera. 
Equally varied are the lan­ 
guages spoken. While all speak 
either French or English fluent­ 
ly, their vernacular languages 
arc not heard often in this 
country. Mrs. Williams usually 
asks the visitor to speak a few 
sentences 
of 
his 
primary 
tongue. UC Drum listeners 
have recently heard snatches of 
Tigrina, Bambara, Amharic, 
Twi. Fanti, and Ga. 
There is one problem, Mrs. 
Williams admits. Sometimes 
accents arc very thick and one 
has to listen very attentively. 
Woody Miller, program director 
of station K L IP in Fowler, 
says: “ The content of The UC 
Drum is so important that we 
think our listeners will make 
the extra effort that is now and 
then needed ” KLIP carries two 
segments of Drum each week in 
prime time.

The Top' In 
Your Ear 
Is Researched

LOS ANGELES — A new 
surgical treatment for sudden 
nerve deafness may restore 
hearing if performed promptly. 
Dr. Victor Goodhill, professor 
of surgery (otology), UCLA 
Medical School, describes four 
cases of this disorder involving 
a shallow scuba dive, excessive 
alcohol consumption, 47 sit-ups 
(exercise), and yelling at a foot­ 
ball game. All patients experi­ 
enced a “pop” in their ear and I 
or sudden deafness in one car 
associated with the respective 
incidents. In some instances, 
there was also severe dizziness. 
The scuba diver recovered 
his hearing following pre­ 
scribed bed rest and medica­ 
tion, apparently as a result of 
spontaneous healing of a rup­ 
tured membrance. 
The “over-imbiber” and the 
physical fitness devotee were 
diagnosed as having a ruptured 
round and oval window mem­ 
brane, and there was improve­ 
ment in hearing following peri- 
chondrial graft surgery. The 
football fan, who was not oper­ 
ated on until four months fol­ 
lowing the injury, did not re­ 
cover her hearing. 
Since the report of these four 
cases, Dr. Goodhill and his 
associates have operated on six 
additional cases.
